Hundreds  of  senior  civil 
servants  were  put  on  a 
bomb  alert  last  night  after 
the  discovery  of  two  IRA 
letter  bombs  posted  to  the 
homes  of  two  of  Mrs 
Thatcher’s  top  officials. 

The  families  of  Mr 
Bernard  Ingham,  the 
Prime  Minister’s  press 
officer,  and  of  Mr  Brian 
Unwin,  head  of  the  eco¬ 
nomic  secretariat  in  the 
Cabinet  Office,  became 
suspicious  when  the  let¬ 
ters  arrived  at  their 
homes  yesterday. 

They  called  the  police,  who 
detonated  the  devices  without 
injury. 

The  IRA  later  in  the  day 
claimed  responsibility  for 
sending  the  letter  bombs,  in 
what  security  chiefs  believe 
could  be  the  renewal  of  a 
terror  lactic  which  had  been 
virtually  dropped  by  the  IRA 
during  the  1980sl

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Prosecutions  are  likely  after 
the  discovery  of  undeclared 
dangerous  chemicals  on  board 
the  Zeebrugge  disaster  ferry. 

This  was  revealed  last  night 
after  a  report  in  The  Times 
yesterday  that  chemicals 
banned  by  international  law 
from  being  carried  on  big 
passenger  ferries  were  aboard 
the  Herald  of  Free  Enterprise 
which  capsized  with  the  loss  of 
about  200  lives. 

Townsend  Tboresen,  the 
ferry’s  operators,  confirmed 
last  night  that  it  had  discov¬ 
ered  the  presence  of  the  un¬ 
declared  chemicals  after  the 
vessel  sank  outside  Zeebrugge 
harbour. 


The  company  said  that  it 
was  instituting  legal  proceed¬ 
ings  in  Belgium  against  those 
responsible.  It  said  also  that 
some  of  the  chemicals  would 
not  have  been  allowed  on  a 
passenger  feny  if  it  had  known 
about  them. 

A  spokesman  for  the  ferry 
operators  said  that,  according 
10  the  formal  shipping  docu¬ 
ments  which  had  been  sup¬ 
plied  before  the  they  were 
entitled  to  carry  the  chemicals 
on  a  passenger  ferry. 

“However,  after  the  capsize 
of  the  Herald,  we  started 
making  inquiries  among  ship¬ 
pers  and  hauliers  and  others 
involved  in  the  transportation 


of  hazardous  materials.  We 
were  asking  for  details  of  the 
colour  or  weight,  or  size,  or 
anything  that  would  help  in 
the  search  for  them",  he  said. 

“We  then  discovered  there 
was  a  consignment  aboard 
which  had  not  been  declared. 
It  included  materials  which,  if 
we  had  known  about  it,  we 
would  not  have  allowed  on  a 
passenger  ferry.  They  were  in 
small  quantities,  and  were  not 
of  a  nature  or  quantity  to  pose 
a  major  threat.  We  are  taking 
legal  action  in  the  Belgian 
courts  against  several  of  those 
involved,  and  summonses 
have  bran  issued.”

The  viruses  which  cause  Aids  may 
have  existed  among  humans  more 
than  100  years  ago  and  will  continue 
to  threaten  mankind  fer  into  the  next 
century.  Professor  Luc  Montagnier; 
the  leading  French  researcher,  saw 

yeprofessor  Montagnier,  of  the  Pas¬ 
teur  Institute  in  Paris,  finajdentified 
the  virus  now  known  as  HIV-1  four 
wars  ago.  His  latest  work,  published 
ioday  in  Nature,  the  British  scientific 
journal,  casts  new  light  on  its  onpns 
and  those  of  a  second  virus.  HIV-2, 
which  he  has  also  discovered. 

It  warns  that  ©there  may  emerge 
and  suggests  that  HIV-2  will  be  a 
serious  threat  to  public  health  in 
Africa  and  is  likely  to  spread  in 


Europe.  Qses  of  disease  caused  by  the 
second  virus  have  already  been  identi¬ 
fied  in  France,  Germany  and  Sweden, 
since  its  discovery  in  late  1985. 

Professor  Montagnier,  speaking  at  a 
news  conference  in  London,  wanted 
that  HIV-2-infected  blood  samples 
may  not  be  detectable  through  exist¬ 
ing  screening  methods,  and  urged  that 
a  way  of  diagnosing  the  infection  be 
found  quickly. 

No  cases  have  yet  bran  recorded  in 
Britain,  but  he  said  it  was  posable  that 
the  new  infection  could  be  brought  to 
the  UK  by.  for  example,  holiday¬ 
makers. 

It  was  possible  that  research  on 
HIV-2  could  hasten  the  development 
of  a  vaccine.  Chimpanzees,  an  en¬ 
dangered  species,  were  the  only 
animals  suitable  for  testing  the  toxic-

Efiil  species  of  monkey  could  be 
and  used  for  HIV-2  tests,  thus 
providing  another  route  towards  a 
common  vaccine. 

He  said  that  the  Aids  virus  probably 
originated  in  some  species  of  African 
monkey,  whichmay  now  be  extinct. 

“We  suggest  that-  these  viruses 
existed  long  before  the  current  Aids 
epidemics.  A  common  ancestor  prob¬ 
ably  existed  a  long  time  ago  in  a 
human  population  in  west  and  central 
Africa." 

They  could  have  originated  100  or 
more  years  ago,  but  remained  un¬ 
detected  until  recently  because  of  poor 
medical  fedlties  in  Africa,  its  lengthy 
incubation  period,  and  confusion  with 
other  diseases.

Saunders

Mr  Ernest  Saunders,  the  for¬ 
mer  Guinness  chairman,  yes¬ 
terday  foiled  in  his  attempt  to 
have  a  court  order  freezing  bis 
assets  lifted. 

The  judge.  Sir  Nicolas 
Browne-Wilkinson.  ruled  that 
the  order  must  stand  since 
there  was  a  “strong  pos¬ 
sibility"  that  Mr  Saunders, 
who  is  in  Switzerland  at 
present,  would  dissipate  his 
assets  or  remove  them  from 
the  country. 

He  also  labelled  the  alleged 
agreement  between  Mr  Saun¬ 
ders  and  Mr  Thomas  Ward,  a 
Guinness  director,  to  pay  Mr 
Ward  £5.2  million  for  services 
he  provided  during  the  Distill¬ 
ers  bid  as  “void"  and 
“unlawful"  because  it  had  not 
been  disclosed  10  the  Guin¬ 
ness  board. 

Guinness  has  challenged 
this  agreement  and  obtained  a 
court  order  freezing  the  Brit¬ 
ish  assets  of  Mr  Saunders  and 
Mr  Ward  up  to  the  value  of 
£5.2  million  as  a  prelude  to 
bringing  a  full  case  to  recover 
the  money. 

The  five-day  hearing  has 
been  characterized  by  strongly 
conflicting  evidence  from  all 
sides.  The  judge  repeatedly 
pointed  out  that  he  was  not 
deciding  who  was  telling  the 
truth. 

At  the  centre  of  the  dispute 
are  conflicting  sworn  state¬ 
ments  detailing  Mr  Saunders’s 
involvement  in  the  Distillers 
takeover  provided  by  Mr 
Saunders  and  Mr  Olivier 
Roux,  a  former  Guinness 
finance  director. 

“There  is  no  possible  half¬ 
way  house.  Either  Mr  Saun¬ 
ders  or  Mr  Roux  is  lying,"  the 
judge  said. 

On  Guinness's  main  action 
to  recover  the  money,  he  said 
there  was  “no  conceivable 
defence  to  the  action  at  the 
end  of  the  day  for  Mr  Wand." 

The  judge  highlighted  sev¬ 
eral  reasons  for  concluding 
that  Mr  Saunders’s  assets 
should  remain  frozen.

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Russian  missiles 
on  test  in  Wales 

The  Ministry  of  Defence  has  tested  11  Russian  SA-6  anti¬ 
aircraft  missiles  it  acquired  some  months  ago  on  a  range  ia 
Wales,  it  was  disclosed  yesterday. 

The  ministry  has  the  whole  weapon  system,  mcfading  the 
tracked  transporter-erector4aniidier  vehicle. 

The  tests*  at  the  firing  range  at  Aberportn,  Dyfed,  proved 
that  the  missiles  were  highly  reliable  and  accurate, 
according  to  a  report  is  the  latest  Jane’s  Defence  Weekly 
magazine. 

It  was  not  dear  yesterday  how  the  ministry  acqmred  the 
missiles,  but  the  SA-6  is  in  service  in  many  countries, 
including  Egypt,  Yugoslavia  and  India  as  well  as  Soviet 
bloc  co  on  tries  including  Hungary,  Poland  and  Rumania. 

The  SA-7  is  also  known  to  have  been  tested,  because  it 
can  be  bought  on  the  open  market. 

It  is  understood  that  the  ministry  has  received  other  Rus¬ 
sian  weapons  in  the  past  but  it  is  unusual  to  get  hold  of  a 
complete  weapons  system.

Hailsham  attack  on  trial  by  media

The  Lord  Chancellor,  last 
night  attacked  “irresponsible 
comment”  on  court  cases 
from  the  Press  or  public 
figures  which  could  under¬ 
mine  the  process  of  trial  by 
judge  and  jury. 

Speaking  at  a  banquet  in  the 
City  of  London  given  by  the 
London  Solicitors'  Company, 
Lord  Hailsham  of  St  Maryle- 
bone  said:  “Justice,  it  has  been 
said,  is  not  a  cloistered  virtue. 
I  am  not  one  to  seek  to 
suppress  criticism.  But  let 
there  be  some  self  discipline." 


He  did  not  spare  his  own 
profession.  He  recognized 
judges  said  foolish  things. 
There  was  also  a  danger  for 
members  of  the  legal  pro¬ 
fession  to  denigrate  each  other 
and.  Lord  Hailsham  said, 
lawyers  should  remember  they 
were  pari  of  a  profession  not  a 
trade  union. 

“Let  criticism  be  weU-in- 
formed.  well-researched,  and 
temperately  expressed,  or 
there  will  be  trial  by  media  or 
that  elective  dictatorship  into 
which  our  own  unwritten, 
constitution  could  so  easily- 
slip." 


There  were  dangers  of  trial 
by  “irresponsible  comment" . 
Both  dvn]  and  criminal  cases 
could  be  undermined  by  such 
comment  which  produced 
trial'  by  media,  trial  by  pub¬ 
licity-hungry  MPs,  and  trial  by 
commentators  eager  to  under¬ 
mine  public  confidence. 

On  the  whole,  judges  had 
accepted  fee  Kwnuir  rules 
against  speaking  out  in  public 
and  have  erred  in  saying 
foolish  things.  But  be  went  on: 
“Though  sound  judgement  is 
always  welcome,  justice  re¬ 
quires  a  degree  of  detachment 
and  objectivity  which  cannot 


be  obtained  if  judges  con¬ 
stantly  are  having  to  look,  over 
their  shoulders  for  fear  of 
harassment  and  abuse  and 
irresponsible  demands  for 
their  resignation”. 

Lord  Hailsham  follows  hard 
On  the  heels  of  Sir  John 
Donaldson,  the  Master  of  the 
Rolls,  who  also  attacked  pub¬ 
lic  criticism  of  the  judiciary 
earlier  this  week. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  is 
understood  not  to  have  any 
one  particular  case  in  mind, 
but  feds  that  there  has  re¬ 
cently  been  a  growing 


development  of  strident  com¬ 
ment.  criticizing  judges  and 
juries  for  their  actions.  Since 
the  begining  of  this  year  there 
has  been  considerable  public 
outcry  over  a  number  of  cases.. 

The  judge  sentencing  men 
involved  in  the  Ealing  rape 
case  was  accused  of  giving 
sentences  which  were  too 
light 

At  the  end  of  the  PC  Keith 
Blakelock  trial  last  month,  a 
High  Court  judge  was  attacked 
for  having  given  Winston 
Silcott,  convicted  of  the 
policeman's  death,  bail  in  an 
earlier  murder  case.

A  breakthrough  in  chemical 
research  that  allows  scientists 
to  design  drugs  that  avoid 
harmful  side-effects  was  re¬ 
ported  to  fee  annual  congress 
of  tbe  Royal  Society  of  Chem¬ 
istry  by  Dr  Steven  Davies  of 
Oxford  University. 

The  discovery,  which  has 
been  taken  up  by  BP  Chemi¬ 
cals,  opens  a  new  way  for 
chemists  to  synthesis  fee  sort 
of  compounds  feat  are  used  to 
make  pharmaceuticals,  pesti¬ 
cides  and  other  specialist 
chemicals. 

Even  wife  fee  most  elabo¬ 
rate  methods  to  produce  fee 
purist  possible  compounds, 
the  molecules  can  hold  a 
hidden  danger.  While  they  are 
all  chemically  identical  a

The  discovery  by  Dr  Davies 
is  a  family  of  reagents  called 
Chiral  Iron  Acetyls,  which 
ensure  feat  fee  type  of  chemi¬ 
cal  reactions  in  making  drugs 
and  similar  organic  com¬ 
pounds  produce  only  one 
form  of  fee  molecule.  The 
scientists  refer  to  it  as  optical 
purity. 

But  in  addition  to  safety,  a 
technology  based  on  cmral 
reagents  would  remove  other 
more  elaborate  and  expensive 
stages  in  trying  to  achieve 
optical  purity. 

Studies  of  some  smalls  ani¬ 
mals  and  plants  had  shown 
fee  importance  of  introducing 
only  one  optical  form  of  a 
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food  additives,  insecticides 
and  herbicides  according  to 
Professor  Henri  Brunner  of 
Regensberg  University,  West 
Germany.

Decision 
on  Heysel 
delayed

The  High  Court  yesterday 
gave  Sir  Thomas 
Hetherington,  the  Director  of 
Public  Prosecutions,  more 
time  to  decide  what  to  do  over 
the  failure  of  the  Heysel 
stadium  extradition  case. 

There  are  now  worries  in 
the  DPFs  department  that 
other  pending  extradition 
cases  could' also  be  affected 
because  they  may  have  fol¬ 
lowed  the  same  practice  criti¬ 
cized  by  the  judges . 

Mr  Michael  Shenard,  QC. 
for  the  DPP.  said  the  rase 
required  careful  consideration 
because  the  Home  Office  prac¬ 
tice  in  extradition  proceedings 
over  the  past  seven  years  was 
acutely  involved. 

Earlier  this  week  extradition 
orders  for  26  Liverpool  foot¬ 
ball  supporters  were  rejected 
by  Lord  Justice  Watkins  and ; 
Mr  Justice  Mann  because  of  a 
flaw  in  the  presentation  of 
evidence. 

The  judges  agreed  to' give 
the  supporters  writs  of  habeas 
corpus  but  did  not  issue  them 
until  the  DPP  had  decided  j 
whether  to  try  for  an  appeal  to 
the  House  of  Lords. 

Yesterday  the  judges  agreed 
to  continue  to  suspend  the 
writs,  leaving  the  supporters 
free  on  bail  until  April  29. 

Mr  Shenard,  who  is  han¬ 
dling  the  Belgian 
Government's  extradition  re¬ 
quest.  told  the  judges  that 
their  decision  last  Monday  to 
block  extradition  was  still 
being  considered. 

He  said  he  had  consulted  Sir 
Michael  Havers,  the  Attorney 
General  on  Tuesday.  Sir 
Michael  bad  urged  that  every 
step  should  be  taken  to  ensure 
there  were  no  unnecessary 
delays. 

The  DPFs  staff  will  check 
all  current  proceedings  to  see 
whether  any  others  might  be 
effected  by  the  same  possible 
flaw.

Boom  in 
health 
foods 
market

Four  out  of  five  people  have 
some  symptoms  of  nutritional 
deficiency,  including  sleeping 
problems,  lack  of  energy  and  a 
bad  skin  condition,  says  a 
survey  this  week. 

It  says  that  growing  public 
awareness  of  the  need  for  a 
healthier  diet  has  given  a  big 
boost  to  the  specialist  health 
food  market.  Some  athletes 
were  spending  £30  a  week  on 
food  supplements,  and  many 
diet  foods  cost  more  than  £3  a 
day. 

The  survey,  published  by 
Euromonitor,  an  independent 
market  research  company, 
says  dietary  supplements, 
slimming  aids,  artificial  sweet¬ 
eners.  diabetic  foods  and  liq¬ 
uid  foods  contributed  to  a 
£190  million  market  in  1985. 
Supplements  and  slimming 
aids  alone  accounted  for 
70  per  cent  of  this  totaL 

In  the  past  10  years  the 
market  for  dietary  supple¬ 
ments.  including  vitamins, 
.minerals  and  ionics, had  more 
than  trebled  in  value.  Demand 
for  multivitamins  and  Vita¬ 
min  C  had  plummeted  but 
single  vitamins,  particularly 
B6,  A  and  E  had  risen  and  now 
accounted  for  more  than  a 
quarter  of  the  market. 

The  overall  demand  for 
slimming  foods,  however,  has 
remained  fairly  constant,  at 
about  £50  million.  Three 
quarters  of  the  market  is  taken 
up  by  very  low  calorie  diets, 
such  as  the  Cambridge  Diet, 
which  have  replaced  meal 
replacements  and  appetite 
suppressants  which  were  pop¬ 
ular  in  the  1960s  and  70s. 

Sales  of  artificial  sweeteners 
are  still  growing,  stimulated 
by  new  products  such  as 
aspartame  and  acesulfame  K, 
doubling  since  1980 ‘to  over 
£22  million,  in  the  same  per¬ 
iod  sugar  sales  hardly 
changed. 

The  survey  shows  that  the 
market  is  still  orientated  to¬ 
ward  the  drug  sector,  with 
Boots  selling  30  per  cent  of  all 
health  foods  bought  in  the 
United  Kingdom. 

But  smaller  chemists,  under ! 
pressure  from  supermarkets; 
and  the  government  limits  on  j 
health  service  prescriptions, 
are  now  also  turning  to  health 
foods.

Classroom  teachers  are 
deeply  suspicious  of  the  pro¬ 
posals,  which  were  unveiled 
fast  week  by  Mr  Kenneth 
Baker,  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  Education  and  Science. 

The  moderate  Assistant 
Masters*  and  Mistresses*  As¬ 
sociation,  the  third  largest 
teaching  union,  yesterday 
called  at  its  conference  in 
Harrogate  for  careful  monitor- 


ingof  current  pilot  schemes. 

The  union  is  the  first  to 
debate  the  issue  since  Mr 
Baker’s  announcement  and  it 
was  dear  that-  teachers  expect 
heads  to  economize  on  staff 
levels,  impose  extra  work  on 
deputies  and  Squeeze  educa¬ 
tion  “extras"  such  as  field 
trips. 

Mr  Peter  Hewitt  a  teacher 
from  Cambridgeshire,  said 
that  few  head  teachers  had  the 
or  training  to 
a  budget  of  over 
£1  million  a  year. 

He  said  that  heads  would  be 
tempted  to  skimp  on  supply 
staff  where  a  teacher  is  absent 
saving  themselves  £60  a  day. 

Heads  in  the  Cambridge¬ 
shire  pilot  schools  are  already 
saving  money  from  their  bud¬ 
gets  by  leaving  vacancies  un¬ 
filled  or  by  appointing 


teachers  on  low  salary  scales. 

Another  delegate  said  that 
Conservative-controlled  Har¬ 
row  has  initiated  a  pilot 
scheme  without  accounting  in 
school  budgets  for  the  increase 
in  field  trips  caused  by  the  new 
GCSE  syllabuses. 

Dr  Peter  Beetham,  head  of 
biology  at  St  Dominic's  sixth 
form  college,  said:  “I  have  40 
A-level  students  and  this  year 
I  only  have  half  my  usual 
budget  for  field  trips.  I  cannot 
cover  the  requirements  of  my 
A-level  syllabus.” 

Mrs  Ruth  Arnold  said  that 
in  Alliance-controlled  Kings- 
ton-upon-Thames,  a  pilot 
scheme  bad  been  introduced 
without  discussing  the  vital 
issue  of  cover  for  absent 
teachers  or  appointing  admin¬ 
istrative  assistants. 


Teachers  divided  over  four-term  year 


A  school  year  of  four  equal 
terms  would  be  an  educational 
asset,  a  teachers*  union  de¬ 
cided  yesterday  (Our  Educa¬ 
tion  Correspondent  writes).

More  than  one  in  four 
delegates  voted  against  en¬ 
dorsing  proposals  by  the  local 
authorities  for  four  different 
types  of  four-term  years.  AH 
four  options  have  fixed  dates  * 
for  the  beginning  and  end  of 
each  term,  and  would  keep 
children  and  teachers  in 
school  during  August  and 


sometimes  over  Easter. 

Mis  Anne  Kceble,  from 

Rjirlrrughamshim,  said  that 

families  would  find  the  regular 
pattern  more  convenient 
But  Miss  Alison  Bolt  from 
Cumbria,  said:  “The  last  few 
days  of  term  are  purgatory  for 
most  teachers.  It  would  be 
counter-productive  to  have 
four  days  instead  of  three  in 
the  year  when  you  have  to 


keep  your  beady  eye  on  the 
fire-extinguishers  and  other 
things." 

She  said:  “I  have  interests 
other  than  teaching.  My  social 
life  would  be  completely  al¬ 
tered  by  a  four-term  year."

Farmers  warned  of  fewer  subsidies

LWT  will 
buy  news 
bulletins

London  Weekend  Television 
is  to  break  with  industry 
practice  by  commissioning  an 
independent  company  to  pro¬ 
duce  local  news  bulletins. 

The  experiment  could  lead 
to  increased  pressure  being 
put  on  the  other  ITV  com¬ 
panies,  and  the  BBC,  to  allow 
independents  to  make  news 
programmes. 

Initially.  LWT  plans  to  buy 
four  weekend  bulletins  of 
three  minutes  each. 

It  will  be  the  first  British 
television  station  to  allow  an 
outside  organization  access  to 
the  previously  sacrosanct  area 
of  news  production.

BR  loses 
£13m  deal 
to  Swiss

British  Rail  Engineering  yes¬ 
terday  admitted  the  loss  of  a 
£1 3  million  contract  to  a  Swiss 
company  because  its  bogie 
could  not  match  the  required 
specification  for  travelling  at 
speed. 

The  company  was  to  have 
supplied  566  bogies  as  part  of 
a  larger  contract  by  Metro 

Cammril,  of  Birmingham,  for 

the  electrification  of  the 
London  to  Edinburgh  east 
coastline 

It  said  yesterday  the  con¬ 
tract  with  Metro  Cammell  had 
been  cancelled  because  it 
could  not  guarantee  to  meet 
the  specification  for  140  mph 
running. 

Development  work  was  re¬ 
quired  to  upgrade  the  British 
bogie,  which  is  cleared  to 
operate  at  125  mph.  BREL 
was  not  prepared  to  risk  the 
penalties  that  .would  be  im¬ 
posed  if  a  140  mph  bogie  was 
not  delivered  on  time.  The 
Swiss  company,  Sig,  could 
offer  a  tried  and  tested  high¬ 
speed  bogie  which  met  the 
requirements. 

The  future  for  the  BREL 
workforce  in  Derby  now  de¬ 
pends  on  the  company  win¬ 
ning  orders  to  replace  the  lost 
contract,  but  the  National 
Union  of  Railwaymen  was 
angry  that  railway  jobs  were 
being  threatened  because  of 
the  policy  of  competitive 
tendering.

Labour  urges  full 
funding  for  nurses

The  Labour  Party  yesterday 
urged  the  Government  to 
avert  a  crisis  in  the  national 
health  service  by  funding  all 
the  pay  award  to  be  recom¬ 
mended  for  nurses. 

Last  week  the  Royal  College 
of  Nursing  took  the  first  steps 
towards  industrial  action  over 
pay  by  voting  to  convene  an 
extraordinary  meeting  if  the 
Government  refused  for  the 
third  time  to  honour  the 

award.  .  . 

Mr  Michael  Meacher.  the 
Labour  Party’s  social  services 
spokesman,  said:  “If  the  NHS 
is  to  head  off  the  greatest  crisis 
it  has  ever  foced,  the  Govern¬ 
ment  must  honour  in  full  this 
year's  independent  pay  review 
recommendations  on  nurses 

pav”.  . .  .  . 

Mr  Meacher  said  Labour 
was  committed  to  honouring 
the  1987-88  recommenda¬ 
tions.  expected  to  be  an¬ 
nounced  shortly,  and  funding 
the  whole  cost  of  the  award 
centrally.  . 

In  the  last  two  years  the 
Government  had  cut  the  value 
of  the  award  by  delaying 
implementation  and  paying  it 
in  stages,  he  said.  In  both  these 
vears  the  Government  tad 
funded  only  part  of  the  award, 
leaving  district  health  authori¬ 
ties  to  make  up  the  shortfall 


through  cuts  in  other  sectors. 

“Nurses  make  up  50  per 
cent  of  aQ  NHS  staff  The 
NHS  cannot  afford  to  lose 
them.  They  do  not  deserve  to 
be  told  that  if  they  get  a  rise, 
patient  services  will  be  cut 
They  deserve  to  be  paid  a  fair 
day’s  pay  for  what  is  more 
ihan  a  fair  day’s  work.” 

In  its  confidential  evidence 
to  the  1987-88  pay  review 
body,  the  Government  had 
already  said  there  would  be 
little  scope  for  real  increases  in 
nurses’  pay  if  health  authori¬ 
ties  were  to  achieve  service 
developments,  Mr  Meacher 
said- 

Mr  Meacher  quoted  a  study 
by  the  Royal  College  of  Nurs¬ 
ing  which  showed  that  73  per 
cent  of  nurses  were  dissatis¬ 
fied  with  pay  levels,  65  per 
cent  said  their  workload  had 
increased  over  the  fast  year, 
and  a  third  said  they  had 
seriously  considered  applying 
for  a  job  outside  the  NHS  m

Nato  dismay  at  Kremlin’s  success

With  a  predictability  that  is 
the  cause  of  increasing  dismay 
among  America's  Nato  allies, 
Mr  George  Shultz's  three-day 
mission  to  Moscow  bas  once 
again  provided  the  well-oiled 
Kremlin  propaganda  machine 
with  an  easv  victory  over  its 
less  effective  Washington 
counterpart. 

“The  Soviet  side  has  won 
the  information  battle  tends 
down,  just  as  it  did  in  Iceland 
last  October  and  at  the  Ge¬ 
neva  'fireside  summit*  in 
1985."  an  experienced  West 
European  diplomat  observed 
yesterday.  "What  the  Ameri¬ 
cans  appear  badly  in  need  of  is 
some  Soviet  glastiosr.  Com¬ 
pared  with  the  British,  French 
and  the  Germans,  they  handle 
the  press  very  poorly." 

The  anger  about  the  highly 
restrictive  information  policy 
practised  by  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  team  headed  by  its  chief 
spokesman,  Mr  Charles  Red¬ 
man,  (known  to  his  ques¬ 
tioners  as  “Chuck")  has  not 
been  limited  to  the  “non- 
American  Western  press" 
who.  until  shrill  protests  were 
made  at  a  high  level,  were 
excluded  from  his  briefings 
altogether. 

Senior  American  correspon¬ 
dents  have  also  expressed 
frustration  at  the  lack  of 
information  provided  by  the 
Washington  delegation,  and 
the  way  in  which  most  of  the 
meagre  scraps  available  have 
to  6e  attributed  to  "a  US 
official  who  would  not  be 
identified"  (whom  everyone 
involved  knows  full  well  is  Mr 
Redman). 

This  American  refusal  to  be 
pinpointed  as  the  source  of 
comment  contrasted  with  the 
stylish  performance  of  Mr 
Gennady  Gerasimov,  the 
Kremlin's  chief  spokesman 
(known  to  Western  journalists 
by  his  nickname  “Geronimo") 


on  Tuesday  to  an  auditorium 
packed  with  more  than  500 
journalists  and  diplomat! 

Mr  Gerasimov,  a  former

Fresh  war 
of  words 
on  Afghan 
conflict

Moscow's  long-expected  bid  to 
seize  the  propaganda  initiative 
in  the  Afghan  war  was 
launched  yesterday  with  a 
claim  that  Washington  wds 
determined  to  prevent  with¬ 
drawal  of  Soviet  forces. 

American  analysts  have 
long  predicted  that  Moscow's 
recent  statement  that  it  was 
ready  to  pull  ont  —  and  offers 
by  Dr  Najib,  the  Afghan 
leader,  to  form  a  government 
of  reconciliation  —  were  part  of 
a  preparation  to  turn  the 
tables  on  the  West. 

A  press  conference  by  -a 
senior  Soviet  diplomat  in 
London  yesterday  appeared  to 
substantiate  those  fears.  Mr 
Guerman  Gventsadze,  min¬ 
ister  counsellor  at  the  Soviet 
Embassy,  said  that  the  UiS 
had  stepped  up  aid  to  the 
Mujahidin  guerrillas. 

He  implied  that  no  with¬ 
drawal  and  no  accord  at  the 
Geneva  talks  would  be  pos¬ 
sible  without  a  change  of  tack 
by  Washington. 

“We  are  not  going  to  aban¬ 
don  the  Afghan  Government 
and  leave  it  alone  to  face 
outside  intervention,"  he  said. 
“Those  who  demand  the  im¬ 
mediate  withdrawal  of  Soviet 
troops  from  Afghanistan  do  all 
they  can  to  prevent  them 
leaving. 

“They  don't  really  want  the 
Soviet  troops  to  be  withdrawn, 
because  that  gives  them  a 
pretext  to  poison  relations 
between  the  two  countries." 

However,  he  refused  to  say 
how  many  Soviet  troops  re¬ 
mained  in  Afghanistan,  or  to 
accept  the  Western  argument 
that  their  presence  constituted 
outside  interference. 
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of  the  capital  by  downed 
power  lines  which  railway 
officials  said  were  sabotaged.

Drums  beat  out  as  Gadaffi 
praised  by  foreign  guests 


Tripoli  (AFP)  —  The  well- 
on;  hesua  led  celebrations  of 
the  first  anniversary  of  the  US 
raid  on  Libya  were  marked  by 
an  all-night  vigil  and  a  visit 
early  yesterday  to  to  the 
damaged  house  of  the  Libyan 
leader.  Colonel  Gadaffi. 

About  400  foreign  and  Lib¬ 
yan  guests  are  attending  the 
ceremonies,  including  Mr  Ron 
Brown,  the  British  Labour 
MP.  a  delegation  of  American 
Indians,  and  an  American 
radical  militant. 

Soon  after  2  am  local  time  a 
group  of  American  Indians  in 
traditional  costumes  began 
beating  drums  and  dancing  on 
a  podium  to  mark  the  precise 
time  when  bombers  sent  by 
their  own  country  started  an 
!  1 -minute  attack  on  Tripoli 
and  Benghazi  a  year  ago. 

Colonel  Gadafii  appeared 
only  briefly  during  the  vigil, 
but’ his  name  was  acclaimed 
bv  many  participants,  who 
wished  him  long  life. 

The  ceremonies  had  been 
launched  on  Tuesday  with  the 
first  meeting  of  the  World 
Congress  for  Solidarity  with 
the  people  of  the  Libyan 
Jamahiriya  (republic),  during 
which  the  participants  unani¬ 
mously  condemned  state  ter¬ 
rorism  by  the  United  States, 
describing  it  as  the  main 
obstacle  to  peace  in  the  region.

Mr  David  Dellinger,  who  was 
a  member  of  The  Chicago 
Seven,  a  radical  group  active 
in  the  1960s,  told  the  congress 
that  President  Reagan's  state 
terrorism  was  a  blatant  viola¬ 
tion  of  the  US  Constitution.

There, 
and  everywhere  else  in  Trip, 
oli.  photographs  of  civilians 
killed  in  the  American  raid 
have  been  put  up  on  buildings 
to  show  that  the  raid  did  not 
only  hit  military  targets.

It  said  that  the  children,

The  loud  rhetoric 
about  his  terrorist  activities 
has  ended.  Nobody  is  gloating 
in  public  about  his  stinging 
military  defeat  in  Chad.

with  the  briefest  acknowledg¬ 
ement,  saying  that  “terrorism 
and  support  for  it  is  not  cost 
free".  It  suggested  there  had 
been  fewer  terrorist  attacks 
worldwide  since  the  raid. 

The  policy  of  lowering  the 
heal  reflects  changes  in  the 
staff  of  the  National  Security 
Council,  where  more  cautious 
professionals  now  control

President  Reagan  now 
rarely  mentions  state-spon¬ 
sored  terrorism.  He  has 
stopped  giving  detailed  com¬ 
ments  about  the  American 
hostages  in  Lebanon,  believ¬ 
ing  that  his  pronouncements 
give  exaggerated  weight  to  the 
terrorists'  demands.  The  aim 
is  to  stop  hostagetaking  being 
such  an  effective  means  of 
capturing  world  attention. 

American  officials  say  that 
Colonel  Gadafii  is  his  own 


worst  enemy,  and  that  trying 
to  increase  US  and  European 
pressure  on  him  simply  gives 
him  a  convenient  excuse  for 
his  growing  troubles.  “Any¬ 
thing  we  tried  to  do  now 
would  distract  attention  from 
what  Gadaffi  has  done  to 
himself”  a  senior  official  said. 

US  analysis  believe  that 
discontent  is  rising  among  the 
Libyan  military;  that  the 
country  is  in  serous  economic 
trouble  because  of  plunging  oil 
revenues;  and  that  Colonel 
Gadaffi's  grip  on  power  is 
weaker  than  ever.

Americans  flock  back 
to  holiday  in  Europe

Undeterred  by  the  slump  in 
tfae  dollar  and  less  worried 
about  terrorism,  Americans 
are  flodting  back  to  Europe  for 
their  holidays  this  year. 

Airlines  and  travel  agents 
report  a  surge  of  bookings, 
with  Britain  and  Scandinavia 

—  considered  particularly  safe 

—  as  the  top  choices. 

“We’re  extremely 

optimistic,"  a  British  Airways 
official  said  in  New  York. 

“The  whole  thing  of  Libya  and 
Chernobyl  has  blown  away." 

British  Airways  registered  a 
20  pm-  cent  rise  in  traffic  in 
March  and  expects  an  18  to  20 
pa-  cent  jump  in  American 
travellers  visiting  the  United 
Kingdom  in  summer. 

Americans  are  showing  spe¬ 
cial  interest  in  so-called  value 
added  fores,  those  which  in¬ 
clude  such  items  as  hotels  and 
car  hire.  Mrs  Natalie  Kotch,  a 
New  York  travel  agent 
specializing  in  up-market 
tours,  said:  “People  are  not 
afraid  any  more,  but  all  we 
need  is  a  couple  of  big  hijack¬ 
ings  and  they  will  all  get 
nervous  again." 


Bookings  for  both  luxury 
hotels  and  low  price  packages 
are  up  by  between  IS  to  20  per 
coot,  according  to  the  travel 
business.  This  suggests  that 
Americans  are  notbehig  put 
off  by  the  foil  in  the  dollar  of 
about  20  per  cent  against 
European  currencies  since  hut 
summer. 

Travel  agents  in  New  York 
say  they  expect  a  season 
almost  as  good  as  that  of  1985, 
when  6.4-miilkui  Americans 
crossed  the  Atlantic  on  Mi- 
day.  American  Express  ex¬ 
pects  a  90  per  cent  rise  in 
passengers  on  its  guided  bus 
tours  of  Europe. 

Last  year  Chernobyl  and  the 
rash  of  hijackings,  airport 
attacks  and  the  US-Lftyu 
feud  sent  many  Americans  off 
to  places  tike  California  and 
the  Caribbean  for  their  vaca¬ 
tions.

Three  accidents  at  French 
nuclear  installations  in  the 
past  fortnight  have  revived 
safety  fears  and  provoked 
questions  about  the  nuclear 
programme's  future, 
t  Since  the  early  1 970s  France 
has  become  the  most  “nuc- 
Iparizcd"  country  in  the  world: 
45  nuclear  reactors  arc  now  in 
operation,  with  a  further  14 
under  construction.  Nuclear 
power  accounts  for  70  per  cent 
of  electricity  produced  in 
France,  and  For  27  per  cent  of 
the  country’s  total  energy 
requirements,  compared  with 

a  mere  2  per  cent  in  1973. 

;  A  second  leak  of  slightly 
radioactive  uranium  hexa¬ 
fluoride.  or  UF6,  gas  from  a 
uranium  enrichment  factory 
at  the  Tricastin  site,  near 
Pierrelatte.  south  of  Lyons, 
was  dislosed  by  the  owners. 
Cogem  a.  yesterday. 

•  The  leak,  discovered  on 
Tuesday  night  and  immedi¬ 
ately  repaired,  was  a  “minor 
incident”  representing  no  dan¬ 
ger  to  the  environment  or 
employees,  though  the  results 
of  medical  tests  are  still 
awaited.

slightly  injured  white  repair¬ 
ing  the  leak,  and  production  is 
expected  to  be  interrupted  for 
several  days. 

Although  UF6  is  only 
slightly  radioactive,  it  is  highly 
toxic  and  splitsinto  fluoridic 
acid  and  uranyl  fluoride  on 
contact  with  humid  air,  caus¬ 
ing  severe  bums. 

A  third  leak,  this  time  of 
liquid  sodium,  occured  at  the 
Superphenix  fast-breeder  nuc¬ 
lear  reactor  at  Creys-Malville, 
north  of  Lyons,  on  March  31. 

Although  the  sodium  is  not 
radioactive,  it  is  highly  dan¬ 
gerous  as  it  ignites  on  contact 
with  air. 

After  a  two-week  search,  the 
source  of  the  leak  was  found 
yesterday  in  the  bottom  of  one 
of  the  sodium  storage  vessels. 
M  Gilbert  Labat,  director  of 
the  plant,  said  that  a  minute 
crack  had  been  discovered  in 
the  vessel's  metal  covering, 
allowing  liquid  sodium  to 
escape  at  a  rate  of  a  little  more 
than  four  gallons  an  hour. 

Despite  mounting  public 
pressure  for  the  plant  to  be 
closed  until  the  causes  of  the 
leak  were  identified,  it  is  still 
operating. 

M  Alain  Madelin,  the 
French  Industry  Minister, 
who  visited  the  site  yesterday, 
confirmed  that  the  reactor 


would  not  be  shut  “because  no 
safety  risk  is  involved".

Sooth  Africa  yesterday  called 
on  foreign  diplomats  here  to 
request  their  governments  to 
pat  pressure  on  the  outlawed 
African  National  Congress  to 
stop  using  violence. 

At  a  half-hour  meeting  at¬ 
tended  by  some  25  diplomats 
at  the  Union  Buildings  in 
Pretoria,  the  deputy  Director-

defended  new  regulations  ban¬ 
ning  public  protests  against 
detention  without  trial. 

Britain  was  represented  by 
the  minister  at  the  British 
Embassy,  Miss  Tessa  Sole- 
sby,  -who  .  told  Mr  von 
Hirschberg  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  opposed  all  forms  of 
violence  but  also  felt  that  the 
underlying  political  and  social 
problems  forming  the  context 
for  violence  had  to  be 
addressed.

Uproar  in  Indian 
Parliament  over 
arms  deal  claims 


Delhi  (Reuter)  -  Mr  Rajiv 
Gandhi,  the  Prime  Minister, 
sat  impassively  in  India's 
Parliament  yesterday  a$  his 
Government  was  denonneed  as 
“steeped  in  corruption”  daring 
discussion  of  a  possible  $23 
million  (£143  million)  arms 
deal  pay-off. 

Members  of  the  tower  house 
shouted  and  exchanged  cat¬ 
calls  during  an  nnrnly  session 
in  which  opposition  members 
sought  to  discuss  the  resigna¬ 
tion  on  Sunday  of  the  Defence 
Minister,  Mr  Vishwanath 
Pratap  Singh,  who  had 
ordered  an  inquiry  into  the 
payment  reported  by  leading 
newspapers  to  have  been  made 
in  1981.  His  resignation  has 
shaken  the  Government's 
credibility  and  tarnished  Mr 
Gandhi’s  image  as  the  “Mr 
Clean”  of  Indian  politics. 

“The  Government  and  the 
rnling  party  is  steeped  in 
corruption,”  a  Communist 
member,  Mr  Snresh  Knrup, 
shouted  after  an  attempt  by  a 
junior  defence  minister  and 
close  Gandhi  aide,  Mr  Aran 
Singh,  to  explain  the  Gov¬ 
ernment's  position. 

Both  the  opposition  and  the 
rnling  Congress  (I)  Party  had 
ordered  their  members  to  be 
present  in  both  houses  of 
Parliament. 

Any  anti-government  mo¬ 
tions,  and  a  no-confidence 
resolution  against  the  lower 
honse  Speaker,  Mr  Balram 


Jakhar,  wane  doomed  by  the 
hefty  Congress  Party  major¬ 
ities  in  bom  houses. 

In  Mr  Aran  Singh's  state¬ 
ment,  made  as  Mr  Gandhi  sat 
calmly  in  the  lower  bouse,  he 
said  that  the  Prime  Minister 
had,  on  assuming  office  in 
1984,  barred  all  payment  of 
commissions  to  non-govern¬ 
ment  agents  of  foreign  defence 
suppliers. 

Mr  Artm  Singh  said  that  the 
former  Defence  Minister  had 
asked  the  Finance  Ministry  to 
investigate  possible  tax  and 
foreign-exchange  violations  in 
a  “commission”  apparently 
paid  to  an  Indian  living  abroad 
and  acting  as  an  agent  of  a 
foreign  defence  contractor. 

He  said  that  information  on 
the  payment  had  been  fur¬ 
nished  by  an  Indian  dip¬ 
lomatic  mission  early  this 
year. 

Citing  “sensibilities  _  per¬ 
taining  to  international 
relations”,  Mr  Aran  Singh 
gave  no  details  of  the  contract 
«  question,  but  recent  news¬ 
paper  reports  have  said  that  it 
involved  the  1981  purchase  at 
West  German  submarines. 

An  unruly  upper  house  was 
adjourned  briefly  and  then 
reconvened  to  discuss  another 
controversy  stirred  by  the 
former  Defence  Minister  -  the 
retention  of  a  US  detective 
agency  to  check  on  funds 
illegally  held  abroad  by 
Indians.

MOHAMED  AL-FAYED 


In  the  quiet  hours  at  25,000 
feet,  flitting  between  the  10  or 
so  homes  he  has  in  five 
countries,  Mohamed  Al- 
Fayed,  the  self-exiled  Egyp¬ 
tian  who  owns  Harrods.  likes  to  sit 
on  one  of  the  sofas  in  his  private  jet 
and  compose  music  on  an  electronic 
keyboard. 

“Until  this  week."  said  a  friend, 
“the  tunes  would  probably  have  all 
come  out  a  bit  like  'Rule  Britannia'. 
But  now  they  will  be  battle  hymns. 
He  feels  this  country  has  let  him 
down.  He  is  hurt.  He  is  angry." 

What  has  upset  Al-Fayed  is  the 
decision  of  the  Government  to  refer 
to  the  Department  of  Trade  for 
investigation  his  acquisition  of 
Harrods  and  the  House  of  Fraser 
retail  empire  two  years  ago  for  £615 
million  -  which  he  sees  as  surrender 
to  the  long  campaign  by  his  arch- 
enemv.  “Tiny"  Rowland. 

For  30  years.  Mohamed  Al-Fayed 
has  lived  in  London  a  life  of  quiet 
splendour,  accumulating  vast 
wealth,  dispensing  lavish  but  dis¬ 
creet  charity,  while  taming  history’s 
debt  bv  preserving  bits  of  the  best  of 
the  past  for  the  enjoyment  of  the 
future. 

Of  ail  this,  he  has  preferred  to  say 
very  little.  Interviews  have  been 
few.  photographs  fewer,  the  perim¬ 
eters  of  his  reclusive  life-style  tightly 
kepL  He  would  say  little  of  his 
business.  Ins  of  his  feelings.  But 
yesterday,  in  his  beautiful  office 
above  Park  Lane,  he  paced  between 
the  antiques  and  the  porcelain  in  a 
fair  old  state. 

The  smile  never  left  his  face,  his 
voice  never  rose  a  semi-tone,  but 
the  words  were  without  restraint. 
“Yes.  1  am  hurt.  I  have  given  the 
large  pan  of  myself  to  this  country 
which  became  my  home.  A  govern¬ 
ment  I  helped  in  ways  of  great 
importance  has  shown  me  now  no 
respect. 

“What  can  be  the  point  of  such  an 
inquiry?  Two  other  ministers 
looked  in  detail  at  the  Harrods 
acquisition,  and  have  been  satisfied. 
Look  here.  I  show  you  their  letters. 
OK?  So  why  now  do  they  surrender 
to  ibis  man  —  to  shut  him  up  until 
after  the  election?  It  is  a  disgraceful 
thing. 

"For  30  years  I  have  done 
business  in  the  City.  Show  me  one 


man  who  has  doubted  my  word. 
Now  there  is  a  shadow  on  my 
dignity  and  my  honour.  I  can  live 
without  riches.  I  cannot  live  with¬ 
out  a  good  name.  A  dog  barked  and 
the  ministers  listened."  Mohamed 
Al-Fayed  took  from  a  cabinet  three 
letters  on  the  noiepaper  of  Britain's 
leading  construction  companies. 
All.  addressed  to  a  Cabinet  Min¬ 
ister,  evaluating  the  work  the  family 
had  secured  for  them  in  the  Middle 
East  The  total  of  the  three  figures 
was  just  under  £2  billion. 

The  Al-Fayed  share  of  this, 
he  said,  was  15  per  cent, 
minimum.  “A  fraction  of 
our  international  busi¬ 
ness.  Does  that  make  it 
seem  that  the  Fayed  family  are 
poor?  Paupers?  Unable  to  buy 
Harrods  even  for  £615  million  with 
their  own  money?" 

Al-Fayed’s  friends  in  the  City  of 
London  will  be  much  astonished  by 
Mohamed's  verbal  counter-attack. 
They  have  long  remarked  on  die 
family's  tolerance  to  the  churls 


within  our  society  as  the  family 
calmly  went  about  spreading  among 
British  companies  as  much  as  a 
third  of  its  supposed  £3  billion 
wealth  acquired  in  the  heady  days  of 
oil  in  the  Gulf 

They  tell  of  the  reaction  to  a 
newspaper  cartoon  on  the  day 
Harrods  was  acquired.  Three  Arabs 
at  the  famous  store  are  offering 
“fed thy  postcards,  mister?"  The  Al- 
Fayeds'  reaction  was  gales  of  laugh¬ 
ter,  and  a  brisk  discussion  about 
which  of  the  robed  figures  was 
supposed  to  be  Mohamed,  and 
which  his  brothers,  Ali  and  Salah. 

Thick  skin  was  also  needed  when 
Mohamed  acquired  his  Scottish 
castle;  "I  was  driving  up  to  talk 
about  North  Sea  oil.  I  saw  this 
beautiful  monument  to  the  past 
And  bought  it.  The  locals  were 
worried.  Who  was  this  bloody 
wogr  The  locals  now  fall  in  behind 
the  new  laird,  after  he  spent  £1 
million  re-building  a  ruin,  establish¬ 
ing  a  stag  herd,  revitalizing  a 
distillery  and  giving  work  on  his 


33,000  acres.  "I  wear  the  Ross  dan 
kilL  But  the  true  thrill  is  knowing 
that  a  600-year-old  building  will 
now  stand  another  500  years." 

They  were  scarcely  more  civil  at 
first  in  France,  when  “me,  a  bloody 
Egyptian,  bought  the  famous  Ritz 
hotel.  Thought  I  was  going  to  bring 
it  down.  They  had  no  idea  how 
much  I  adore  what  is  famous  and 
noble  of  the  past."  What  he  did  was 
to  spend  another  £30  million  re¬ 
building  the  Ritz  to  standards  of 
Pharaonic  luxury  —  for  which  effort 
President  Mitterrand  made  him  a 
Chevalier  of  the  Legion  d'Honneur. 

There  were  those  who  were 
worried,  too,  when  he  acquired  the 
home,  in  the  Bo  is  de  Boulogne,  and 
all  the  furnishings  of  the  Duke  and 
Duchess  of  Windsor.  What  would 
he  do,  make  it  a  sort  of  Windsor 
Waxworks?  His  tact  —  which  they 
say  included  having  a  Very  Im¬ 
portant  Personage  fly  secretly  to 
Paris  to  rummage  through  the 
relatives  couple's  belongings  in  case 
of  anything  embarrassing  left  be¬ 


hind  —  and  his  proposals  far  the 
future  of  the  establishment  have 
now  eamt  him  the  city's  highest 
medaL 

Like  the  buying  of  the  Paris 
Ritz,  the  financing  of 
Chariots  of  Fire ,  tire 
steady  acquisition  of  any¬ 
thing  that  speaks  of  ex¬ 
cellence  (for  example,  the  company 
that  made  Churchill's  siren-suits 
and  now  provides  the  Prince  of 
Wales  with  his  ties),  the  free-handed 
support  of  Great  Ormond  Street 
children's  hospital  and  the  £3 
million  given  to  British  charities 
Iasi  year,  the  Al-Fayed  touch  tends 
to  be  light  and  un trumpeted. 

“Some  of  us  were  a  bit  wary  when 
they  came  in,"  one  of  their  bankers 
says.  “Used  to  dealing  with  old 
wealth  in  the  City.  Bit  nervy  about 
massive  money  from  the  Middle 
East  But  they  showed  in  a  day  they 
are  not  the  sort  of  peopje  who  try  to 
begin  business  by  handing  out  gold- 
plated  Cadillacs,  not  the  sort  you  see 
peeling  off  thousand-buck  bills  in  a 
casino.  The  AI-Fayeds,  simply,  were 
gems." 

The  Lonrho  feud  is  thus  the  more 
startling.  “Tiny  shot  himself  in  the 
foot,"  another  banker  observes. 
"With  both  barrels.  He  tried  to  play 
Al-Fayed  as  a  sucker,  using  him  to 
warehouse  the  30  per  cent  of 
Harrods  share  he  had  piled  up  over 
six  years,  thinking  the  Egyptians 
could  never  get  the  resL  But 
Mohamed  had  him  over." 

Mohamed  nods  to  this.  “Perhaps. 
What  happened  is  Tiny  was  des¬ 
perate.  The  £1 40  million  I  gave  him 
for  his  shares  I  had  to  spread  around 
eight  different  banks  for  him.  Yes. 
no  doubt  he  felt  be  could  get  them 
bade  when  it  suited  him.  He  gave 
me  the  chance  on  a  golden  tray  — 
but  it  was  the  shareholders  who 
gave  me  the  company." 

One  story  that  most  clearly 
backfired  was  an  expose  about  the 
Al-Fayed  background:  not  the  sons 
of  wealthy  Egyptian  ship-owners 
who  fled  Alexandria  in  die  face  of 
Colonel  Nasser's  enmity,  but  in¬ 
stead  the  sons  of  a  “mere  Customs 
official". 

“Call  that  an  expose?"  Mohamed 
is  said  to  have  roared.  "That  is 
something  to  be  ashamed  of?  The 
son  of  an  official ...  of  a  British 
administration?  Is  that  not  some¬ 
thing  of  which  a  son  would  be 
proud?"  But  what  was  interesting, 
added  the  man  who  reported  the 
incident,  was  that  nothing  would  get 
Mohamed  Al-Fayed,  that  most 
private  of  men,  to  say  whether  it 
was  true  or  false.

What  does  the  stressed-oot 
New  York  baby-boomer  put  on 
his  compact-disc  player  when 
be  gets  home  after  a  heavy  day 
of  corporate  take-overs? These 
days  it's  likely  to  be  something 
New  Age. 

Derigrated  variously  as 
“audio  Vattum"  and  Muzak 
for  Yuppies,  New  Age  music 
has  altered  the  American  Mg 
time.

Easier  to  discuss  as  a  social 
phenomenon  than  to  define, 
New  Age  music  is  usually 
serene,  atmospheric,  ethereal 
and  purely  instrumental, 
heavy  on  repetition  and  hi- 
tech  effects.  It  draws  on  jazz 
and  non-western  forms;  it 
combines  the  ancient  and  mod¬ 
ern,  the  synthesizer  and  the 
harp.

The  battle  to  find  a 

vaccine  for  the  Aids 

viros  has  begun. 
Thomson  Prentice 
looksat  research 
around  the  world 

Millions  of  Jives 
around  the  world  to¬ 
day  are  held  hostage 
by  a  microscopic  en¬ 
emy  so  weak  that  it 
shnveband  dies  in  sunlight  and  can 
be  killed  by  a  splash  of  household 
bleach.  It  is  only  within  die  sanc¬ 
tuary  of  the  human  body  that  the 
Aids  virus  becomes  a  monster. 

Pitied’against  this  invading  alien 
are  the  most  brilliant  scientists  in 
more  than  100  countries,  backed  by 
vast  amounts  of  research  grants  and 
every  weapon .  in  the  armoury  of 
biotechnology. 

The  quest  for  a  vaccine  is  the 
most  urgent  and  intensive  in  medi¬ 
cal  history.  But  experts  warn  that  it 
will  be  at  least  five,  and  possibly 
more  than  10  years,  before  one  can 
be  delivered.  This  bleak  outlook  is 
one  of  the  hardest  aspects  of  the 
Aids  epidemic  to  accept.  Why  is  the 
task  So  daunting? 

The  .  Human  Immunodeficiency 
Virus  (HIV)  may  prove  to  be  the 
most  deadly  enemy  mankind  has 
ever  laced.  It  is  a  lethal  micro¬ 
organism  of  “unprecedented  com¬ 
plexity”,  according  to  Sir  James 
Gowans,  secretary  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council,  which  has  been 
.given  £14.5  million  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  for  Aids  vaccine  research. 

The  National  Academy  of  Sci¬ 
ences  in  the  United  States  warns: 
“Developing  this  vaccine  presents 
scientific  challenges  that  have  never 
before  been  responded  to  success- 
folly” 

Viruses  are  the  smallest  of 
all  disease-producing  or¬ 
ganisms,  and  notoriously 
the  most  difficult  to  de¬ 
feat.  For  example,  there 
is  still  no  cure  for  the  common  cold 
or  for  .  influenza,  both  viral 
infections. 

HIV  is  no  ordinary  virus.  It 
belongs  to  a  group  called  retro¬ 
viruses,  only  recently  discovered, 
which  pose  for  greater  challenges. 
They  plague  many  animal  species, 
but  have  been  identified  in  humans 
only  in  two  forms  of  leukaemia  in 
the  last  seven  years.  Attempts  to 
develop  vaccines  against  animal 
retro  viruses  have  invariably  foiled. 

Despite  these  awesome  diffi¬ 
culties,  research  teams  are  making 
impressive  progress.  A  handful  of 
candidate  vaccines  already  exist. 

In  Paris,  Dr  Daniel  Zagury  has 
injected  bimsdf  with  one  experi¬ 
mental  version,  without  side-ef¬ 
fects.  He  is  extending  the  tests  to  a 
small  group  of  healthy  volunteers  in 
Zaire,  where  his  research  began. 
Professor  Luc  Montagnier  in  Paris 
is  also  at  the  forefront. 

Similar  advances  are  being  made 
in  the  United  States,  where  first- 
stage  human  trials  are  planned 
within  the  next  few  months.  Lead¬ 
ing  the  work  are  such  experts  as  Dr 
Robert  Gallo  of  the  National  Can¬ 
cer  Institute,  at  Bethesda,  Mary¬ 
land,  who  with  Professor  Montag¬ 
nier.  of  the  Pasteur  Institute  in 

Paris  first  identified  the  Aids  virus. 

In  Moscow,  where  Aids  is  known 
as  Spid.  Dr  Rem  Petroy,  of  the 
Academy  of  Medical  Sciences,  is 
uving  to  develop  a  vaccine. 

Professor  Bill  Jarrett,  a  veterinary 
pathologist  at  Glasgow  University, 
developed  an  effective  cat  leukae¬ 
mia  vaccine  in  the.  1970s,  and  his 
expertise  in  that  field  may  be 
invaluable  to  work  on  an  HIV 
vaccine.  His  British  team  has  been 
world ng  with  Dr  Gallo  and  col¬ 
leagues  in  the  US,  and  with  his 
daughter.  Dr  Ruth  Jarrett,  who  is 
also  a  leading  Aids  researcher,  has 
developed  a  possible  vaccine.

THE  ENEMY  WITHIN 


In  Aids,  healthy  human  cells  are 
hijacked  by  the  invading  virus  and 
commanded,  in  a  series  of  complex 
chemical  signals,  endlessly  to  take  over  arid  destroy  the  very  cells 
responsible  for  helping  to  defend  foe  body  against  disease. 

The  Intruder  rapidly  becomes  an  inextricable  part  of  these  cells.  Anyone 
who  becomes  an  HIV  carrier  thus  remains  infected,  and  potentially 
infections,  feu  life.  The  vires  may  remain  dormant  for  years,  causing  no 
symptoms.  But  when  activated,  it  destroys  white  blood  cells,  known  as  T4 
cells,  which  are  crucial  to  foe  hirauta  immune  system. 


“The 
results  are  promising,"  she  says.

Like  most  other  teams,  the

-  Aids  virus  to  build  a  vaccine.  The 
use  of  a  whole  virus,  or  a  “live" 
version  of  it.  has  been  ruled  out 
because  of  serious  risks  to  volun¬ 
teers  on  whom  it  would  be  tested. 
And  a  vaccine  is  useless  on  anyone 
already  infected. 

The  outer  proteins,  or  envelope  of 
the  virus,  seem  the  most  likely 
source  of  a  vaccine.  Such  proteins 
provoke  the  immune  system  to 
defend  itself  producing  antibodies 
that  neutralize  the  protein  but  not 
the  components  that  cause  the 
disease:  Scientists  hope  that  arti¬ 
ficially-induced  antibodies  would 
neutralize  the  whole  vims  if  ex¬ 
posed  to  it. 

An  alternative  method  is  to  insert 


the  viral  gene  that  produces  the 
protein  into  the  DNA  of  another 
“carrier"  virus  and  use  it  to 
stimulate  immunity. 

Whatever  route  is  cho¬ 
sen,  however,  fun¬ 
damental  problems 
are  inescapable.  Re¬ 
search  requires  ex¬ 
tensive  tests  on  animals.  But  only 
chimpanzees  are  suitable  for  ad¬ 
vanced  tests,  and  they  are  an 
endangered  species.  Some  research¬ 
ers  believe  they  can  move  directly 
from  early  tests  on  laboratory  mice 
to  humans,  and  although  this  may 
be  quite  safe,  Dr  Jonathan  Mann,  of 
the  WHO,  counsels  against  cutting 
corners  in  vaccine  work.  “Short  cuts 
can  lead  to  brilliant  breakthroughs, 
or  terrible  mistakes,"  he  says. 

Beyond  animal  trials  lie  prelimi¬ 
nary  tests  on  humans.  The  product 


has  to  be  shown  to  be  safe  and 
efficacious  after  its  immunity 
potential  has  been  established. 

But  studies  will  require  thousands 
of  volunteers  to  test  a  candidate 
vaccine,  and  their  .responses  and 
health  must  be  dosely  monitored 
for  years  before  the  vaccine  can  be 
considered  safe  for  general  use. 

But  how  can  people  be  encour¬ 
aged  to  risk  infection  by  a  poten¬ 
tially  fetal  disease,  in  the  race  of 
public  education  campaigns  warn¬ 
ing  them  to  avoid  taking  such  risks? 

How  are  volunteers  to  be  found, 
and  from  which  groups  should  they 
be  drawn — homosexuals,  bisexuals, 
prostitutes,  drug  addicts,  their  lov¬ 
ers,  husbands  or  wives?  Should  the 
“high-risk”  populations  of  central 
Africa  become  the  human  guinea- 
pigs  for  the  western  world?  And  for 
how  long  should  the  tests  run,  given 
that  the  incubation  period  of  the 


infection  may  be  several  years  or 
more? 

Scientists  are  struggling  to  resolve 
these  dilemmas.  “As  yet  there  is  no 
scientific  consensus  on  how  these 
trials  should  be  conducted,”  Dr 
Mann  acknowledges. 

Drug  companies  watch  anxiously, 
fearful  of  marketing  a  flawed  vac¬ 
cine  that  could  result  in  colossal 
compensation  claims  against  them. 

For  all  these  reasons,  a  vaccine 
remains  a  small  light  at  the  end  of 
what  is  not  so  much  a  tunnel,  but  a 
very  long  and  dark  labyrinth. 

Small  wonder  that  governments 
stress  the  need  for  changes  in 
behaviour  to  control  the  epidemic  > 
By  the  time  an  immunization 
programme  is  launched,  millions  of 
people  world-wide  may  have  died,  i 
For  the  many  millions  more  who

Controlled  trials 


Alarming  evidence  now  suggests  that  the  virus  also  attacks  the  brain  and 
central  nervous  system,  and  possibly  also  the  cells  which  fine  the  internal  or¬ 
gans  and  foe  body  cavities.  If  so,  vaccine  development  win  be  even  more 
difficult. 

Several  different  strains  of  HTV,  all  capable  of  caning  AMs,  have  been 
found  in  Africa,  Europe  and  foe  US.  Others  may  yet  be  discovered. 

The  question  is:  can  one  vaccine  be  effective  agaiiist  all  the  strains?  Scien¬ 
tists  are  divided  on  the  answer. 

They  find  themselves  faced  with  a  moving  target  that  is  also  a  master  of 
disguise  and  has  foe  ability  to  bide  for  years  in  foe  body  before  it  strikes. 


Despite  evidence  that  spina 
bifida,  the  congenital  neuro¬ 
logical  abnormality  which  fre¬ 
quently  results  in  paralysis, 
can  to  a  large  extent  be 
prevented  —  by  pregnant 
women  taking  folic  add  and 
vitamin  supplements  for  28 
days  before  conception  and  for 
12  weeks  afterwards  -  ft  is 
still  common  for  pregnant 
patients  to  see  their  doctors  for 
a  preconceptual  chat  without 
being  prescribed  foe  necessary 
vitamins. 

A  report  in  Pulse  of  a  trial  at 
the  Churchill  Hospital  in  Ox¬ 
ford  emphasizes  the  need  for 
the  vitamin  supplements  and 
will  further  embarrass  foe 
Medical  Research  Council, 
which  was  subjected  to  consid¬ 
erable  abuse  in  1983  when  it 
organized  a  multi  centre  trial  to 
evaluate  the  advantage  of  vita¬ 
min  supplements  in  early 
pregnancy.

Instant  relief 

Drinking  too 
muck  coffee  has 
recently  been 
shown  to  cause 
an  increase  in 
serum  cholest¬ 
erol  levels  and 
to  have  the  immediate  effect  of 
raising  the  blood  pressure;  it 
has  even  been  cited  as  a 
possible  risk  factor  in  heart 
disease.  Scientists  in  Milan 
have  now  studied  the  long¬ 
term  effects  of  cqffee  consump¬ 
tion  on  the  blood  pressure  of 
500  patients  between  the  ages 
of  IS  and  62  and  have  pro¬ 
duced  some  cheering  figures 
for  coffee  addicts.  Thar  work, 
published  in  Clinical  Science, 
shows  that  the  continued 
consumption  of  one  to  three 
cups  of  coffee  a  day  resulted  in 
a  significant,  if  not  very  great, 
fail  in  both  the  systolic  and 
diastolic  blood  pressure. 

It  would  seem  that  the 
immediate  effect  of  a  cup  of 
coffee  is  not  a  true  indicator  of 
the  results  of  long-term  use.

Salt  sellers 

Some  sufferers 
from  high  blood 
pressure  are 
helped  by  cut¬ 
ting  the  amount 
of  salt  in  their 
diet.  However, 
reducing  the  intake  of  salt  may 
not  be  easy.  A  recent  research 
report  from  the  Rowett  Re¬ 
search  Institute.  Aberdeen,  re¬ 
ported  in  The  Lancet,  suggests 
that  only  15  per  cent  oj  the 
total  intake  is  discretionary  — 
added  at  the  table  or  in  the 
kitchen. 

Previous  reports  which  have 
suggested  that  25  percent  to  50 
per  cent  is  discretionary  have 
failed  to  take  into  account  the 
amount  of  salt  left  in  the 
cooking  water,  or  which  has 
dried  on  the  saucepan. 

In  the  western  world  10  per 
cent  of  salt  occurs  naturally  in 
food;  75  per  cent  is  added  by 
mamtfacturers;  so  85  per  cent 
is  non-discretionary.  The 
researchers  suggest  that  reduc¬ 
tion  can  be  achieved  only  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  food 

manufacturers.

GO0trar>-  to  academic  lit¬ 
erary  belief  there  is  no 
real  distinction  between 
“popular”  and 
“serious"  novels;  cer¬ 
tainly  it  would  have  come  as  a 
great  surprise  to  the  19th  century. 
The  oply.  significant  division  is  the 
simple,  dn&  that  between  good  and 
bad  fiction;  and  one  of  the  most 
interesting,  aspects  of  the  last 
decade,  has  been  the  extent  to 
which  the  better  English  novelists 
have  been  adopting  what  were 
once  considered  popular  form*  — 

historical  fiction  perhaps  being  the 
most  notable  —  and  using  them 
for  their  own  purposes. 

So  ir  is  that  Melvyn  Bragg  has 
taken  what  was  once  a  great 
Romantic  story  to  explore  what 
has  now  become  one  of  the  most 
prominent  themes  in  his  work  — 
the  virtues  of  failure,  contrasted 
with  the  strange  and  diminished 
world  of  success.  This  is  the  story 
of  an  impostor  and  a- bigamist,  a 
self-styled  Colonel  Hope.  who.

After  a  commendable  war 
in  the  Royal  Navy,  which  he 
insisted  on  joining  despite  at¬ 
tempts  to  stop  him  on  the  grounds 
that  Ids  work  as  a  union  official 
was  of  national  importance,  he 
became  an  MP  in  1945  and 
resumed  his  trade  union  job. 

But  it  was  the  glamour  of 
political  power  and  fame  that 
young  James  sought:  and  in  1947 
he  became  a  junior  Minister, 
staying  on  the  Labour  front  bench 
for  the  next  33  years.  He  was  never 
ashamed,  nor  should  he  have 
been,  of  his  political  ambition; 
though  Mr  Attlee  tartly  told  him 
that  none  had  a  prescriptive  right 
to  promotion,  when  James  indig¬ 
nantly  asked  why  Frank 
Pakenham.  and  not  he,  had  been 
made  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty 
in  1951. 

There  was  nothing  to  fear. 
Callaghan’s  assiduous  attentions 
to  trade  union  leaders  got  him  the 
key  Labour  Party  post  of  Treasur¬ 
er  in  1967.  which  he  held  until  he 
was  Prime  Minister  in  1976.  His

many  Labour  MPs.  and  the 
unreresentative  trade  union  lead¬ 
ers.  Mr  Callaghan  was  either  loo 
dim  to  see,  or  did  not  care  that 
Labour’s  retreat  from  trade  union 
reform  was  to  be  a  major  pan  of  its 
undoing.  But  by  that  time  he  had 
been  Prime  Minister  for  three 
years,  clinging  on  tenaciously,  but 
without  purpose,  until  dislodged 
by  a  lost  vote  of  confidence. 

The  most  entertaining  pan  of 
the  book  discloses  the  cunning 
manipulations  of  the  author,  jug¬ 
gling  with  the  Liberals  and  all 
comers  to  stay  Prime  Minister  as 
long  as  he  did.  It  reveals  starkly 
the  horrors  of  a  post-Wilson 
Labour  Government  (which  had 
been  bad  enough),  in  hock  to  unde 
union  leaders  and  a  Left-dominat¬ 
ed  Labour  National  Executive.  It 
is  not  a  preuy  picture. 

Mr  Callaghan  quotes  at  length 
from  his  speech,  partly  written  for 
him  by  his  son-in-law  Peter  Jay,  at 
the  1976  Labour  Conference,  in 
which  he  announced  that  the 
spending  had  to  stop.  He  omits  his 
more  significant  reference  to  “a 
new  factor  creeping  into  the  Party, 
which  I  warn  against  —  namely 
those  elements...  who  seek  to 
infiltrate  our  Party  and  use  it  to 
their  own  ends."  He  and  Mr 
Wilson  will  be  convicted  at  the  bar 
of  history  for  their  failure  to 
prevent,  when  they  could  have, 
the  Labour  Puny  becoming 
unacceptably  extremist  This  led 
to  the  emergence  of  the  SDP.  and 
probably  to  Labour's  terminal 
illness. 

However,  despite  his  many 
defects,  Mr  Callaghan  remains  as 
sturdy  a  patriot  as  his  parents 
would  have  wished.  He  has  not 
been  afraid  of  the  odium  from  his 
old  colleagues  for  staunchly  con¬ 
demning  abandonment  of  the 
British  nuclear  deterrent;  though  it 
seems  he  may  have  been  silenced 
on  this  matter  from  now  on  until 
after  polling  day.

The  works  of  James  Kelman 
are  not  a  comfortable  read.  He 
writes  in  a  flat  plain  style 
embellished  by  the  very  occa¬ 
sional  deliberate  grammatical 
distortion,  and  is  made  idio-.

Some  of  the  stories  are  third 
person  narratives;  “Renee" 
and  “Greyhound  for 
Breakfast”  are  both  poignant 
examinations  from  opposing 
angles  of  the  standard  Glaswe¬ 
gian  happening  of  an  adoles¬ 
cent  deserting  to  London.  The 
title  story  is  remarkable  in  its 
compression  of  a  whole  life 
and  way  of  life  into  the. 
purchase  of  a  dog.  Equally 
revealing  is  the  return  of  a 
native  in  “Home  fora  Couple 
of  Days”  to  find  that  the 
society  he  knew  has  not 
merely  disintegrated  but  is 
utterly  enervating. 

Other  Kelman  pieces  are 
strange  interior  monologues 
which  illuminate  the  world  of 
those  on  the  fringes  of  society 
(“Old  Francis”)  and  also 
short,  short  pieces  of  20  lines 
or  so  that  capture  a  moment,  a 
thought,  an  irony. 

Despite  the  naturalism  of 
his  settings  and  dialogue,  there 
is  a  nightmarish,  unreal  quah- 
ty  about  Kel man’s  work.  He 
pays  homage  to  Kafka  in  his 
story  “In  with  the  Doctor”  (in 
which  a  patient,  though  treat¬ 
ed  with  friendliness,  is  never  ■ 
actually  examined).  Through 
his  eyes  Glasgow  get  a  treat¬ 
ment  that  has  its  literary  roots 
in  Europe  rather  than  Britain. 

A  Summons  to  Memphis ,  by 
Peter  Taylor,  though  firmly 
set  in  the  American  South, 
takes  its  structure  and  content 
from  Freud;  or  at  least  from 
the  psychoanalytic  move¬ 
ment.

runner.  This  novel  despite  its 
many  qualities,  should  have 
been  a  novella. 

Phillip  Carver,  only  surviv¬ 
ing  son  of  the  Southern  Carver 
family,  narrates  this  family 
history,  prompted  by  die  sud¬ 
den  desire  of  his  81 -year-old 
widowed  father  to  marry  again 
against  the  wishes  of  Phillip’s 
two  unmarried  sisters. 

The  family  trauma  revolves 
around  a  financial  scandal  and 
betrayal  which  obliged  the 
autocratic  Father  Carver  to 
move  his  wife  and  adolescent 
family  from  Nashville  to 
Memphis.  This  geographical 
change  is  charged  with  cultur¬ 
al  overtones,  which  subtly 
play  havoc  with  the  precarious 
adolescent  sensibilities  of  the 
four  children. 

The  slow  uncovering  of  the 
emotional  complexities  that 
have  led  to  the  children’s 
desire  for  revenge,  and  the 
coming  to  consciousness  of 
their  motivations  form  the 
novel’s  narrative.  If  it  is  a 


familiar  stOTy,  it  is  one  that  is 
well  crafted,  except  in  the 
introduction  of  a  family 
friend,  Alex,  who  seems  in¬ 
tended  to  act  as  some  sort  of 
measure  of  normality.  He  fails 
both  as  a  character  and  as  a 
device.  The  novel  is  also  too 
drawn  out  to  maintain  the 
intensity  of  the  incestuous  and 
murderous  childhood  long¬ 
ings,  which  are  so  successfully 
drawn  behind  the  middle-aged 
facades;  and  the  pace  slows 
too  fer  to  sustain  the  final 
ironies. 

“The  higher  mountain 
reaches  were  beyond  me  ex¬ 
cept  by  bus,  I  was  anxious, 
however,  to  scale  the  peaks  of 
Frau  Lublonitsch’s  nature.”  In 
this  quotation  from  “The 
Ormolu  Gock”,  one  of  the  27 
stories  in  this  complete  collec¬ 
tion  of  Muriel  Spark’s  short 
fiction,  she  states  an  intention 
that  Iras  consistently  under¬ 
pinned  her  work  over  the  last 
30  years.  Mrs  Spark  never 
analyses  or  explains  her  char¬ 
acters,  but  reveals  their  capri¬ 
cious  cross-currents  against  a 
background  where  eternal 
truths  do  battle  with  more 
worldly  concerns. 

This  collection  of  her  stories 
is  arranged  chronologically, 
and  shows  not  only  some 
stylistic  development,  but  is 
particularly  interesting  for  the 
period  detail  and  fashionable 
mores  she  assimilates  and 
uses.  In  “The  Black 
Madonna”  an  early  story,  she 
perfectly  describes  the  aspira¬ 
tions  and  surface  liberalism  of 
an  upwardly  mobile  50s 
couple  who  befriend  and  pa¬ 
rade  two  recent  Jamaican 
immigrants.  (They  receive  a 
Catholic  comeuppance  to  test 
their  charity  which  shows 
Muriel  Spark's  comedy  at  its 
most  black.)  The  racism  and 
snobbery  of  that  particular 
moment  are  caught  so  finely 
that  they  transcend  their  nar¬ 
row  period,  to  seem  timeless. 

.  Closer  to  the  present, 
Muriel  Spark  has  entered  a 
world  where  unmarried 
women  pick  up  truck  drivers 
in  Italy  with  casual  ease  and  a 
degree  of  social  acceptability 
(“The  Dragon”)  but  we  are 
still  in  her  quirky  fantastic,  yet 
recognizable  world,  where  the 
supernatural  coexists  with  the 
fanciful  and  the  domestic. 
Each  story  is  an  enthralling 
piece  of  Mrs  Spark's  art.

The  Soviet  leader,  Mikhail 
Gorbachov,  has  opened  another 
door.  With  immaculate  timing,  he 
has  offered  to  dismantle  all  the 
Soviet  SS12  and  SS23  missiles  in 
Europe  which  have  a  short  range 
of  between  300  and  600  miles. 
Thus  he  meets  with  one  throw  the 
fears  of  Britain,  West  Germany 
and  other  Nato  countries  that 
have  been  in  a  state  of  nervous 
tension  ever  since  the  cluster  of 
i  initiatives  from  Moscow  has  cre¬ 
ated  the  prospect  of  a  nuclear-free 
Europe.  Or  does  he? 

In  fact  the  reverse  is  true.  As 
each  nuclear  layer  has  been 
stripped  away  by  Gorbachov,  the 
allied  governments  have  instantly 
switched  their  focus  of  alarm  to 
other  Soviet  missiles  which  re¬ 
main  a  potent  threat  to  the 
security  of  Europe.  It  has  become 
in  some  ways  a  safety-net  mecha¬ 
nism.  Leaders  such  as  Mrs 
Thatcher  and  Chancellor  Kohl  of 
West  Germany  do  not  accept  that 
a  Europe  denuclearized  would  be  a 
safer  place . 

So  what  Gorbachov  offered  to 
accept  the  Nato  concept  of  zero 
option  for  medium-range  missiles 
—  the  Soviet  SS20  and  Nato's 
cruise  and  Pershing  2  with  ranges 
from  1,120  to  3,100  miles  —  they 
warned  that  the  short er-range 
weapons  would  have  to  be  in¬ 
cluded.  First  the  Russians  threw 
up  their  hands  in  apparent 
bewilderment.  Now  Gorbachov

has  said  :  "Okay,  we'll  scrap  the 
loL" 

Everyone  should  be  happy.  But 
Nato’s  commanders  are  wonder¬ 
ing  where  it's  all  going  to  end.  The 
strategy  for  the  defence  of  Europe 
is  based  on  the  reasoning  that 
since  Nato  could  not  afford  to 
match  the  Soviet  Union's  over¬ 
whelming  superiority  in  con¬ 
ventional  forces,  it  has  to  rely  on 
nuclear  weapons  for  deterrence. 

If  the  medium-  and  short-range 
nuclear  missiles  down  to  a  range 
of 300 miles  are  eliminated,  on  the 
ground  level  you  are  left  with  just 
two  layers  of  nuclear  defence. 

First  the  so-called  operational 
tactical  nuclear  weapons;  on  the 
West's  side,  Lance  missiles  with  a 
range  of  abcut  70  miles  and 
French  Pluton  missiles  with  a  75- 
mile  range;  and  on  the  Soviet  side, 
the  Scud  and  Frog  missiles  with 
ranges  from  44  to  187  miles. 
Second,  the  multitude  of  battle¬ 
field  tactical  weapons,  the  nuclear- 
capable  artillery  shells  with  ranges 
up  10  about  17  miles. 

Nato  is  engaged  in  updating 
these  tactical  weapons,  following  a 
decision  in  1983  by  Nato's  defence 
ministers.  The  artillery  shells,  for 
example,  which  have  a  con¬ 
ventional  and  nuclear  capability, 
are  to  be  given  a  longer  range  and 
greater  explosive  power.  Are 


these,  too.  to  be  thrown  into  the 
melting-pot? 

The  problem  is  that  if  the 
superpower  momentum  for  an 
arms-control  deal,  directly  affect¬ 
ing  Europe,  continues  at  its 
present  heady  pace,  Nato  com¬ 
manders  will  be  forced  to  rethink 
the  whole  concept  of  the  modem 
battlefield,  and  European  govern¬ 
ments  will  need  to  spend  much 
more  on  conventional  forces  to 
maintain  sufficient  deterrence. 
This  seems  highly  unlikely. 

The  Soviet  Union  has  increas¬ 
ingly  matched  the  West  in  the 
technical  sophistication  of  its 
conventional  weapons  and  enjoys 
an  advantage  of  2'A  to  1  over  Nato 
in  tanks  and  artillery.  With  de¬ 
fence  budgets  coming  under  more 
and  more  pressure,  it  is  inevitable 
that  conventional  weapons,  which 
are  enormously  expensive  to  up¬ 
date.  will  feel  the  pinch. 

Since  November  1984,  Nato  has 
adopted  a  new  concept  of  con¬ 
ventional  defence  called  Follow- 
on-Forces  Attack.  Its  principal 
objective  is  to  destroy,  with 
sophisticated  multiple-warhead 
weapons  and  targeting  systems, 
the  Warsaw  Pact’s  second-echelon 
forces  which  would  follow  a  main 
attack. 

The  introduction  of  these  pre¬ 


cision-guided  "smart”  munitions 
would  raise  the  nuclear  threshold 
in  Europe  because  technically  they 
would  be  capable  of  carrying  out 
the  task  that  at  present  would 
depend  on  battlefield  nuclear 
weapons  —  halting  a  massive 
advance  of  Soviet  tanks. 

But  many  of  these  emerging 
technologies  are  experimental  and 
the  cost  will  be  prohibitive.  Gen¬ 
eral  Bernard  Rogers,  the  Supreme 
Allied  Commander  Europe,  has 
said  that  this  technology  could  be 
purchased  for  a  real  annual  in¬ 
crease  of  4  per  cent  in  defence 
budgets.  In  Britain's  case,  that  is 
out  of  the  question.  This  is  one  of 
the  reasons  why  Mrs  Thatcher 
made  it  clear  to  Gorbachov  during 
her  Moscow  visit  that  she  was  not 
in  favour  of  ridding  Europe  of  all 
its  nuclear  weapons.  It's  not  just 
deterrence  at  stake,  it's  plain 
economics. 

Undoubtedly  with  the  way 
arms-control  negotiations  are 
going  between  the  Soviet  Union 
and  the  United  States,  the  British 
and  French  independent  deter¬ 
rents  will  take  on  an  increasingly 
high  profile.  For  this  is  one  area 
where  European  countries  as  op¬ 
posed  to  the  superpowers  hold  the 
trump  cards.  Neither  Mrs 
Thatcher  nor  President 
Mitterrand  has  any  intention  of 
handing  them  over  to  join  the 
nuclear  ftee-for-alL 


The  British  obsession 


At  Easter  1939  the  British 
Establishment  was  in  a  state  of 
considerable  shock.  On  Good 
Friday  Mussolini  invaded  Alba¬ 
nia.  so  creating  news  and  work 
during  a  British  holiday  weekend, 
when  news  and  work  are.  broadly 
speaking,  not  supposed  to  occur. 

As  a  High  Anglican,  the  Foreign 
Secretary,  Lord  Halifax,  was 
particularly  indignant  that  the 
deed  was  done  on  Good  Friday. 
Less  pious  spirits  were  merely 
outraged  that  an  upstart  foreign 
ruler  had  shown  such  disregard  for 
our  recreational  routine. 

At  least  Halifax  stayed  in 
London  that  Friday.  He  spent 
most  of  the  morning  in  church  and 
in  the  afternoon  decided  not  to  go 
to  Yorkshire.  Normally  he  went 
there  on  Friday  afternoons  even  in 
times  of  crisis.  But  most  of  the 
cabinet,  including  the  prime  min¬ 
ister,  Neville  Chamberlain,  were 
already  scattered.  On  Saturday 
only  what  Cadogan  (permanent 
head  of  the  Foreign  Office)  calls  “a 
scratch  crew”  of  ministers  was 
available  for  a  meeting  at  10 
Downing  Street. 

It  was  not  until  the  Monday  that 
the  foil  cabinet  met  —  its  first 
meeting  on  a  bank  holiday  since 
the  Great  War.  Meanwhile  Henry 
"Chips"  Chan non,  a  fervently 
pro-appeasement  MP  who  was 
also  PPS  to  the  junior  Foreign 
Office  minister,  R.  A.  Butler,  was 
catching  frogs  on  his  country 
estate  with  his  three-year-old  son 
(the  present  Secretary  of  State  for 
Trade  and  Industry).  Parliament 
did  not  meet  until  the  Thursday. 

It  should  be  remembered  that 
all  this  was  happening  in  a  period 
of  acute  international  tension.  The 
previous  month  Hitler  had 
marched  into  Prague,  showing 
how  much  his  assurances  to 
Chamberlain  at  Munich  had  been 
worth.  Rumours  of  Mussolini's 
impending  coup  had  been  current 
for  at  least  a  fortnight.  There  was 
no  excuse  for  an  attitude  of 
business  —  or  rather,  no  business 
-  as  usual  over  Easter. 

But  in  our  country,  weekends, 
and  especially  the  big  national 
holiday  weekends,  are  sacrosanct. 
Though  we  may  not  care  too  much 
about  holiness,  we  worship  holi¬ 
days. 

Even  during  the  Second  World 
War  the  habit  to  some  extent 
persisted.  On  Saturday,  May  13, 
shortly  before  D-Day,  there  was 
heavy  road  and  rail  traffic  to  Ascot 
races,  which  struck  Robert  Bruce 
Lockhart  as  "a  typically  English 
performance’’. 

In  his  diary  for  that  day  he  adds: 
“Imminence  of  total  extinction 
will  not  stop  the  English  from  their 
games  and  their  racing,  and 
today's  show  was  perhaps  an 
indication  that  the  ‘great  change' 
which  Labour  is  always  saying  has 
taken  place  in  this  country  in  the 
last  five  years  is  perhaps  not  so 
great  as  Labour  thinks." 

Lockhart's  view  betrays  an  ex¬ 
cess  of  puritanism.  It  was  not 
necessarily  bad  that  Ascot  races 
were  being  held  before  the  Nor¬ 
mandy  landings,  any  more  than  it 
was  wrong  for  Drake  to  be  playing

bowls  as  the  Armada  approached. 
All  the  same,  the  judgement  that 
the  change  of  mood  during  the  war 
would  not  effect  the  cull  of 
holidays  was  certainly  accurate. 

It  is  not  the  number  of  our 
holidays,  but  rather  their  con¬ 
centrated  character,  that  makes 
them  a  menace.  Though  in  many 
ways  individualistic,  we  are  ca¬ 
pable  of  behaving  like  lemmings 
in  our  quest  for  recreation.  And  in 
this  respect  things  have  been 
getting  worse  in  recent  years. 

The  Christmas/New  Year  holi¬ 
day  season  has  now  assumed 
almost  the  proportions  of  a  gen¬ 
eral  strike  extending  over  10  days. 
The  combination  of  two  holidays 
and  two  weekends  is  quite  dev¬ 
astating.  With  Easier  late  this  year, 
the  spring  holiday  season  will  be 
rather  similar,  since  the  relatively 
new  May  bank  holiday  weekend 
will  be  following  Easter  with  only 
one  weekend  in  between. 

It  is  templing  to  suggest  that 
fixed  bank  holidays  should  be 
abolished,  and  an  equivalent 
number  of  days  off  be  allowed 
each  year  to  everyone  instead,  the 
actual  days  to  be  negotiated  with 


employers.  But  this  would  be  too 
drastic  a  solution.  Many  tra¬ 
ditional  activities,  in  towns  and 
perhaps  still  more  in  the  country, 
are  associated  with  bank  holidays. 

A  possibly  acceptable  com¬ 
promise  might  be  a  more  or  less 
even  distribution  of  bank  holidays 
through  the  year.  The  “Easter” 
bank  holiday  might  be  established 
as  the  first  Monday  in  April, 
regardless  of  the  ecclesiastical  date 
of  Easter.  Since  what  used  to  be 
the  Whit  tank  holiday  has  been 
separated  from  the  church  festival 
of  Whitsun,  the  precedent  for  such 
a  change  exists. 

A  decent  interval  would  then 
always  elapse  between  the  Easier 
and  May  Day  holidays,  and 
between  the  latter  and  the  spring 
(formerly  Whit)  holiday.  There 
might,  however,  be  a  case  for 
giving  people  the  option  of  a 
holiday  at.  say.  the  end  of  June.  If 
they  chose  this,  they  would  treat 
the  spring  bank  holiday  as  an 
ordinary  working  day. 

A  similar  choice  is  desirable  for 
the  summer  bank  holiday.  Limit¬ 
ing  it  to  a  single  dale  in  August 
produces  one  of  the  most  grue¬ 


some  of  our  national  secular  rites, 
in  which  millions  suffer  the  maxi¬ 
mum  discomfort  and  misery.  A 
choice  between  at  least  two  dates, 
in  July  and  August,  would  surely 
spread  the  load  and  so  make  each 
day.  weather  permitting,  a  plea¬ 
sure  rather  than  a  penance. 

The  most  difficult  and  con¬ 
troversial  task  would  be  breaking 
the  solid  mass  of  holiday  at  the 
turn  of  the  year.  But  it  is  essential 
that  this  should  be  done.  It  seems 
to  me  that  either  Christmas  or 
New  Year,  should  be  treated  as  a 
full-blown  holiday,  but  not  both. 

Again  there  could  be  a  choice, 
and  for  either  there  would  be  a 
bank  holiday  to  follow  this  festival 
day.  (An  extra  day  could  be  added 
for  New  Year,  to  balance  Boxing 
Day.)  But  people  would  have  to 
opt  for  one  or  the  other.  To 
compensate  for  the  net  loss  of  one 
public  holiday  —  since  there  are 
now  three  over  Christmas  and. 
New  year  —  a  new  one  could  be 
created  in  the  autumn,  to  coincide 
with  the  school  half-term. 

Much  of  foe  traditional  bank 
holiday  pattern  would  thus  be 
preserved,  but  with  far  greater 
flexibility. 

There  is  scope,  too,  for  purging 
foe  British  weekend  of  its  more 
objectionable  features.  One  of 
these  is  the  non-collection  of 
letters  on  Sundays.  Most  other 
public  services  work  adequately  at 
the  weekends,  but  foe  Post  Office 
collects  no  letters  between  the 
middle  of  Saturday  and  Monday 
morning.  Sunday  collection  ended 
while  the  postal  service  was 
merged  with  telecommunications 
in  a  single  corporation,  and  ending 
it  may  then  have  served  to 
promote  the  (anti-social)  use  of 
the  telephone  at  the  expense  of 
letter-writing.  Now  that  the  Post 
Office  is  on  its  own,  it  should  have 
the  incentive  to  compete  with 
British  Telecom,  instead  of  leav¬ 
ing  one  whole  day  of  the  week  to 
be  monopolized  by,  as  it  were,  foe 
rival  channel. 

Mention  of  channels  brings  us  . 
to  the  worst  scandal  of  the  British  i 
weekend,  the  treatment  of  news  by  ! 
the  television  networks.  They, 
indeed,  seem  to  work  on  foe 
principle  that  news  ceases  to  occur 
at  weekends.  TV  news  bulletins  on 
Saturdays  and  Sundays  are  half  as 
long  as  on  weekdays,  and  even 
more  inferior  in  quality. 

There  is  no  justification  for  this. 
Sunday  newspapers  are  not  thin¬ 
ner,  but  on  the  whole  fetter,  than 
dailies,  and  the  serious  ones 
devote  themselves  as  much  to 
political  and  social  news  as  to 
sport  and  miscellaneous  entertain¬ 
ment.  Why,  then,  should  foe  ITN 
and  BBC  news  be  reduced  to 
providing  such  insubstantial  fere? 

The  advent  of  a  holiday  season 
compounds  the  triviality  with 
which  the  programme-planners 
oppress  us.  Despite  the  growing 
excitement  of  politics.  Sir  Robin 
Day  bad  to  say  that  his  excellent 
Question  Timewould  be  off  the  air 
for  two  weeks  "because  of  the 
BBCs  holiday  arrangements" 

Too  bad  if  somebody  invades 
Albania. 


Tangled  tale  of  the  great  Thyssen  offer 


The  activities  of  Baron  Heinrich 
Thyssen-Bomemisza,  “Heine”  to 
his  friends,  are  nothing  if  not 
spectacular.  Next  Monday  he  will 
celebrate  the  opening  of  an  ex¬ 
hibition  of  the  Forbes  collection  of 
Faberge  at  his  lakeside  villa  in 
Lugano  with  the  ascent  of  a  hot  air 
balloon  (made  in  Britain)  in  the 
form  of  a  Faberge  Easter  egg. 

The  baron  is  not  only  one  of  the 
richest  men  in  the  world  but  also  a 
passionate  art  collector  and  his 
Old  Masters  collection,  housed  in 
a  gallery  adjoining  his  lakeside 
villa,  is  considered  the  finest  in 
private  hands  with  the  possible 
exception  of  that  of  the  Queen.  It 
is  now  being  suggested  that  the 
entire  collection  may  be  given  to 
the  Prado  in  Madrid,  a  gift  that 
might  be  worth  £1.000  million* 

On  past  form,  it  is  unlikely  that 
the  baron  -  an  exceptionally 
astute  businessman  -  would  do 
this  without  an  equally  munificent 
quid  pro  quo.  The  Prado  affair  is. 
however,  mysterious. 

At  the  press  view  of  the  Faberge 
exhibition  on  Monday,  the  baron 
parried  questions  about  the  Prado. 
He  had  received  an  offer  that  it 


would  house  his  collection  but  no 
decision  had  been  taken,  he  said. 
The  director  of  foe  Prado,  Profes¬ 
sor  Alfonso  Sanchez,  told  The 
Times  yesterday:  “At  this  moment 
the  Prado  has  absolutely  nothing 
to  do  with  this  offer."  The 
initiative  came  from  the  ministry 
of  culture. 

Thereby  hangs  a  tale.  The  baron 
and  Sanchez  have  been  feuding 
for  several  years.  To 
enhance  the  attraction  of  his  own 
collection  at  the  Villa  Favorite  in 
Lugano,  which  is  open  to  the 
public  through  foe  summer,  foe 
baron  mounts  spectacular  loan 
exhibitions.  It  all  started  in  1983, 
when  he  gave  Impressionist  paint¬ 
ings  from  Russia  foeir  first  show¬ 
ing  the  West. 

That  gave  the  baron  foe  idea  of 
showing  treasures  from  other  great 
collections  in  Lugano  and  an 
approach  was  made  to  the  Prado. 
Sanchez  raised  every  kind  of 
objection  (foe  baron’s  favourite 
was  that  the  Villa  Fhvorita  was 
dirty  and  had  no  light)  but 
negotiations  continued  because  of 
foe  strong  support  from  the  min¬ 
istry  of  culture.  When  they  failed. 


the  ministry  suggested  an  alter¬ 
native,  an  exhibition  of  the  paint¬ 
ings  by  Goya  in  Spanish  private 
collections. 

This  stunning  exhibition  was 
mounted  in  1986,  in  spite  of  a 
rearguard  action  by  Sanchez,  who 
allegedly  wrote  to  each  of  the 
owners  urging  them  not  to  let  their 
paintings  leave  foe  country. 

The  baron  has  not  yet  let  foe 
press  into  his  confidence  as  to  the 
background  of  the  present  offer 
from  Madrid.  But  it  should  be 
helpful  to  him  in  his  current 
negotiations  with  the  canton 
administration  in  Switzerland 
over  the  cost  of  a  new  gallery, 
designed  by  the  British  architect 
James  Stirling,  he  intends  10  build 
next  to  the  present  one.  At  the 
moment  only  foe  Old  Masters, 
mainly  collected  by  his  father,  are 
regularly  on  view  while  his  other 
collections,  notably  his  modem 
pictures,  are  sent  on  touring 
exhibitions  round  the  world. 

The  cost  of  the  new  gallery  is 
estimated  at  £12  million.  The  villa 
is  tucked  into  a  steep  hillside  so 
that  the  construction  materials 
would  have  to  be  taken  in  bv  lake. 


The  government  of  the 
Ticino  region  has  agreed  to  shoul¬ 
der  some  of  foe  cost  but  tough 
negotiations  are  in  progress  over 
the  precise  proportion. 

The  baron  has  said  that  he  will 
announce  his  decision  about  the 
new  gallery  in  June.  The  offer 
from  Spain,  which  would  remove 
the  great  collection  from  Lugano, 
is  no  doubt  a  good  negotiating 
card  to  have  up  his  sleeve. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  foe 
baron  will  get  what  he  wants.  He  is 
a  past  master  at  it.  That  is  how  he 
rebuilt  foe  family's  ruined  Ger¬ 
man  businesses  after  the  war  into 
one  of  foe  world's  largest  indus¬ 
trial  empires.  With  homes  in 
Switzerland,  Spain,  America  and 
Britain,  he  collects  wives  —  he  is 
now. on  his  fifth  —  as  well  as  art. 

The  British  government  should 
take  note  of  the  Prado  affair  and 
foe  current  negotiations  in  foe 
Ticino,  A  significant  part  of  foe 
Thyssen  collection  is  housed  at 
DayJesford  House  in  Gloucester¬ 
shire.  It  can  hardly  be  termed  foe 
“national  heritage",  but  it  would 
be  nice  to  keep  it  around.

Bishops,  1216 
and  all  that 


Righteous  anger  again  stirs  in  the 
hearts  of  some  Anglican  clergy¬ 
men.  They  resent  the  fact  that  of 
foe  two  names  submitted  to  the 
Prime  Minister  by  the  Crown 
Appointments  Commission  for 
the  appointment  of  the  new 
Bishop  of  Birmingham,  she  did 
not  chose  foe  first.  They  assume 
that  the  second  name  that  is 
submitted  to  the  Prime  Minister 
for  the  exercise  of  the  royal 
prerogative  is  there  for  purely 
fictional  purposes  and  should 
automatically  be  disregarded. 

At  the  root  of  their  resentment 
is  another  complaint;  the  sus¬ 
picion  that  foe  Prime  Minister 
turned  down  foe  Bishop  of  Step¬ 
ney  as  too  left-wing.  However,  we 
are  reassured  that  we  need  not 
worry  too  much  since  the  Bishop 
of  Kensington,  who  has  been 
given  the  appointment,  is  no  less 
left-wing.  We  can,  it  seems,  be 
confident  that  the  church  would 
never  be  so  forgetful  of  its  proper 
position  in  foe  spectrum  of  politi¬ 
cal  morality  as  to  submit  (even  in 
the  purely  formal  second  place) 
foe  name  of  anyone  who  could  be 
considered  right-wing,  whatever 
that  means. 

Indeed,  Bishop  Colin  Buchanan 
of  Aston,  who  is  the  new  diocesan 
bishop’s  suffragan,  revealed  that 
on  reading  the  allegations  he 
promptly  telephoned  foe  chosen 
Bishop  Santer  of  Kensington  to 
advise  him  “that  he  would  be  very 
wise  to  make  it  dear  that  he  is  not 
a  right-winger,  as  he  certainly  is 
not".  Bishop  Santer  duly  obliged, 
declaring  that  he  was  an  active 
member  of  CND,  and  was  every 
bit  as  radical  as  the  Bishop  of 
Stepney  who,  therefore,  could  not 
have  been  passed  over  because  of 
his  views.  I  take  it  that  if  foe 
bishop  chosen  was  known  to 
believe  in  foe  immorality  of 
inflation,  the  market  economy, 
less  public  borrowing,  the  benefits 
of  recent  trade-union  reform, 
privatization  and  multilateral  in¬ 
stead  of  unilateral  nuclear 
disarmament,  his  suffragan  today 
would  be  a  worried  man. 

As  it  was,  in  response  to  foe 
view  of  a  Birmingham  Tory  MP 
that  the  city  did  not  want  another 
tub-thumping  bishop,  the  suffra¬ 
gan  could  confidently  say  that  in 
his  opinion  the  new  bishop  was 
certainly  “prepared  to  thump  the 
tub”,  presumably  in  aid  of  what 
one  might  call  not-right- 
wingopinions.  Even  so,  despite  foe 
feet  that  no  person  of  improper 
political  inclination  was  on  the  list 
submitted  to  Mrs  Thatcher,  both 
Bishop  Santer  and  Bishop  Bu¬ 
chanan  want  the  system  changed 
to  eliminate  the  royal  prerogative 
altogether  from  the  bishop-choos¬ 
ing  process.  In  Bishop  Santer’s 
quoted  words:  “The  church 
should  appoint  its  own  bishops, 
and  that  is  what  Magna  Carta  said 
in  1216.” 

That  is  not  quite  correct  King 
John's  original  charter  of  1215 
confirmed  that  “the  English 
church  shall  be  free  [quod 
Anglicana  eedesia  libera  sit /  and 
shall  have  its  rights  entire  and  its 
liberties  inviolate”.  It  went  on  to 
record  that  the  king  had  already

Vote  for  the 
giant  teddy 


Soon  it  will  be  the  season  for 
political  walkabouts.  In  market 
squares  and  shopping  precincts  up 
and  down  the  country  peaceable 
citizens  will  have  foeir  lives 
blighted  by  grinning  politicians 
who  will  seize  and  press  stray  parts 
of  their  flesh,  propel  them  in  front 
of  lights  and  cameras  and  force 
them  to  play  foe  part  of  straight- 
man  in  a  third-string  variety  act. 
All  this  will  be  accompanied  by 
gibberish  amplified  through  defec¬ 
tive  megaphones,  and  by  a  litter  of 
stridently  banal  leaflets. 

Heaven  knows  why  political 
parties  regard  such  campaigning 
as  a  vote-winner.  They  should  at 
least  do  it  with  some  minimal 
competence.  As  a  veteran  of  over  a 
thousand  such  walkabouts  on 
both  sides  of  foe  Atlantic,  I  offer 
the  following  suggestions. 

You  cannot  have  too  much 
preparation.  Somebody  local  — 
not  a  committee  —  must  walk  or 
drive  foe  route,  note  the  time 
taken,  multiply  by  four,  then  add 
1 5  minutes  for  emergencies  (celeb¬ 
rity  loses  mackintosh  or  voice, 
forgets  name  of  town,  forgets  party 
policy  on  animal  rights).  The 
organizer  must  talk  to  the  police 
and  the  media,  especially  about 
good  and  bad  places  to  stop. 

Examples  of  Good  Places  to 
Stop:  shop  or  stall  run  by  colourful 
parly  supporter,  shop  or  stall 
selling  things  from  which  party 
has  promised  to  remove  VAT; 
toyshop  (celebrity  should  pick  up 
grotesque  cuddly  toy  and  point 
out  resemblance  to  opposing  partv 
leader);  fortune-teller  (bribe  for 
favourable  prediction). 

Bad  Places  to  Stop:  beside 
football  supporters  (noisy,  and  a 
vote-loser  when  shown  to  oppos¬ 
ing  supporters);  beside  anybody 
dirty  or  mad;  beside  unrehearsed 
old-age  pensioners;  beside  pub 
(will  lose  media  forthwith). 

A  walkabout  should  not  be  seen 
as  a  political  meeting  but  as  a 
media  event  A  good  event  is  one 
that  secures  a  short  burst  of 
cheerful  coverage.  Coverage  will 
be  quadrupled  if  Something  Goes 
Wrong.  The  organizer  should 
prepare  emergency  drills.  For 
example,  if  a  walkabout  runs  into 
an  obstreperous  heckler,  the  or¬ 
ganizer  should  have  a  little  girl 
ready  with  a  giant  teddy  bear  to 
shake  hands  with  the  celebritv.  No 


heckler  can  compete  with  Shirley 
Temple  wielding  a  giant  teddy. 

It  is  useful  for  foe  celebrity  to  be 
recognized:  many  a  political  mess¬ 
age  has  been  drowned  by  mur¬ 
murs  of  "Who  the  hell  is  that?" 
Acceptable  celebrities:  politician 
featured  by  Mike  Yarwood  or  on 
Spitting  Image:  actor  from  re¬ 
peated  series;  sponsperson/pop- 
star  who  has  had  stand-up  row 
with  The  Sun.  If  an  actor  joining  a 
walkabout  is  known  principally 
for  one  role,  he  must  appear  in 
that  role.  If  he  is  known  as  Argon 
the  Space  Monster,  he  must  put  on 
the  green  suit  and  foe  metal  mask. 
Otherwise  foe  walkabout  will  lose 
any  support  from  children. 

The  celebrity  must  avoid  hand¬ 
shakes,  which  can  leave  him/her 
sore,  crushed  or  napped  by  bores. 
The  technique  is  to  strike  first, 
with  either  foe  Politician’s  Grip 
(affable  clutch  of  upper  arm)  or 
the  Playful  Punch.  The  celebrity 
should  accept  and  may  return  a 
kiss,  but  never  offer ‘one.  The 
celebrity  should  accept  anything 
offered  to  eat  (much  scope  here  for 
sabotaging  rival  party  campaigns). 
It  is  customary  for  a  celebrity  to 
address  an  old-age  pensioner  as 
"young  man”  or  “my  lovely". 

Candidates  should  stick  by  foe 
side  of  the  celebrity  to  ensure 
inclusion  in  any  photos  or  TV 
clips.  Neither  celebrity  nor  can¬ 
didate  should  carry  anything  ex¬ 
cept  a  penC  Their  hands  should  be 
free  to  press  flesh,  sign  autographs, 
accept  gifts  or  pick  up  babies  (up 
to  age  two)  or  pets  (up  to  spaniel). 

Doubtful  voters  rarely  reach  foe 
centre  of  a  walkabout.  People  who 
meet  the  celebrity  or  candidate  are 
neatly  always  committed,  most  of 
them  to  the  party.  The  doubtfuls 
are  on  the  edge.  Plainclothes 
members  of  the  party  should 
mingle  with  them  and  gauge  their 
reactions.  They  should  not  argue 
against  hostile  comments,  but 
may  murmur  support  for  the 
celebrity  or  candidate. 

Attention  to  foe  above  points 
should  ensure  a  higher  standard  of 
walkabout  However,  I  remain 
convinced  that  foe  most  effective 
use  of  such  events  was  made  by 
foe  candidate  who  waited  for  the 
end  of  a  rival  party's  walkabout 
and  handed  out  leaflets  reading. 
"None  of  that  rubbish  or  distur¬ 
bance  came  from  my  party. 


confirmed  "the  liberty  of  election 
that  is  considered  of  prime  im¬ 
portance  and  necessity  for  foe 
English  church”  But  when  foe 
charter  was  reissued  in  1216,  and 
subsequently,  this  second  com¬ 
mitment  on  election  was  omitted 
and  only  foe.  more  generalised 
statement  retained. 

I  make  this  point  not  out  of 
pedantry  but  because  it  illustrates 
foe  way  in  which  tension  existed 
.n«H  bargains  were  Struck  through* 
out  the  Middle  Ages  between  the 
church  and  crown.  The  church 
tried  to  enforce  a  right  to  appoint 
foreigners  to  English  benefices  and 
to  impose  taxes  against  the  resis¬ 
tance  of  kings  and  commons.  Tbe 
crown  tried  to  influence  and  very 
often  succeeded  in  influencing 
church  appointments.  There  were 
too  distinct  authorities,  each 
demanding  allegiance,  and  the 
church  was  an  independent  power 
transcending  kingdoms  and 
centred  in  Rome. 

Of  course,  there  was  much 
overlapping.  English  kings  repeat¬ 
edly  employed  clerics  as  their 
ministers,  and  sometimes  regret¬ 
ted  it  as  when  Edward  HI,  after  a 
furious  political  quarrel  with  his 
minister.  Archbishop  Stratford, 
swore  that  he  would  never  again 
appoint  clergy  (who  were  pro¬ 
tected  by  their  doth)  to  office  but 
only  such  as  could,  if  convicted  of 
treason,  "be  drawn,  hanged  and 
beheaded”.  He  and  his  successors 
did  employ  clerks  again  out  of 
convenience.  But  in  those  times, 
when  they  were  in  politics  it  was  as 
politicians  rather  than  prelates. 
They  did  not  stand  on  foe 
sidelines  and  use  foeir  spiritual 
authority  to  make  oppositionist 
attacks  on  foe  economic  or  de¬ 
fence  policy  of  foe  time,  though  of 
course  they  might  preach  in 
general  terms  against  abuses. 

Today  we  have  a  very  different 
situation.  For  what  is  the 
authority  of  foe  Church  of  Eng¬ 
land  since  Henry  VIII  drove  out 
the  pope  and  Elizabeth  confirmed 
it?  Its  founding  authority  was  the 
crown  in  parliament,  which  first 
established  and  authorized  its 
liturgy.  The  crown  remains  tbe 
legal  basis  of  its  existence,  and 
parliament  is  still  the  ultimate 
guardian  of  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer.  Without  foe  crown,  the 
church  is  nothing  but  a  congeries 
of  different  beliefs,  practices  and 
congregations  with  no  cement  of 
authority  comparable  to  that  in 
the  name  of  which  Magna  Carla 
asserted  foe  church's  liberty. 

The  vestiges  of  tbe  royal  prerog¬ 
ative  enable  appointments  to  be 
made  with  some  regard  to  broader 
reactions  than  are  likely  to  come 
from  foe  bureaucracy  of  foe 
church  in  its  present  frame  of 
mind.  If  these  vestiges  go.  that  is 
virtual  disestablishment,  under 
which  foe  church  will  be  revealed 
in  its  foil  lade  of  authority  and  left 
to  the  rivalry  of  minorities,  strik¬ 
ing  bargains  to  be  ratified  by  an 
unrepresentative  general  synod. 
The  royal  prerogative  makes  pos¬ 
sible  a  response  to  wider  sensitiv¬ 
ities,  and  it  may  even  have  been 
exercised  to  that  end  in  tbe  matter 
of  Birmingham. 
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When  the  US  Secretary  of 
State,  Mr  George  Shultz,  briefs 
Nato  representatives  in  Brus¬ 
sels  today  on  his  talks  in 
Moscow,  he  will  appear  to  be 
bringing  with  him  much  of 
what  they  had  requested  in 
advance.  Not  only  will  he  tell 
them  that  the  superpowers  are 
closer  to  agreement  on  reduc- 
§•  ing  intermediate-range  nuclear 
forces  (INF)  in  Europe.  He  will 
also  present  an  assurance  from 
Moscow  that  it  is  prepared  to 
sacrifice  its  considerable 
superiority  in  shorter-range 
nuclear  weapons  by  the  sim¬ 
ple,  if  radical,  proposal  that  all 
such  weapons  should  be 
scrapped  within  the  year. 

On  the  face  of  it,  this 
proposal  should  assuage  much 
of  Western  Europe's  concern 
about  the  so-called  “zero 
option”  for  INF.  Coming 
within  days  of  the  Soviet 
leader's  offer  to  discuss  cuts  in 
shorter-range  missiles  before 
*  any  INF  agreement  is  final¬ 
ized,  it  suggests  that  Moscow 
recognizes  the  difficulties 
inherent  m  such  an  agreement 
and  has  gone  more  than  half¬ 
way  to  effect  a  compromise. 

It  is  important  to  recognize, 
however,  that  the  proposals 
Mr  Shultz  has  brought  back 
from  Moscow  also  correspond 
very  much  to  what  the  Soviet 
Union  wants  from  arms  con¬ 
trol'  progress  towards  an  INF 
agreement  and  the  eventual 
removal  of  all  nuclear  weap¬ 
ons  from  Europe.  The  implica¬ 
tions  for  Western  Europe  and 
for  the  Nato  alliance  as  a 
whole,  therefore,  need  to  be 
\  examined  very  closely. 

Over  the  past  six  weeks 
Soviet  proposals  for  restricting 
nuclear  weapons  in  Europe 
have  followed  each  other  with 
almost  unseemly  haste.  Such 
haste  has  various  possible 
explanations:  Mr  Gorbachov 
may  need  some  form  of  arms 
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control  agreement  urgently  for 
domestic  political  reasons:  be 
may  feel  President  Reagan 
needs  an  agreement  and  could 
be  ready  to  compromise.  He 
may  sense  that  the  relative 
benevolence  towards  the 
Soviet  leadership  in  Western 
capitals  has  to  be  exploited 
before  it  evaporates.  Whatever 
the  reason,  however,  arms 
control  agreements  need  care¬ 
ful  preparation.  They  cannot 
be  negotiated  overnight 

Soviet  haste  alone  should 
put  the  West  on  its  guard.  So 
too  should  the  absolute  nature 
of  the  Soviet  proposals.  Thus 
far  nothing  has  been  said 
about  reductions.  Moscow  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  interested  in 
elimination  of  nuclear  weap¬ 
ons  —  whether  intermediate- 
range  or  short-range  —  or 
nothing.  Now  the  Soviet  side 
may  simply  have  made  an 
opening  bid,  with  a  view  to 
negotiating  lower  numbers  of 
waibeads  on  either  side.  But 
this  question  requires  clarifica¬ 
tion. 

Assuming  that  Moscow  is 
seriously  interested  in  nego¬ 
tiating  lower  ceilings  of 
nuclear  missiles  in  Europe, 
there  is  a  basis  for  serious 
talking;  more  serious  perhaps 
than  at  any  time  since  the  Sah- 
2  talks  began  to  run  into 
difficulty  more  than  five  years 
ago.  In  this  event,  the  two 
superpowers  could  discuss 
significant  reductions  in  both 
medium-range  and  shorter- 
range  missiles  in  Europe. 
Soviet  willingness  to  reduce  its 
own  shorter-range  missiles  to 
zero  could  then  give  Nato  an 
opportunity  to  obtain  parity  at 
a  lower  level. 

There  is,  however,  another 
scenario,  according  to  which 
the  Soviet  Union  is  angling,  if 
not  for  a  nuclear-free  Europe 
(though  this  might  be  the 


ultimate  aim),  then  for  a 
return  to  a  situation  similar  to 
the  one  which  existed  before 
1981,  when  those  difficulties 
Struck  the  Geneva  talks.  If 
current  Soviet  proposals  were 
accepted  in  then-  entirety,  the 
effect  would  be  almost  tanta¬ 
mount  to  setting  back  the  arms 
control  dock  10  years. 

Western  Europe  would  still 
have  some  nuclear  capability, 
including  tactical  battlefield 
weapons  and  the  British  and 
French  independent  deter¬ 
rents.  It  would  also  enjoy  the 
protection  of  the  strategic  mis¬ 
siles  held  by  the  United  States. 
At  the  same  time,  however,  it 
would  be  vulnerable  to  Soviet 
superiority  in  both  strategic 
nuclear  weapons  and,  more 
especially,  in  conventional 
weapons. 

It  is  worth  recalling  that  this 
is  why  in  December  1979  Nato 
decided  on  its  twin-track  pol¬ 
icy  —  negotiation  coupled  with 
the  threat  of  INF  deployment 
—  in  the  first  place.  The 
solution  cannot  lie  in  a  return 
to  the  position  of  a  decade  ago. 

For  the  West  it  is  economic 
folly  to  start  building  up 
conventional  weapons  stocks 
which  are  so  much  more 
expensive  in  terms  of  money 
and  the  manpower  to  operate 
them. 

Above  all,  however,  it  is 
highly  doubtful  whether  the 
political  will  to  provide  tile 
money  (which  would  require 
unprecedented  levels  of  allied 
cooperation)  or  the  men 
(which  would  mean  the  British 
reintroduction  of  conscrip¬ 
tion)  would  be  there.  Any 
political  leader  who  supports 
the  zero  option  ought  also  to 
be  prepared  to  argue  for  the 
cost  of  it  He  or  she  will  have 
to  argue  it  to  electorates  which 
have  been  used  to  cheap 
defence  for  a  very  long  time. 


MR  GANDHI  FAILS  THE  TEST 


The  resignation  from  Rajiv 
Gandhi's  Cabinet  earlier  this 
week  of  Mr  Vishwanath 
Pratap  Singh,  the  former  In¬ 
dian  Defence  Minister,  has 
deprived  India  of  a  rare  poli¬ 
tician.  His  personal  in¬ 


test  of  Mr  Gandhfs  much- 
trumpeted  commitment  to 
clean  up  public  life. 

This  test  Mr  Gandhi  has 
failed.  Rather  than  allow  such 
people  to  be  brought  to  book, 
he  chose  to  force  his  minister 


corruptibility  made  him  stand  from  office.  He  has  thus  given 
out  in  a  field  crowded  with  the  dear  impression  that  he 


racketeers.  His  steadfast 
commitment  to  reform 
differentiated  him  from  the 
lacklustre  hangers-on  of  the 
Congress  Party  whose  only 
goal  is  to  flatter  the  Party 
leader.  In  short,  he  was  the  sort 
of  politician  Mr  Gandhi  needs 
but  does  not  have  enough  of- 

More  crippling  to  the  Indian 
government  than  the  actual 
loss  of  Mr  Singh,  however,  are 
ihe  circumstances  of  his 
resignation.  As  finance  min¬ 
ister  —  the  portfolio  he  held 
since  January  and  later  as 
defence  minister  —  he  in¬ 
stituted  inquiries  into  the  il¬ 
legal  foreign  accounts  held  by 
many  Indians  and  into  the 
scandalous  “kick-back”  pay¬ 
ments  that  have  accompanied 
India’s  defence  deals. 

In  each  case  it  was  thought 
that  Mr  Singh's  efforts  risked 
unearthing  thinly  concealed 
“business  activities’*  of  friends 
and  associates  of  Mr  Gandhi 
himself.  Although  the  manner 
in  which  the  inquiries  had 
been  instituted  may  have  been 
tactful,  they 


and  bis  friends  have  some¬ 
thing  to  hide. 

But  Mr  Singh's  resignation 
also  focuses  attention  on  the 
wider  crisis  in  Indian  politics. 
It  is  the  culmination  of  a  series 
of  political  failures  which 
point  to  a  growing  credibility 
problem  for  Mr  Gandhi.  In  the 
last  three  months  the  Indian 
Prime  Minister  has  shown 
Hamaging  signs  of  immaturity. 

In  January  the  foreign  sec¬ 
retary  was  abruptly  and  ar¬ 
rogantly  dismissed  at  a  press 
conference.  Shortly  after¬ 
wards,  Mr  Gandhi  allowed 
himself  to  become  locked  into 
a  constitutional  dispute  about 
whether  he  had  met  'his 
constitutional  obligation  to 
keep  the  President  informed. 
The  actual  details  of  the 
dispute  are  secondary  to  the 
suspicion  that  Mr  Gandhi 
may,  in  the  course  of  h,  .have 
lied  to  parliament  There  is 
also  the  growing  evidence  that 
the  Speaker  and  Congress  MPs 
are  now  obstructing  all  debate 
on  foe  issue. 

These  two  episodes  appear 
to  cast  doubt  on  Mr  Gandhi's

POVERTY  OF  EVIDENCE 

The  Low  Pay  Unit  —  if  it  is  and

Smith,  in  The  Wealth  of 
Nations.  ‘1  understand,  not 
only  the  commodities  which 


competence  to  govern.  The 
confusion  surrounding  his 
government's  policies  midway 
through  its  term  of  office  only 
underlines  the  problem. 

Rajiv  Gandhi  set  out  to 
refrain  the  economy,  bring 
peace  to  the  Punjab  and 
democratize  foe  Congress 
Party.  On  each  front,  be  has 
appeared  to  backoff  as  soon  as 
bus  attempted  reforms  en¬ 
countered  the  inevitable  back¬ 
lash. 

As  a  result,  plans  to  lib¬ 
eralize  the  economy  further 
have  been  jettisoned,  terror¬ 
ism  is  once  again  a  threat  to 
foe  Punjab  and  Congress  re¬ 
mains  unreformed.  Because 
Mr  Gandhi  set  so  much  store 
by  these  policies  when  he 
assumed  power  and  gained 
considerable  credit  from  them, 
however,  they  constituted 
much  of  his  mandate,  and  he 
has  not  lived  up  to  it. 

So  long  as  Mr  Singh  (and 
others  like  him)  served  in  Mr 
Gandhi's  government,  hope 
that  foe  spread  of  the  rot  could 
be  halted  was  kept  alive.  Mr 
Singh,  after  all,  was  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  government's  only 
real  success  —  its  first  reform¬ 
ing  budget  Now,  Mr  Gandhi 
has  not  only  lost  a  capable  and 
reliable  colleague  but,  far 
worse,  he  has  further  eroded 
the  residue  of  popular  belief  in 
his  ability  to  change  India. 


Nearly  nine  million  adult 
workers  in  Britain  are  so  low 
paid  that  they  live  in  poverty, 
that  is.

April  81- 
Like  her,  I  was  involved  m  a 
bereaved  family's  search  for 
information,  and,  while  I  would 
defend  the  Kent  police,  who  had 
an  impossible  job  but  did  it 
bravely,  1  would  support  her  on 
the  lessons  to  be  learnt  and  on  the 
suggestion  of  a  permanent  relative 
liaison  agency.  I  would  add: 

1.  While  we  need  a  centralised 
relative  b'aison  unit,  we  need 
dispersal  of  the  emergency  num¬ 
bers.  When  people  first  ring  in, 
they  do  not  expect  immediate 
answers.  But  they  want  to  register 
their  interest.  So  why  not  provide 
every  police  station  with  standard 
missing-persons  forms  which  peo¬ 
ple  can  complete  and  make 
contingency  arrangements  at  mar 
jor  police  stations  far  transmitting 
the  relevant  information  cm  to  a 
central  computet?  Thar  would 
save  all  concerned  a  whole  night  of 
fruitless  attempts  to  call  one 
overloaded  exchange. 

2.  Where  were  the  British  Em¬ 
bassy  in  all  this?  My  contact  went 
to  Zeebrugge  early  on  the  Saturday 
morning.  He  went  from  hospital 
to  hospital  in  search  of  his 

.  iter.  In  an  attempt  to 
out  a  list  of  hospitals,  be  rang 
the  British  Embassy.  No  reply.  On 
the  Sunday  he  was  given  the 
emergency  number.  The  answer¬ 
ing  voice  said  “Don’t  you  realise 
it’s  a  Sunday?"

Sir,  What  a  sad  tale  of  woe  Sondra 
Lawrence  describes  regarding 
ineptness  in  the  handling  of 
information  about  relatives 
“missing”  as  a  result  of  the  Herald 
of  Free  Enterprise  incident.  Much 
can  be  learnt  from  a  disaster 
organisation  set  up  in  Australia 
and  initiated  by  Dame  Phyllis 
Frost  some  IS  years  ago. 

This  national  organisation  takes 
overriding  control  in  such  situa¬ 
tions  once  the  problem  has  been 
officially  declared  to  be  serious.  It 
has  the  fall  support  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  the  police,  local  authorities, 
the  Red  Cross  and  many  other 


bodies  and  it  is  further  under¬ 
pinned  by  a  staff  training  college. 

Accountability,  centralisation 
of  information,  and  commonsense 
ability  to  deal  with  the  individual 
characteristics  of  each  disaster  are 
vested  in  a  small  highly  trained 
group  that  is  mobile  and  sympa¬ 
thetic  and  efficient  R  is  an  eff¬ 
ective  model  well  worth  exam¬ 
ination  and  translation  to  the 
United  Kingdom.

Sir,  Major-General  Mans  (March 
25)  and  Dr  Hobbs  (April  4)  seem 
to  be  unaware  of  what  is  already  in 
place  in  this  country  to  deal 
promptly  and  effectively  with 
disasters  and  emergencies,  the 
responsibility  of  the  dvfl  power. 

At  local  level  we  have  the  police, 
fire  and  ambulance  services,  the 
local  authorities  of  all  lands  and 
numerous  voluntary  bodies. 

Coastal  and  marine  accidents  to 
ships,  craft  and  aircraft  are  the 
immediate  responsibility  of  HM 
Coastguard:  it  has  extensive 
com  uni  cations  links  with  the 
RNLI,  police,  civil  and  military 
rescue  services,  naval  and  air 
headquarters,  every  relevant  gov¬ 
ernment  department  and  special 
is*  service,  as  well  as  local 
authorities,  harbourmasters,  radio 
stations,  airports,  and  many  more. 

For  major  incidents  and  disas¬ 
ters  the  Cabinet  Office  co¬ 
ordinates  Government  policy  and 
action,  but  infant  reaction  must 
rely  on  rapid  local  initiatives  at 
any  time  of  week,  day  or  night, 
that  were  so  well  demonstrated  by 
the  Zeebrugge  authorities  a  month 
ago. 

Your  correspondents  should 
not  suppose  that  the  Armed 
Forces  are  not  always  ready  for 
rapid,  often  immediate  and  very 
effective  assistance,  but  it  is 
important  that  that  highly  devel¬ 
oped  capability  is  seen  to  be  in 
answer  to  a  call  from  the  civil 
power,  which  has  access  to  the  far 
wider  resources  of  foe  whole 
community.

Nursing  shortage 

From  DrG.  C  Hanson  and  Dr 
H.  £  R.  Chew 

Sir,  We  work  in  a  busy  district 
general  hospital  and  are  heavily 
involved  in  the  care  of  the 
critically  ill,  running  the  intensive 
therapy  unit  which  serves  the 
district.  The  shortage  of  trained 
nurses  in  onr  hospital  has  become 
critical;  seriously  ill  patients  are 
being  denied  treatment  on  the 
intensive  therapy  unit  because  of  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  staffed 
beds  available.  Patients  are  not 
receiving  the  standards  of  care 
they  need. 

Many  nurses  have  left  the 
National  Health  Service  because 
pay  and  working  conditions  are 
poor  compared  with  those  obtain¬ 
ing  in  the  private  sector,  in 
Australia  or  in  America.  Many 
fully  trained  nurses  have  left  to 
pursue  other  occupations.  Trained 
nurses  hold  very  responsible  posit¬ 
ions,  are  essential  for  patient  care 
and  work  long  hard  hours.

They 
deserve  a  better  salary,  improved 
living  conditions  and  more  flex¬ 
ible  working  hours;  without  these 
the  exodus  will  continue. 

It  is  essential  that  something  is 
done  quickly  before  morale  is 
completely  lost  and  the  health 
service  collapses.

Normally 
artificial  light  will  not  be  required 
for  three  quarters  of  opening 
hours.  If  the  walls  were  darker  and 


the  colour  extended  higher,  much 
of  this  light  would  be  lost  While 
there  may  be  some  details  which 
one  could  question,  in  general  the 
effect  of  the  galleries  is  simple  but 
noble,  quiet  but  alive.  The  quality 
of  the  building  and  its  details  are 
remarkable. 

As  a  trustee  of  the  Tate  involved 
nearly  20  years  ago  in  the  battle  for 
the  site  I  think  that  the  time  has 
come  for  an  expression  of  delight 
at  this  splendid  addition  to 
London  and  of  gratitude  to  the 
benefactor  who  has  made  ft  pos¬ 
sible.

A  crisis  m  new 
legal  service? 

From  Mr  Patrick  McLoughlin  and 
Mr  David  Twigg 

Sir,  In  view  of  the  response  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Prosecutions 
(report,  April  10)  to  the  nation¬ 
wide  survey  of  lawyers  in  the 
Crown  Prosecution  Service  (re¬ 
port,  April  8)  it  was  perhaps  not 
wholly  surprising  that,  the  survey 
disclosed  that  only  32  lawyers  (4 
per  cent)  out  of  739  lawyers 
expressed  confidence  in  senior 
management  of  the  CPS  and  that 
morale  in  the  service  appears  to 
have  collapsed  in  many  areas. 
However,  what  is  rather  more 
stunning  is  the  indifference  of  die 
director  ro  the  facts  in  attempting 
to  bluster  away  an  unanswerable 
case  supported  by  evidence. 

Before  the  survey  started  it  was 
predictable,  in  the  event  of  ad¬ 
verse  results,  there  would  be  an 
attack  upon  the  questionnaire.  In 
fact  the  questions  asked  in  relation 
to  prosecution  standards,  morale, 
future  career  intentions  and  con¬ 
fidence  in  senior  management 
were  meticulously  drafted  so  as  to 
be  utterly  neutral 

Nobody  was  asked  “if  they,  are 
underpaid  or  overworked”,  as  the 
DPP  suggests.  It  is  a  curiously 
gross  insult  to  all  CPS  lawyers  that 
the  DPP  should  consider  that  the 
overwhelming  majority  of  such 
lawyers  are  incapable  of  apprais¬ 
ing  the  nature  of  a  questionnaire 
submitted  to  them  and  answering 
those  questions  accurately  and 
honestly  and  should  regard  their 
answers  as  “rubbish”. 

It  is  also  difficult  to  understand 
how  the  DPP  can  support  his 
other  reported  assertions.  The 
proposed  “lawyers'  allowance” 
would  be  payable  to  barely  20  per 
cent  of  CPS  lawyers:  it  does 
nothing  to  answer  the  recruitment 
and  retention  problems  relating  to 
the  lack  of  career  prospects  even  of 
those  whom  it  benefits,  and  it 
further  alienates  the  remaining  80 
per  cent  of  CPS  lawyers. 

The  suggestion  that  imminent 
managerial  restructuring  will  in¬ 
crease  local  involvement  in  CPS 
management  is  insupportable;  the 
effect  of  creation  of  the  (London- 
based)  regional  posts  is  to  reduce 
in  status  (and  in  some  cases  in 
“grade”)  the  local  chief  crown 
prosecutors  and  to  interpose  a 
layer  of  management  which  will 
insulate  central  management  from 
direct  contact  with  local  chief 
crown  prosecutors. 

Finally,  ft  is  curious  to  observe 
the  DPP  refer  to  the  problem  of 
Saturday  working  as  “largely 
resolved”  and  to  refer  to  “certain 
pay  disparities”  as  if  it  were  a 
peripheral  issue  when  the  director 
knows  (or  should  know)  that  the 
fragile  national  agreement  on 
Saturday  working  is  under  im¬ 
minent  threat  as  a  result  of 
management  action  and  legal 
moves  by  CPS  lawyers.

"A  SPELLING  BEE” 

(From  Our  American  Correspondent.) 

PHILADELPHIA.  April  1. 

The  Session  of  Congress  being 
ended  and  business  not  yet  haying 
thoroughly  revived,  the  American 
people  have  during  the  past  few 
weeks  been  indulging  in  a  new 
p&stime.  which  is  becoming  as 
universal  as  it  is  popular.  This  is 
the  “Spelling  Bee”,  a  New  England 


invention  which  has  made  rapid 
strides  over  the  country.  “Spelling” 
for  prizes  is  the  prevailing  infatua¬ 
tion,  and  every  town  and  village  is 
having  its  “bee",  attended  by 
crowds  who  cheer  the  successful 
and  laugh  at  those  who  are  afflicted 
with  a  “bad  spell”. . .  It  is  gratify¬ 
ing  to  know  that  the  public  taste, 
diverted  into  this  channel  will 
enjoy  a  temporary  relief  from  the 
almost  perpetual  political  wran¬ 
gling  in  which  we  indulge. 

The  most  elaborate  ‘‘Spelling 
Bee"  in  this  part  of  the  country  was 
held  at  the  Academy  of  Music,  in 
Philadelphia,  on  the  evening  of  the 
25th  of  March,  at  least  4,000  people 
crowding  the  auditorium.  The 
novelty  of  the  thing  and  the  belief 
of  many  that  they  could  beat  the 
champions"  added  to  the  attrac¬ 
tions,  and  hundreds  were  left 
outside  the  building  who  could  not 
possibly  get  in.  There  were  80 
competitors  for  the  six  prizes 
offered  —  40  ladies  and  40  gentle¬ 
men  -  the  majority  of  them  being 
school  teachers,  ana  at  8  p.m.  they 
marched  in  procession  upon  the 
stage.. . 

The  following  were  the  rules:— 
“First.  The  class  will  be  com¬ 
posed  of  an  equal  number  of  laities 
and  gentlemen,  who  will  occupy 
opposite  sides  of  the  stage. 

“Second.  Webster’s  Unabridged 
Dictionary  will  be  the  standard. 
“Third.  The  spelling  will  be  oral 
“Fourth.  Words  spelt  more  than 
one  way  by  Webster  will  be 
omitted. 

“Fifth.  No  word  will  be  used 
consecutively. 

“Sixth.  One  word  mispeded  rules 
the  mispeller  out- 

“Seventh.  Any  competitor  mis¬ 
understanding  a  word  may  ask  one 
repetition,  if  no  attempt  at  spelling 
the  word  has  been  previously 
made.” 

A  teacher  of  elocution  gave  oat 
the  words  in  a  loud  voice,  the 
audience  watching  with  dose  at¬ 
tention.  “Difference,”  “dialogue,1 
“corrigible,"  and  “varioloid”  were 
announced  one  after  another  and 
were  all  spelt  correctly,  a  lady  and 
gentleman  being  alternately  select¬ 
ed.  Then  “musketeer”  fell  to  the  lot 
of  a  young  lady,  who  spelt  it 
“muscateer,”  whim  a  roar  from  the 
audience  anwQiwyarl  her  failure, 
and  die  blushingly  stepped  out  of 
the  class.  A  dozen  more  words  were 
spelt  correctly,  when  “excitation" 
brought  down  the  first  young  man 
who  made  a  dash  at  it  with  “ecd: 
and  got  no  further  as  the  shouts  of| 
the  audience  drowned  his  voice. 
“Gourmand”  spoilt  the  fortune  of| 
another  man.  Then  there  was  some 
correct  spelling  until  “duellist" 
came  along,  and.  of  course,  killed 
his  man,  who  was  uncertain  about 
the  “Fs  ,"  “benison”  acquired  a  new 
meaning  for  a  lady;  “chloroform” 
quieted  a  youth;  “perigrinatjon 
was  what  the  next  champion 
performed,  and  “tyxnpan"  was  too 
discordant  for  a  lady’s  ears. . . 
Then  the  dan  was  reduced  to  the 
six  to  whom  prizes  were  to  be 
awarded  —  four  ladies  and  two 
gentlemen,  and  the  competition 
was  continued  to  see  which  would 
live  the  longest. . . 

“Purview”  took  number  six.  a 
lady;  “testatious”  number  five,  a 
gentleman  who  had  made  a  greatl 
il  of  amusement  and  whose 
downfall  was  most  warmly  re¬ 
ceived.  Now  were  left  three  ladies 
and  one  gentleman,  but  they 
survived  but  a  short  time,

Somali  expedition 

From  MrJ.  W.  Howard 
Sir.  The  interesting  “On  This 
Day”  piece  (April  1).  about  the 
Somali  Expedition  m  February, 
1901.  carried  a  preface  implying 
that  the  events  narrated  took  place 
in  or  near  British  Somaliland  and 
were  part  of  the  campaign  against 
the  Mad  Mullah. 

In  fact,  the  places  mentioned  — 
Aftnadu.  Yonie  and  Kismayu,  all 
in  Jubaland  —  are  in  the  southern¬ 
most  comer  of  what  is  now 
Somalia  and  are  about  800  miles 
away  from  what  was  then  British 
Somaliland.  The  expedition  was 
not  pan  of  the  military  operations 
against  the  Mad  Mullah;  these 
started  in  May,  1901,  in  southern 
British  Somaliland. 

It  appears  that  the  main  cause  of 
the  trouble  in  Jubalaud  at  that 
time  was  the  attempted  settlement 
by  the  British  Administration  of 
claims  for  blood  money  against 
the  Sultan  of  Zanzibar  who  owned 
the  coastal  strip.  According  to 
Colonel  Moyse-Bartlett,  in  his 
book  The  King's  African  Rifles. 
“this  was  a  false  move,  for  inter¬ 
tribal  claims  and  counter-claims 
made  the  division  of  this  money 
very  complicated  and  led  at  once 
to  disaffection  and  unrest".

So  popular  was  die  work  that  a  second 
edition  was  published  in  Edinburgh  in  1787 
and  this  edition  was  pirated  within  the  year  by 
a  Dublin  publisher,  William  Gilbert. 

Christie's  also  had  a  copy  of  the  Dublin 
pirate  edition,  which  sold  for  £1,22#  (estimate 
£200-6300).  Most  of  the  book  is  identical  to  the 
Edinburgh  edition  lad  the  engraved  portrait 
frontispiece  caused  Mr  Gilbert  some  problems. 
It  had  to  be  copied  by  another  engraver  and  the 
copy  plate  printed  his  image  in  reverse.  The 
copyist  used  some  artistic  licence,  giving  die 
poet  a  little  extra  hair. 

At  Sotheby's  in  London  landscapes  by 
Hiroshige  and  Hokusai  were  the  star  turns  of  a 
Japanese  print  sale.  They  have  been  climbing 


Hiroshige’s  famous  “The  Fifty-three  Stations 
on  tiie  Tokaido  Road"  selling  for  £41,800 
(estimate  £25,000-630,000).  Individual  pruts 
were  doing  very  nicely  as  well  with  “A  Sodden 
Shower  over  Ohashi  Bridge  at  Atake"  from 
Hiroshige’s  “The  Hundred  Views  of  Edo  at 

£8£00  (estimate  £6,000-67,000). 

In  contrast  the  eighteenth  century  woodcuts 
depicting  the  lives  of  beantifh!  courtesans,  the 
golden  age  ofUldyo-e  prints,  were  not  in  much 
demand  and  seemed  cheap.  A  Hanraobn  print 
of  two  courtesans  in  a  room,  one  reading  ana 
the  other  engaged  with  a  pretty  lacquer  box, 
sold  for  £660  (estimate  £700-6800). 

The  same  went  for  the  actor  portraits  by 
Shunsho  and  his  school  dating  from  the  late 
eighteenth  and  early  nineteenth  century.  An 
actor  standing  under  a  branch  of  cherry 
blossom  by  Shm'ei  could  be  had  for  £275 
(estimate  £250-6300).  The  morning  sale 
totalled  £239,151  with  8  per  cent  unsold. 

In  the  afternoon  sale  there  were  some  high 
prices  for  Japanese  screens  with  a  seventeenth 
century  six-fold  gold  screen  painted  with 
scenes  in  the  park  of  a  nobleman's  mansion 
securing  £24,200  (estimate  £7,000-610,000).  ,

Along  with  the  hyped -ep  publicity,  the  excited  reviews  frost 
younger  critics  and  the  consequent  healthy  sales  of  his  first  al¬ 
bum,  the  saxophonist  Courtney  Pine  (above)  has  had  to  face  up 
to  a  measure  of  resentment  from  an  older  generation  of 
musicians  who  cannot  comprehend  why  this  yotmg  fellow, 
barely  out  of  school,  shonld  be  receiving  so  orach  publicity  at  a 
time  when  seasoned  practitioners  are  feeling  the  cold  wind  of 
public  indifference.  It  would  be  easier  for  them  Co  understand  if 
Pine  were  playing  a  new  style  of  music,  with  a  specific  appeal  to 
the  young.  They  know,  thoegh,  that  be  is  only  working  his  way 
through  the  lessons  set  in  the  Fifties  and  early  Sixties  by  the 
American  masters  John  Coltrane  and  Sonny  Rollins,  and 
learnt  word-perfect  many  years  ago  by  such  fine  British 
saxophonists  as  Alan  Skidmore,  Tony  Coe,  Art  Themen  and 
Don  Weller.  There  is  nothing  new  in  this  sort  of  irony,  of  course. 
In  the  Forties,  the  psychologically  fragile  Lester  Young  was 
driven  to  the  edge  of  his  sanity  by  his  impersonators,  whose 
omnipresence  imprisoned  him  in  a  hall  of  mirrors.  Those 
curious  about  the  One  extent  of  Pine's  talent  —  and,  more  im¬ 
portantly,  the  scale  of  his  potential  —  can  find  out  tonight  when 
his  quartet  appears  at  the  Fairfield  Halls,  Croydon  (01-668 
9291, 730pm,  £5304630).

On  the  New  York  stage, 
Beth  Henley’s  Crimes  of 
the  Heart  —  the  darkly 
comic  tale  of  three 
Southern  sisters  with 
mixed-up  lives  —  was  performed  by 
experienced,  but  none  too  starry 
players;  Bruce  BeresforcTs  film  goes 
for  glitter  with  Diane  Keaton,  Sissy 
Space k  and  Jessica  Lange.  The 
casting  is  certainly  astute. 

The  eerie,  elfin  Spacek  is  made  to 
measure  for  Babe,  the  childlike 
aster  under  arrest  for  shooting  her 
husband,  a  local  senator  whp  tum¬ 
bled  to  her  iove-maltiag  \yith  a 
teenage  black  handyman.  "Lange 
brings  a  valuable  hand  edge  zd  Meg, 
the  sun-bleached  sister  from  Los 
Angeles  whose  singing  career  has 
petered  out;  and  Keaton  piles  ail  her 
nervous  mannerisms  into  the  rote  of 
Lenny,  the  eldest  girl  feting 
spinsterhood  with  white  ankle- 


socks,  long  skirts  and  flailing  arms. 
The  three  gather  together  to  plan 
Babe's  defence  and  unravel  past 
memories —from  old  boyfriends  to 
their  mother’s  strange  suicide  in  the 
cellar  (she  hung  herself  along  with 
the  cat). 

Beth  Henley's  play  is  rich  in  fee 
baroque  comedy  of  lives  running 
out  of  kilter,  and  fee  stars  enjoy  fee 
opportunity  to  let  their  hair  down 
with  a  Southern  accent.  On  stage, 
everything  happened  in  the  kitchen; 
now  we  roam  all  over  a  sprawling 
bouse  in  North  Carolina,  trans¬ 
formed  by  fee  production  designer 
Ken  Adam  into  a  weather-beaten 
palace  of  gables,  towers,  lattice- 
work,  lampshades  and  decade  upon 
decade  of  furniture.  Bercsfoid  takes 
care — too  much  care — to  frame  his 
actors  wife  domestic  clutter,  when 
fee  characters  are  governed  by  wild 
impulses,  a  style  so  respectful  so 
academic,  has  fee  taming  effect  of  a 
pail  of  cold  water.  But  at  times  fee 


right  note  is  struck  —  as  when 
Spacek  walks  downstairs  to  a  ring¬ 
ing  phone,  a  rope  and  broken 
chandelier  trailing  behind  after  a 
failed  attempt  at  hanging.  As  she 
observes  later,  “I'm  having  a  bad 
day". 

The  last  Lasse  Hallstr&m 
film  to  be  distributed  here 
was  fee  1977  Abba  -  The 
Movie.  Luckily  fee  Swed¬ 
ish  director  has  put  hack¬ 
work  behind  him:  My  Life  as  a  Dog, 
made  in  1985,  bristles  wife  charac¬ 
ter  and  charm.  The  story  of  a 
mischievous  12-year-old  boy  in  the 
1950s  coming  to  terms  wife  death 
and  responsibility  stems  from  a 
popular  novel,  though  this  still 
seems  pre-eminently  a  director’s 
film.  You  sense  a  guiding  hand 
thrusting  the  narrative  forward, 
establishing  fee  mood  of  nostalgia 
through  diffused  lighting,  and  steer¬ 
ing  fee  players  away  from  mawkish 
porridge  or  buffoonery. 


Consider  the  material’s  pitfalls. 
Ingemar,  a  boy  too  lively  for  his 
ailing  mother  (who  ultimately  dies), 
is  sent  to  live  with  relatives  in  the 
country.  He  sorely  misses  bis  dog, 
but  is  gradually  sucked  into  the 
daily  round  —  sparring  wife  other 
children,  reading  lingerie  adverts  to 
fee  invalid  Mr  Arviddson,  acting  as 
chaperon  to  a  sculptor’s  nude 
model,  and  listening  endlessly  to  his 
uncle's  record  of  “I've  Got  a  Lovely 
Bunch  of  Coconuts". 

The  village  has  more  than  the 
national  average  of  eccentrics,  and  a 
few  toes  might  curl  at  the  pastoral 
whimsy.  Yet  HaUstrom  channels  all 
human  foibles  through  the  questing 
mind  of  fee  young  hero,  tentatively 
exploring  his  developing  sexuality 
and  fee  dark  feelings  of  guilt  over 
his  mother’s  death.  At  times 
Ingemar's  thoughts  fill  the  sound¬ 
track  to  the  visual  accornpaniemem 
of  fee  sky  at  night:  “It’s  not  so  bad  if 
you  think  about  it",  he  muses, 


recalling  a  canine  space  voyage 
who  starved  Jo  death  for  fee  cause 
of  progress,  “it  could  have  been 
worse.” 

Imagine  this  wife  a  graduate  from 
fee  Margaret  O’Brien  School  of 
Acting:  fee  film  would  collapse  in  a 
pool  of  ware.  But  Hallstrfim  con¬ 
jures  a  miraculous  performance 
from  Anton  GUnzelius:  no  jerks  8t 
the  heart-strings,  no  precocious 
grasping  at  emotions  out  of  reach  — 
just  the  natural,  quixotic  moods  of 
an  impish,  sensitive  lad,  suddenly 
forced  to  grow  up,  feting  life  wife  a 
brave,  open  bean. 

Cumbersomely  adapted 
from  an  obviously  large 
novel,  fee  virtue  of  Fons 
Rade  makers’s  The  As¬ 
sault  lies  in  its  character 
psychology.  Rademakers,  a  leading 
Dutch  director  now  in  his  late 
sixties,  paints  a  valid  portrait  of  a 
child  who  lost  his  family  in  fee  Nazi 
occupation,  growing  into  manhood 
with  hidden  emotional  scars.  But 
fee  defects  mount  up  so:  the 
ponderous  direction;  the  simplistic 
use  of  actuality  footage  to  pinpoint 
the  passing  years;  the  severe  face  of 
fee  lead  actor,  Derek  de  Lint;  fee 
indifferent  music  smeared  across 
scenes  like  jam.  The  Assault  was  this 
year’s  Oscar-winner  for  fee  Best 
Foreign  Film. 

Almost  You,  a  bitter-sweet  com¬ 
edy  from  1984,  deserves  exhuma¬ 
tion,  though  it  cannot  be  counted  a 
great  success:  its  young  director, 
Adam  Brooks,  lets  time  hang  heavy 
over  scenes  feat  should  fly  wife  fee 
wind.  Yet  at  least  he  never  stifles  his 
attractive  cast  —  including  Griffin 
Dunne  as  the  harassed  New  Yorker 
trying  to  break  free  from  marriage, 
and  Brooke  Adams  as  fee  brittle 
wife  with  a  dislocated  hip  but  a  very 
mobile  tongue.

It  says  much  for  Elijah 
Moshinsky's  production  of 
Otello,  perhaps  underesti¬ 
mated  when  first  seen  in 
January,  that  it  can  absorb  an 
almost  total  cast-change,  in 
roles  both  large  and  small 
without  showing  signs  of 
strain.  It  may  at  times  look  a 
bit  like  fee  National  Gallery— 
the  old  part,  not  fee  Sainsbmy 
Wing  —  but  it  is  a  very 
workable  vehicle  for  singers. 

For  this  first  revival  Covenl 
Garden  have  assembled  the 
kind  of  line-up  one  might  hear 
on  a  good  night  at  the  Verona 
Arena.  Vladimir  Atlantov, 
Sherrill  Milnes  and  Rosalind 
Plowright  must  have  given  a 
good  300  performances  of 
Otello  between  them;  none 
however  has  sung  in  fee  work 
at  fee  Royal  Opera  House 
before.  What  emerges  is  an 
evening  wife  plenty  of  vocal 
power  and  not  a  great  deal  of 
subtlety.

The  general  tenor  of  this 
music,  though,  is  brash  and 
burly,  and  this  seemed  to  suit  ' 
the  young  American  conduc-  - 
tor  Andrew  Litton.  One  was 
less  convinced  when  he  ap¬ 
proached  Schumann's  First 
Symphony  similarly.  If  this 
gloriously  idiosyncratic  tum¬ 
ble  of  a  piece  is  to  be 
performed  by  a  chamber  or¬ 
chestra  it  needs  crisp  and 
discriminating  handling.

Plenty  of  British  singers,  from 
Stew  Winwood  to  Mick 
Hncknall  have  done  well  in 
the  genre  known  as  “bine-eyed 
sooT.  However  devoted  he 
may  be,  though,  no  Brit  can 
hope  to  be  as  convincing  as 
someone  who  has  grown  up 
among  the  rhythms  and  ca¬ 
dences  of  sonl  music.  That 
special  quality  —  shared  with 
the  likes  of  Charlie  Rich,  the 
Young  Rascals'  Felix  Cava- 
liere  and  whoever  sang  the 
lead  on  Fhuaing  Ember's 
“Westbound  No  9”  —  is  what 
makes  Michael  McDonald  so 
completely  convincing. 

The  concerts  on  his  first 
British  tour  have  been  a 
textbook  demonstration  of 
how  to  blend  the  full-frontal 
power  of  rock  V  roll  with  the 
emotional  depth  of  the  best 
sonl  mask  —  a  fusion  fur 
which  his  career  has  provided 
the  perfect  training.  After 
reviving  the  Doobie  Brothers,

Nation  mourns

**I  think  of  the  man  who 
acted  as  a  bridge  to  allow 
others  to  crawl  across,  and  the 
grandmother  who  tried  to 
save  someone  in  a  falling 
wheelchair*1,  the  Archbishop 

said.  .  , 

Princess  Anne,  the  Duke  of 
Edinburgh  and  the  Prime 
Minister.  Mrs  Margaret  That¬ 
cher  were  among  guests  at  the 
memorial  service  to 
commemorate  those  who  died 
and  to  acknowledge  the  work 
of  rescue  teams  in  the  disaster. 

Two  survivors  from  the 
crew,  assistant  purser  Steven 
Homewood  and  bosun  Ter¬ 
ence  Ayling,  laid  a  wreath  of 
golden  carnations  and  rose¬ 
mary  before  the  nave  altar 
while  the  congregation  stood 
in  silence.  Alter  the  service, 
the  Prime  Minister  and  the 
Archbishop  were  introduced 
to  survivors  and  relatives. 

The  chairman  of  P  &  O,  Sir 
Jeffrey  Sterling,  and  the 
Bishop  of  Bruges  read  the  first 
and  second  lessons  after  the 
laying  of  the  wreath. 

Captain  David  Lewry.  the 
man  in  charge  of  the  vessel  at 
the  time  of  the  disaster,  sat 
with  members  of  his  crew 
throughout  the  service.  His 
wile  Patricia  wept  as  they  left 
after  the  service. 

More  tales  of  heroism 
emerged  as  survivors,  rescuers 
and  relatives  were  brought 
together  for  the  first  time  since 
the  disaster  and  shared  stories 
in  the  Cathedral  forecourt 
after  the  service. 

Lisa  Cain,  aged  21.  spoke 
for  the  first  lime  of  how  sbe 
lost  her  mother,  father  and 
grandmother  when  the  ferry 
capsized  and  of  how  she 
narrowly  escaped  death  her¬ 
self. 

She  said:  “My  parents  and 
my  grandmother  were  in  the 
duty  free  shop.  I  was  looking 
after  the  luggage  at  the  back  or 
the  boat  when  it  tipped  over. 
As  1  fell  off  my  seat  a  lady 
grabbed  me.  She  stopped  me 


falling.  I  saw  this  lady's  best 
friend  fall  through  the  glass 
window  and  into  the  water. 
She  died.  A  man  grabbed  hold 
of  me  and  hauled  me  onto 
some  rope.  I  was  pulled  out 
and  put  in  a  fishing  boat-” 

Lisa  who  is  now  living  with 
relatives  near  Twickenham, 
west  London,  said:  “I  never 
saw  the  lady  who  helped  me 
again.  Without  her  I  would 
have  fallen  straight  off  my 
seat,  through  the  glass  and 
into  the  sea.  I  have  no  idea 
whether  she  survived  or  not, 
but  she  saved  my  life." 

Mr  Andrew  Parker,  who 
helped  save  the  lives  of  20 
people  when  he  used  his  body 
to  form  a  human  bridge,,  was 
one  of  those  introduced  to 
Mrs  Thatcher  and  Dr  Runcie. 

The  Prime 

Ministenrecognized  him  in¬ 
stantly  from  pictures  she  had 
seen  on  television,  Mr  Parker 
said  afterwards. 

“She  was  very  comforting. 
She  thanked  me  and  all  of  us 
for  doing  what  we  did." 

Mrs  Felicity  Smith,  who  lost 
her  mother,  Mrs  Mary  Smith, 
in  the  disaster  said:  “It  gave 
me  tremendous  strength  to  be 
with  so  many  people.  I  have 
been  alone  for  so  long.  I  am 
only  really  just  coming  to 
terms  with  it,  after  the 
service." 

Steward  Peter  Scamp  nar¬ 
rowly  escaped  being  in  the 
boat  himself  after  going  on 
leave  the  day  before.  “The 
service  seemed  to  bring  us  all 
very  close.  It  was  a  very  deep, 
emotional  thing,  to  be  able  to 
get  everyone  together  at  the 
same  lime.  I  knew  all  the  crew 
who  lost  their  lives,  one  of 
them  was  my  best  friend." 

Judge  Arthur  D’Hoest, 
heading  the  Belgian  inquiry, 
revealed  that  seven  bodies 
now  await  formal  identifica¬ 
tion  in  Bruges.  “We  all  came 
here  with  sympathy  to  express 
our  sentiments  to  the  families. 
It  was  very  emotional,  very 
moving”

He  said  :  “This  is  all  about 
legal  liability.  Ifpollution  were 
caused  by  chemicals  we 
should  not  have  been  carrying 
wc  would  have  been  held 
responsible,  unless  we  could 
show  that  we  had  been 
conned.  This  company  always 
sticks  to  the  regulations.  It  is 
not  in  our  interests  to  do 
otherwise." 

The  public  prosecutor  in 
charge  of  the  Zeebrugge  en¬ 
quiry  appealed  yesterday  to 
the  public  not  to  touch  any 
chemical  drums  on  beaches  as 
they  could  contain  dangerous 
poison  from  the  disaster  ferry. 

Mr  Omer  Valcke.  public 
prosecutor  at  the  Court  of 
Bruges,  sent  a  telex  to  beach 
and  local  authorities  warning 
of  the  danger  to  children  after 
four  members  of  the  Belgium 
Civil  Protection  Force  suf¬ 
fered  injuries  when  a  drum 
containing  toluene-isocyanate 
exploded  over  them.  One  man 
suffered  burns  to  the  hands 
and  feet.  The  others  received 


eye  injuries. 

Professor  Aubin  Heyn- 
driefcx.  of  Ghent  University,  a 
leading  Belgian  toxicologist, 
said  the  chemical  which  ex¬ 
ploded  was  from  the  same 
group  as  methyl-isocyanate, 
the  chemical  which  caukd  the 
Bhopal,  India,  disaster. 

He  said  that  the  6 1  drums  of 
cyanide  solution  aboard  the 
Herald  of  Free  Enterprise  were 
probably  safe  if  they  leaked 
into  the  water,  unless  they 
came  into  contact  with  any 
acids. 

Professor  Heyndrikx  said: 
“It  is  vital  that  before  the 
Easter  holiday  we  make  sure 
we  have  proper  warnings  out 
to  the  public  and  to  all  the 
holiday  beaches.  If  children 
get  hold  of  these  drums  it 
would  be  a  catastrophe." 

He  also  warned  of  dan¬ 
gerous  unnamed  chemicals 
contained  in  a  series  of  black 
plastic  buckets  on  ibe  ferry. 
The  buckets  were  closed  but 
not  sealed  and  contained  less 
than  five  litres  of  material. 


Captain  Rod  Shaw,  assis¬ 
tant  harbourmaster  at  Har¬ 
wich.  Essex,  warned  yesterday 
of  the  dangers  of  undeclared 
chemical  cargoes. 

“We  are  charged  with  ensur¬ 
ing  the  safety  of  shipping  in 
our  areas  but  we  have  no  way 
of  knowing  exactly  what  car¬ 
goes  are  on  board  any  particu¬ 
lar  vessel.  We  are  expected  to 
have  emergency  plans  for 
potential  incidents  but  we 
don’t  have  any  real  idea  of  the 
kind  of  materials  we  might 
have  to  deal  with",  he  said. 

“There  is  definitely  a  loop¬ 
hole  in  the  existing  controls 
and  the  new  regulations  are  a 
step  in  the  right  direction  to 
close  it  At  the  moment  every¬ 
thing  is  done  on  trust.

Jobless  heads 
below  3m 

Latest  figures  add  to 
pressure  for  early  poll

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The  unemployment  total  fell 
last  month,  its  eighth 
successive  monthly  decline. 
Lord  Young  of  Graffham,  the 
Secretary  of  Stale  for  Employ¬ 
ment  predicted  that  the  job¬ 
less  total  would  fell  below 
three  million  over  the  next 
two  months. 

The  sustained  fall  in  un¬ 
employment  and  the  prospect 
of  an  early  foil  below  the 
symbolic  three  million  level, 
will  add  to  the  pressure  on  the 
Prime  Minister  to  call  a  June 
general  election. 

With  the  Government 
strongly  ahead  in  the  opinion 
polls  and  news  on  both  un¬ 
employment  and  inflation  set 
fair  until  the  summer,  the 
argument  for  an  early  poll  has 
strengthened. 

Mrs  Thatcher  will  have 
both  the  April  unemployment 
figures  and  the  May  7  local 
election  results  at  her  disposal 
before  she  has  to  decide  on  a 
June  election  date. 

A  June  18  election  would 
capture  both  the  drop  in 
unemployment  below  three 
million  and  an  expected  drop 
in  the  inflation  rate  below  the 
3.7  per  cent  recorded  just 
before  the  June  1983,  election. 


The  unemployment  total 
dropped  by  82,439  last  month 
to  3,143,370,  or  11.4  per  cent 
of  the  working  population. 
This  was  the  biggest  March 
fall  since  the  current  claimant 
count  figures  began  in  1971. 

The  more  representative 
adult  total,  seasonally  ad¬ 
justed,  fdJ  by  30,100  to 
3,042,900  —  1 1  per  cent  of  the 
working  population.  Over  the 
past  six  months  this  total  has 
shown  an  average  monthly  foil 
of 25,000. 

“We  have  now  seen  a  drop 
of  180,000  since  last  July  to 
the  lowest  level  for  two-and-a- 
half  years,"  Lord  Young  said. 
“I  have  no  doubt  this  down¬ 
ward  trend  is  set  to  continue." 

He  predicted  the  May  un¬ 
employment  figures,  to  be 
published  on  June  18,  would 
show  a  foil  below  three  mil¬ 
lion,  as  long  as  industrial 
action  in  benefit  offices  does 
not  affect  the  figures. 

The  foil  over  the  latest  six 
months  was  the  biggest  since 
1973  and  was  explained  both 
by  the  “export-led  boom,"  the 
expansion  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment's  special  measures  and 
by  the  Restart  programme. 
Lord  Young  said. 


“We're  probably  seeing  as 
buoyant  a  time  in  manufac¬ 
turing  employment  as  we've 
bad  fora  longtime.*' 

But  he  conceded  that,  with 
the  effects  of  the 
Government's  Restart  pro¬ 
gramme  on  the  unemploy¬ 
ment  figures  impossible  to 
assess,  be  was  not  able  to  say 
how  much,  if  any,  of  the 
jobless  foil  was  due  to  the 
stronger  performance  of  the 
economy. 

Mr  John  Prescott,  Labour's 
employment  spokesman,  said 
the  unemployment  figures 
were  “the  Government's  at¬ 
tempt  to  deceive  botb  the 
unemployed  and  the  elect¬ 
orate. 

“The  figures  present  a 
shamefully  distorted  picture. 
The  reduction  over  the  past 
seven  months  is  due  almost 
entirely  to  the  increase  in 
Government  special  emp¬ 
loyment  measures."

Labour  costs  slow  down

phasized  the  importance  of 
the  slower  growth  in  unit 
labour  costs. 

“I'm  not  concerned  about 
wages,  Pm  concerned  about 
unit  wage  costs,”  he  said.

CBI  warning  over 
action  on  Japan

The  Confederation  of  British 
Industry  yesterday  set  its  foce 
firmly  against  the  imposition 
of  trade  sanctions  against  the 
Japanese,  with  a  warning  that 
retaliation  would  lead  to  seri¬ 
ous  disruption  of  world  trade. 

Mr  John  Banhara,  CBI 
director  general,  said  there 
was  real  fear  that  any  mea¬ 
sures  by  the  United  States  to 
try  to  force  the  Japanese  into 
opening  their  home  market 
further  to  imports  would  es¬ 
calate  tension  rapidly. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of 
the  CBI  council  yesterday, 
senior  industrialists  expressed 
growing  disquiet  at  the 
possibility  of  an  aft-out  trade 
war  and  the  adverse  impact  on 
Britain's  exports.

The  dollar  recovered  yes¬ 
terday  as  Mr  James  Baker,  the 
US  Treasury  Secretary,  re¬ 
affirmed  his  support,  for  the 
Paris  currency  accord.

Reports  from  Tokyo  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  Bank  of  Japan 
was  attempting  to  open  up  yen 
swap  deals  with  other  central 
banks  to  support  the  dollar. 

The  dollar  was  also  helped 
by  official  guidance  from 
Washington  that  the  $15.1 
billion  February  US  trade 
deficit,  announced  on 
Wednesday,  overstated  the 
true  size  of  the  America's 
trade  gap. 

But  the  mood  remained 
nervous,  and  the  dollar  closed 
in  Europe  well  below  the  day's 
highs.  After  climbing  weft 
above  Y142  during  the  day,  it 
closed  at  Y141.60,  compared 
with  Y 141.

C&W  senses  flexibility

The  Japanese  authorities  are 
being  more  realistic  in  consid¬ 
ering  Cable  and  Wireless's 
attempt  to  break  into  the 
country’s  international  tele¬ 
communications  market. 
However,  the  two  consortia 
bidding  for  the  single  licence 
failed  to  narrow  their  dif¬ 
ferences  yesterday. 

Mr  Jonathan  Solomon, 
C&Ws  director  for  corporate 
development,  said  he  found  a 
greater  flexibility  within  the 
bureaucracy,  government  and 
private  sector  after  the  first 
meeting  on  the  unification  of 
two  consortia  bidding  for  the 
chance  to  launch  the  one 
company  so  far  on  offer  from 
the  Ministry  of  Post  and 
Telecommunications. 

For  the  first  time,  C&W  was 
represented  at  yesterday’s 
meeting  of  six  of  the  core 


companies  Grom  International 
Digital  Communications,  of 
which  C&W  is  a  part,  and 
International  Telecommuni¬ 
cations  Japan. 

Both  sides  laid  out  their 
visions  of  the  venture,  includ¬ 
ing  discussion  of  a  new  trans¬ 
pacific  cable,  where  there  were 
differences  on  principle  and 
timing,  and  the  percentage  of 
the  new  fins  zo  be  allotted  to 
the  eight  core  companies. 

Disagreement  over  the  need 
for  the  cable  prevented  de¬ 
tailed  discussion  of  some 
other  points. 

The  meeting,  at  general 
manager  level,  showed  the 
consortia  “miles  apart,"  ac¬ 
cording  to  C&W.  but  they 
agreed  to  continue  talking.  No 
date  was  set  for  the  next 
meeting. 

Mr  Solomon,  convinced 
that  progress  was  being  made, 


said:  “I  notice  flexibility  grow¬ 
ing  in  the  various  positions 
which  were  hardened,  those 
within  the  ministry,  within  the 
government  of  Japan  and  in 
the  private  sector. 

“There  is  flexibility  towards 
many  possibilities  —  they’re, 
now  prepared  to  consider  that 
there  may  be  different 
approaches.” 

The  process  was  assisted  try 
pressure  from  the  United 
States,  which  is  to  include  the 
subject  in  its  Market  Opening 
Sector-Selective  talks. 

“More  people  realize  that 
what  we  propose  is  not  only 
good  for  Cable  and  Wireless 
but  for  the  whole  of  EDC  and

EEC  inquiry  into  dumping

The  European  Commission 
yesterday  announced  an  in¬ 
quiry  into  possible  Japanese 
dumping  on  the  EEC  market 
of  computer  printers  as  Japan 
reluctantly  agreed  to  a  formal 
investigation  of  its  semi¬ 
conductor  pact  with  the  US. 

The  EEC  this  week  agreed 
to  retaliate  against  Japan  in 
ihe  trade  field  unless  Tokyo 
acted  fast  to  open  its  market  to 
foreign  goods. 

This  followed  Britain’s  lone 
attempt  to  exert  pressure  on 
Japan  to  open  its  markets  or 
face  retaliation. 

The  US.  which  like  the  EEC, 
wants  rariy  redress  to  its  huge 
trade  imbalance  with  Japan,  is 


due  to  impose  punitive  tariffs 
on  $300  million  (£184  mil¬ 
lion)  worth  of  Japanese  elec¬ 
tronic  goods  from  tomorrow 
in  retaliation  for  alleged 
dumping  by  Japan  in  breach 
of  a  bilateral  accord  on  semi¬ 
conductor  pricing. 

EEC  officials  said  yesterday 
the  investigation  now  au¬ 
thorized  into  Japanese  com¬ 
puter  printers  was  the  biggest 
of  its  kind  ever  undertaken  by 
Brussels. 

The  market  is  believed  to  be 
worth  about  SI  billion  a  year 
to  the  Japanese. 

In  Geneva,  Mr  Yoshio  Hal- 
ano,  the  Japanese  Trade 
Ambassador,  said  be  had 
agreed  to  the  setting  up  of  a 


formal  disputes  panel  under 
the  General  Agreement  on 
Tariffs  and  Trade  to  examine 
an  EEC  complaint  over  the 
US-Japanese  semiconductor 
agreement  The  panel  mem¬ 
bers  will  be  named  in  a  few 
weeks.

Smiths  Industries,  the  aero¬ 
space,  marine  and  medical 
equipment  concent,  yesterday 
produced  better-than-ex- 
pected  half-time  profits  of 
£252  million. 

The  11  per  cent  rise,  to¬ 
gether  with  a  confident  state¬ 
ment  from  the  board,  lifted 
Smiths’  share  price  from  290p 
to  302p. 

“The  results  reaffirm  the 
board’s  confidence  in  the 
company's  profits  growth  for 
the  rest  of  this  year  and 
beyond.”  said  foe  statement. 

Shareholders  are  to  receive 
an  interim  dividend  of  2p 
compared  with  1.75p  last 
time. 

Earnings  per  share  were 
7.9p  against  6.5p  previously. 

Over  the  past  few  years  the 
group  has  been  moving  its 
business  away  from  cyclical 
and  commodity  operations, 
such  as  automotive  compo¬ 
nents  and  distribution,  into 
more  rapidly  growing  areas  of 
long-term  potential. 

During  the  half-year  to  end 
January,  the  aerospace  and 
defence  activities  were  star 
performers,  with  profits  rising 
33  per  cent  to  £1 1.7  million. 

Both  in  Britain  and  the  US 
these  operations  continued  to 
make  excellent  progress,  said 
the  company,  benefiting  from 
a  high  level  of  research  and 
development  expenditure, 
which  would  be  maintained. 

The  medical  division  has 
shown  rapid  and  consistent 
growth  lately.

The  economy  decides 
it’s  spring 


Suddenly,  it  is  spring.  Unemploy¬ 
ment  is  falling  at  a  rate  that  will  see 
it  brush  through  the  three  million 
level  by  June;  manufacturing  productiv¬ 
ity  was  up  by  nearly  7  percent  in  a  year, 
unit  labour  costs  up  by  just  1  per  cent 
and  factory  output  up  by  nearly  4  per 
centos  a  year  ago. 

Even  the  cyclical  indicators  for  the 
economy,  hidden  away  among  the  cogs 
and  wheels  of  the  Government's  statis¬ 
tical  machine  for  so  long,  appear  to 
confirm  foe  rosy  picture. 

We  are  in  a  period  when  virtually 
every  official  statistic  comes  up  better 
than  outside  analysts  expected.  At  such 
a  time,  it  is  easy  to  be  carried  away  and 
so  let  us  gently  place  our  feet  back  on  the 
ground.  Firstly,  yesterday’s  labour- 
market  statistics.  The  30,100  drop  in 
adult  unemployment  last  month,  pro¬ 
vided  fiirfoer  confirmation  of  foe 
downward  trend  begun  last  summer. 
The  drop  over  foe  past  six  months  is  foe 
best  for  14  years. 

But  now,  as  was  predicted,  foe 
Government  is  suffering  foe  penalty  of 
earlier  tinkering  with  foe  unemploy¬ 
ment  statistics  and  has  become  a  victim 
of  its  own  success  with  the  Restart 
scheme.  Thus,  foe  Employment  In¬ 
stitute  says  that  four-fifths  on  foe 
present  25,00 0-a-month  fall  in  foe  adult 
unemployment  total  is  due  to  Restart, 
tougher  availability  for  work  tests  and 
expansion  of  job-creation  measures. 

Lord  Young,  the  Employment  Sec¬ 
retary,  made  a  rare  appearance  at  foe 
official  briefing  on  the  figures  yesterday. 


but  failed  to  clear  foe  fog  surrounding 
the  unemployment  statistics.  Opp¬ 
osition  politicians  who  estimated  the 
effect  of  Restart  on  the  unemployment 
figures  were  talking  through  their  hats, 
he  said,  because  such  effects  were 
impossible  to  quantify.  The  problem 
with  this  was  that,  by  foe  same  token, 
his  own  assertion  that  unemployment 
was  falling  because  of  stronger  eco¬ 
nomic  growth  was  open  to  question. 

The  latest  manufacturing  figures, 
which  formed  foe  basis  for  both  the 
dramatic  upturn  in  productivity  and  foe 
slowdown  in  unit  labour  costs,  also  need 
to  be  taken  with  a  small  quantity  of  salt. 
The  revisions  to  foe  data  at  foe  end  of 
last  year,  pushing  up  output  by  around 
1.5  per  cent,  were  not  typical.  Indeed, 
foe  official  statisticians  have  introduced 
special  adjustments  into  foe  figures  to 
prevent  this  from  happening. 

Manufacturing  output  is  rising  at  a 
healthy  3  to  4  per  cent  rate,  but  not  at 
foe  2.5  per  cent  a  quarter  suggested  by 
the  rise  between  the  third  and  fourth 
quarters.  Thus,  both  foe  6.9  percent  rise 
in  manufacturing  productivity  and  the 
low  1  per  cent  increase  in  unit  labour 
costs  in  foe  12  months  to  February  were 
somewhat  special. 

There  is  certainly  growth  in  foe 
economy.  We  do  not  know  yet  how 
much  of  this  is  a  one-off  response  to 
sterling's  lower  level  and  how  much  it 
will  be  sustainable.  But  foe  longer  it 
continues,  the  more  that  foe  fall  in 
unemployment  can  be  taken  to  be 
genuine. 


Now  free  traders  stand  up 


The  free  traders  in  industry  and 
politics  have  kept  their  heads 
below  the  parapet  while  ritual 
Japan-bashing  has  intensified.  Now  that 
there  isa  strong  threat  ofa  real  trade  war 
—  which  is  bound  to  drag  in  Europe  — 
they  are  beginning  to  make  their  voices 
heart!  Thai  is  as  well  given  that  Britain, 
like  Germany,  exports  a  far  higher 
proportion  of  its  output  than  either 
surplus  Japan  or  foe  deficit  US. 

The  CBI  is  foe  latest  to  adjust  its 
stance.  Last  month,  John  Banham,  its 
new  director-genera!  was  steadfastly 
supporting  Cable  &  Wireless  in  its  bid  to 
lead  Japan’s  alternative  overseas  tele¬ 
phone  network  —  as  he  should  —  and 
warning  regretfully  that  foe  resistance  of 
Japan's  Ministry  of  Posts  and 
Telecommunciations  was  “bound  to 
spark  retaliation." 

The  priorities  have  changed.  Britain’s 
big  companies  fear  that  once  protection 
moves  up  a  gear,  it  will  accelerate 
unpredictably.  They  made  their  views 
plain  at  foe  CBFs  monthly  council 
meeting.  Cable  &  Wireless  should  be 
supported,  but  much  more  is  at  stake. 


The  CBI  has  come  out  unequivocally 
against  trade  sanctions  against  Japan. 

This  is  a  vital  and  encouraging  change 
of  view.  The  problem  is  that  resheathing 
foe  sabre  once  it  has  been  thoughtlessly 
rallied  might  now  undermine  Cable  & 
Wireless  in  its  difficult  negotiations  in 
Tokyo  though  Cable's  redoubtable 
chairman  Sir  Eric  Sharp  is  not  likely  to 
be  too  bothered  by  that 

Yesterday’s  talks  on  recasting  the 
combined  consortium  demanded  by  foe 
Japanese  government  showed  how  far 
apart  foe  two  sides  still  are.  But  there  are 
cleariy  plenty  of  negotiating  possibil¬ 
ities.  The  starting  position  is  that  Cable, 
Pacific  Telesis  and  six  Japanese  groups 
are  to  be  treated  as  core  companies  each 
with  foe  same  shareholding.  On  foe 
other  hand  Mr  Nakasone  has  confirmed 
that  he  would  like  foe  utility  to  have  foe 
maximum  33  per  cent  foreign  interest 
legally. 

These  two  requirements  appear  in¬ 
compatible  unless  foe  core  companies 
have  only  modest  shareholdings  and 
laige  numbers  of  fringe  foreign  firms  are 
brought  in.  Either  way,  Cfcble  can  surely 
expect  to  snatch  a  10  per  cent  stake.

Fleet  St  tops  London 
rent  and  rate  table

The  Reel  Street  and  Mayfair

Telephone 
banking 
for  TSB

The  home  banking  scheme 
unveiled  by  the  Trustee  Sav¬ 
ings  Bank  this  week  is  the  first 
by  a  major  clearing  bank  to 
use  telephone  links  instead  of 
home  computers  and  tele¬ 
vision  screens.

The  TSB  says  it  has  cost  a 
mere  £1  million  to  add  the 
system  on  to  its  main  com¬ 
puter  capability.  The  Speed- 
link  system  costs  the  customer 
an  initial  £12,  plus  a  quarterly 
£2.50  charge. 

The  Bank  of  SmtinnH 
started  op  a  screen  system  in 
1985  while  the  Nottingham 
Building  Society  also  has  a 
scheme. 

Not  only  are  screen  systems 
cumbersome  and  expensive, 
they  are  not  believed  to  have 
caught  on  much  with  the 
public.  The  TSB  system  can 
do  the  same  things  as  the  Bank 
of  Scotland  system,  such  as 
pay  bills  and  transfer  money, 
but  is  simpler  to  use.

A 
successful  company  means  more 
bigness  and  this  results  in  more 
Pressure,  increasing  salaries,  high 
staff  turnover  and  a  real  dangerof 
oemg  unable  to  service  clients  and 
to  meet  orders.  A  radical  solution 
“  and  relocation  could 

well  be  an  easier  solution  than 
many  people  think. 

It  is  faiiiy  well  known  that 
development  areas  such  as  ours 
offer  substantial  grants  to  com¬ 
panies  planning  a  move  and  there 
is  a  great  temptation  for  people  in 
my  position  to  talk  only  about 
development  grants  and  the  idea 
of  moving  to  a  development  area 
purely,  as  it  were,  on  price.  But  I 
believe  that  areas  such  as  North¬ 
ern  Ireland  would  be  good  places 
in  which  to  locate  a  business  even 
if  there  were  no  financial  induce¬ 
ments  at  alt 

Of  course.  Northern  Ireland 


does  have  one  special  problem. 
Tne  troubles  have  given  the  region 
an  image  of  unrest  bul  it  is  hard  to 
appreciate  until  you  visit  the 
province  that  these  problems  are 
very  localized  and  have  not 
impinged  significantly  on  the 
business  environment  or  the  eco¬ 
nomic  opportunity  that  the  region 
offers.  In  fact,  at  a  time  when 
crime  rates  are  rising  throughout 
the  UK.  the  level  of  violence  and 
crime  in  Northern  Ireland  — 
which  includes  terrorist  incidents 
—  is  well  below  the  national 
average. 

Then  there  is  the  misconception 
about  the  nature  of  unemployed 
people  that  suggests  that  some  of 
those  who  are  out  of  work  are  for 
some  reason  unemployable. 

The  experience  in  Ulster,  how¬ 
ever.  would  not  be  untypical  of 
other  development  areas.  We  have 
the  legacy  of  textile  and  clothing 
industries  where  workers  have  a 
level  of  skill  and  dexterity  that  has 
adapted  particularly  well  to  high- 
technology  manufacturing.  This  is 
a  potential  labour  force  with  a  real 
sense  of  responsibility  and  a  desire 
to  forge  a  loyal  relationship  with  a 
good  employer. 

All  the  development  areas  have 
a  basic  surplus  of  labour.  In 
Northern  Ire  land,  where  un¬ 
employment  has  been  particularly

high,  we  have  had  to  pay  particu¬ 
lar  attention  to  training  workers  in 
those  skills  most  needed  by 
employers  and  in  having  the  basic 
training  facilities  in  place  to  be 
able  to  respond  flexibly  to  the 
requirements  of  incoming 
employers. 

It  is  particularly  significant  that 
we  actually  have  a  surplus  in 
computing  and  engineering  and 
most  of  them  are  keen  to  stay  in 
Northern  Ireland.  With  a  popula¬ 
tion  of  only  1.5  million,  we  have 
17,000  students  and  every  year  we 
produce  650  graduates  in  comput¬ 
ing  and  engineering,  for  in  excess 


of  the  demand  for  local  industry. 

Many  of  these  graduates  do,  of 
course,  leave  the  province  for 
mainland  Britain  or  even  further 
afield,  but  Northern  Ireland  peo¬ 
ple  value  their  way  of  life  and 
prefer  to  develop  a  career  within 
their  own  region. 

It  is  against  this  background 
that  Beecom,  for  example,  has 
grown  gradually  over  the  years 
before  being  targeted  recently  by 
BIS  as  a  strong  local  company  that 
was  worth  investing  in.  Together 
they  have  set  up  an  international 
company  to  develop  software  for 
markets  around  the  world.  And 


this  is  just  one  of  many  examples. 

But  perhaps  the  biggest  question 
of  all  for  any  firm  considering 
developing  its  activities  in  a  new 
location  is  whether  its  key  workers 
will  be  prepared  to  move  with 
their  families.  The  development 
areas  of  the  UK  have  just  as  much 
to  offer  in  terms  of  lifestyle 
advantages  as  they  can  offer  by 
way  of  cost  and  productivity 
advantages.

find  himself  living  in  a  substantial 
detached  home  with  half  an  acre 
of  land  in  pleasant  countryside. 
Still  a  good  investment  but  a  first- 
class  environment  for  a  family. 

And  this  brings  us  to  the  subject 
of  schools.  Briefly,  the  statistics 
are  that  the  pupil-teacher  ratio  is 
1 5-1;  21  per  cent  of  children  go  on 
to  further  or  higher  education  (the 
figure  is  13  per  cent  on  the 
mainland);  and  up  to  30  per  cent 
of  children  pass  the  11 -plus,  an 
examination  that  has  been  re¬ 
tained. 


A  region  such  as  Northern 
Ireland  offers  marvellously  conve¬ 
nient  opportunities  for  outdoor 
leisure,  especially  yachting,  fishing 
and  golf,  and  Belfast  itself  has 
been  transformed  in  recent  years 
with  restaurants,  shops  and  a 
cultural  life  every  bit  as  good  as 
you  would  expea  from  a  major 
provincial  city. 

So  we  think  the  attractions  of 
development  areas  such  as  ours 
are  considerable  before  we  even 
raise  the  subjeo  of  financial 
incentives.  Bul  if  a  financial 
reason  is  also  needed  we  have  a 
package  that  is  better  than  any 
other  in  the  UK  and  probably  the 
rest  of  Europe  as  well  -  50  percent 
capital  grants.  100  per  cent  factory 
rental  exemption,  no  rates  on 
industrial  premises  and  help  with 
research  and  development  and 
marketing  are  just  a  few  of  its 
components. 

As  the  economic  recovery  in  the 
UK  is  sustained,  more  firms  will 
be  facing  the  question  of  how  best 
to  expand  their  capacity.  We  in  the 
development  areas  will  help  a 
business  develop  by  almost  every 
means  possible  other  than  moving 
ourselves.  We  like  it  too  much 
where  we  are  and  think  a  lot  of 
industrialists  would  as  well,  once 
they  know  the  real  facts.

New  rules  on  foreign  bans 


In  the  wake  of  Kevin  Darley’s 
Indian  ban.  the  stewards  of  the 
Jockey  Club  have  approved  new 
rules  on  suspensions  and  dis¬ 
qualifications  incurred  abroad. 
Foreign  penalties  will  no  longer 
apply  automatically. 

Under  the  new  rules,  the 
Jockey  Club  cannot  vary  the 
findings  of  another  recognized 
turf  authority  but  they  can 
totally  sci  them  aside  when  they 
consider  there  are  reasonable 
grounds  for  so  doing. 

Any  person  suspended  or 
disqualified  abroad  will  be  able 
to  apply  to  Portman  Square  for 
his  penally  not  to  take  effect 
under  the  Rules  of  Racing 
However,  he  must  first  exhaust 


all  appeal  procedures  under  the 
rules  of  the  turf  authority 
imposing  the  penalty. 

In  the  case  of  suspensions  for 
riding  offences,  which  normally 
come  into  effect  nine  days  after 
the  offence,  the  application 
must  be  made  within  48  hours 
of  the  final  dismissal  of  appeal. 

Where  there  is  no  procedure 
for  appeal,  applications  must  be 
made  within  48  hours  of  the 
order  of  suspension.  The  Jockey 
Club  stewards  will  then  hear  the 
case  before  the  suspension 
comes  into  effecL  In  the  case  of 
disqualifications,  which  nor¬ 
mally  take  effect  immediately, 
applications  must  be  made  in 
writing  within  three  days. 


The  new  rules  come  into 
operation  a  week  today  and  the 
disciplinary  committee  are 
likely  to  hear  Darky's  expected 
application  the  following  day. 

Darley  was  originally  banned 
for  a  year  by  the  Royal  Western 
India  Turf  Club  in  February  but 
later  had  the  duration  of  his 
suspension  reduced  to  three 
months  on  appeal. 

As  far  as  riding  in  this  country 
is  concerned,  that  suspension 
has  been  held  over  by  the  Jockey 
Cub  'since  their  meeting  of 
March  18.  Meanwhile,  Darley 
has  taken  full  advantage  by 
riding  seven  winners  in  the 
opening  three  weeks  of  the  Flat 
season.

Noble  Minstrel  added  further 
confusion  to  the  2.000  Guin¬ 
eas  picture  when  romping 
home  by  three  lengths  under 
top  weight  m  the  Ladbroke 
European  Free  Handicap  at 
sunny  Newmarket  yesterday. 

Olivier  Douieb.  the  winning 
trainer,  was  repeating  his  1 985 
success  with  Over  The  Ocean 
in  this  always  informative 
feature. 

Starting  at  7-1.  Noble  Min¬ 
strel  won  with  complete 
authority.  Alain  Badel  elected 
to  make  every  yard  of  the 
running  and  the  pair  quick¬ 
ened  to  go  clear  of  Hydraulic 
Power  racing  down  the  hill 
into  The  Dip.  Midyan.  who 
had  encountered  interference 
m  running,  finished  like  a 
rocket  to  take  second  place, 
IVj  lengths  in  front  of  the 
favourite. 

Badel.  based  at  Chantilly, 
was  recording  his  first  win 
from  three  attempts  in  Britain. 
"The  colt  got  a  bit  upset  in  the 
paddock."  he  said.  “But  he 
relaxed  and  settled  after  a 
furlong.  He  won  very  easily 
and  there  was  only  one  horse 
in  it" 

Douieb.  in  his  fourth  season 
as  a  trainer  in  this  country, 
now  finds  himself  on  the 
horns  of  a  dilemma.  “I 
brought  Alain  over  to  give 
him  experience  of  the  Rowley 
Mile.  I’d  like  to  run  the  coll  in 


the  English  classic  as  Britain  is 
now  my  home.  But  he  is 
excitable  and  might  not  like 
the  long  parade.  I  shall  have  to 
sec  bow  he  is  and  then  choose 
between  the  2,000 and  the  Prix 
d’Essai  des  Poulains.” 

Noble  Minstrel  was  a  more 
than  useful  two-year-old  hav¬ 
ing  been  first  past  the  post  in 
the  Criterium  de  Maisons- 
Lafitte  last  autumn,  sub¬ 
sequently  being  disqualified 
after  traces  of  a  prohibited 
substance  had  been  found  in  a 
sample. 

Talking  about  Midyan. 
Henry  Cecil  said:  “He  was 
unlucky  not  to  have  finished 
closer  and  is  an  obvious 
possibility  for  the  Guineas.” 


Commenting  on  the  running 
of  Hydraulic  Power.  Lester 
Piggott  said:  “My  colt  was  a 
bit  rusty  but  it  was  still 
disappointing.  However,  there 
is  no  doubt  that  the  winner  is  a 
good  horse.” 

All  eyes  will  now  be  focused 
on  Ajdai  in  this  afternoon’s 
Craven  Stakes.  He  remains 
favourite  for  the  Guineas  at  5- 
2  with  Ladbrokes,  who  offer 
10-1  against  Noble  Minstrel 
and  Don’t  Forget  Me  with 
Risk  Me  12-1. 

The  first  of the  colt's  classics 
still  remains  a  possible  target 
for  Joligeneration  after  Guy 
Harwood’s  heavily-backed 
favourite  had  been  beaten  by 
Favourite  Guest  in  the  Wood 


Sonic  Lady’s  objective 


Sonic  Lady  is  to  attempt  to 
retrieve  Britain's  honour,  which 
was  lost  in  California  last  year, 
in  the  Breeders’  Cap  Mile  at 
Hollywood  Park  on  November 
21  (Michael  Seely  writes). 

Talking  at  a  press  reception  at 
Dalham  Hall  stud  yesterday, 
Anthony  Stroud,  Sheikh 
Mohammed's  racing  manager, 
said:  “Michael  Stoote  envisages 
sending  Sonic  Lady  for  the 
Queen  Anne  Stakes.  Then  she’ll 
fry  and  repeat  last  year’s  win  in 
the  Sussex  Stakes. 

“Her  hue  summer  and  early 
antumn  engagements  will  in¬ 
clude  either  the  Prix  Jacques  le 
Marais  or  the  Prix  dn  Moulin 
followed  by  the  Queen  Elizabeth 
II  Stakes  at  Ascot. 


“She'll  then  be  flown  to 
California  six  weeks  before  the 
big  day  and  have  a  prep  race.” 
At  Santa  Anita  in  1986  Sonic 
Lady  finished  unplaced  behind 
Last  Tycoon  on  the  same  after¬ 
noon  that  Dancing  Brave  finally 
met  his  Waterloo  against 
Manila. 

On  a  gloriously  sonny  morn¬ 
ing,  Dancing  Brave,  Sbareef 
Dancer  and  Top  Vflle  were  the 
three  stallions  paraded.  Dancing 
Brave,  with  40  mares  booked  to 
him  in  his  first  season  as  a 
stallion,  has  now  covered  28  and 
ZB  are  in  foal.  They  include  such 
distinguished  names  as  A1

Jarvis  had  shown  us  a  high- 
class  filly  in  the  making  when 
Note  Book  had  beaten 
Jannubi  in  the  Stetcbworth 
Stakes.  "This  could  be  a  top 
sprinter,”  said  the  trainer.  "I 
reckon  she's  the  best  I've  had 
so  far.”  Note  Book  is  owned 
and  was  bred  by  Mrs  Doris 
Allen,  for  whom  the  Jarvis 
family  have  been  training  for 
40  years. 

Finally,  it  was  good  to  see 
Bill  Elsey  land  a  blow  for 
Yorkshire  when  Pat  Eddery 
drove  K-Battery  to.  victory 
over  Chartino  in  the  Earl  of 
Sefton  Stakes. 


Morgan  and  Whitaker  spike  big  guns

Neither  Kevin  Morgan  nor 
Richard  Whitaker  had  ever  so 
much  as  saddled  a  jumping 
runner  ai  Ascot  until  yesterday. 
Lasi  night,  however,  they  each 
set  off  home  with  a  handsome 
prize  after  overturning  the 
established  order  in^  the  day's 
two  valuable  novices'  chases. 

Morgan,  who  trains  in  the 
Leicestershire  backwater  of 
Waltham-on-ihe-Wold.  sent  out 
Ovdc  Hills,  runner-up  over  four 
miles  at  the  Cheltenham  Festi¬ 
val,  to  win  the  Royal  Fern 
Novices'  Chase  over  a  mile  a 
less.  Weiherby-based  Whitaker, 
much  better  known  for  his  Flat 
horses,  collected  the  £15,000- 
added  Bollinger  Champagne 
Handicap  Chase  with  Barry- 
phi lips  Disco,  a  horse  with  a 
vivid  past. 


The  ten-year-old  missed  all 
last  season  after  being  fired.  He 
returned  in  January  to  win  a 
modest  Cauerick  seller  but  was 
aimed  so  low  because  Whitaker 
feared  his  legs  might  stand  only 
one  race.  Happily,  the  horse 
emerged  in  good  heart  and.  as 
his  trainer  said:  "He  has  not 
stopped  improving  since.” 

Ban -/philips  Disco  was  never 
far  off  the  pace  and  drew  away 
from  the  last  to  win  by  five 
lengths.  His  curious  name  is 
explained  by  his  part-owner,  lan 
Ender.  who  runs  a  travelling 
discotheque  in  Leeds. 

Whitaker's  only  previous  As¬ 
cot  winner  was  the  smart  sprint¬ 
ing  filly.  Orient,  who  will  start 
her  new  Flat  campaign  in  ibe 
Palace  House  Stakes  at  New¬ 
market  in  a  fortnight.  He  ex¬ 
plained:  “I've  only  got  three 


jumpers  in  the  yard  and  it  was 
touch  and  go  whether  I  took 
today's  winner  to  Perth.” 

Oyde  Hills  was  enterprisingly 
ridden  by  amateur  Jamie  Os¬ 
borne.  prevailing  by  a  short 
head  over  Vie  The  Busker  aftera 
desperate  battle  from  the  last. 
Morgan,  who  will  now  send  bis 
winner  for  the  Midlands  Grand 
National,  was  down  to  only  four 
horses  a  few  years  ago  after 
losing  his  principal  owner  but  be 
has  now  rebuilt  - 

The  rest  of  the  meeting  be¬ 
longed  to  for  more  familiar 
characters  and  brought  two 
milestones  within  reach.  Peter 
Scudamore  rode  his  99th  winner 
of  the  season  and  trainer  Nick 
Henderson  took  his  winnings 
past  £195,000  with  a  fifth  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  campaign  for 
Mandavi. 


Scudamore's  win  on  Canford 
Palm  was  made  far  more 
predictable  when  the  obvious 
favourite.  Bonanza  Boy,  de¬ 
fected  after  knocking  himself  in 
his  box.  He  will  not  run  again 
this  season. 

Canford  Palm  was  the  first  leg 
of  a  double  for  Fred  Winter, 
whose  assistant  Charlie  Brooks 
won  the  homer  chase  on  Hazy 
Sunset,  but  Henderson  —  who 
once  occupied  Brook's  job  at 
Uplands  —  looks  increasingly 
likely  to  retain  the  trainers' 
championship. 

Henderson  still  has  more  than 
20  horses  to  ran  before  the  end 
of  the  season.  12  of  whom  will 
turn  out  over  Easter.  He  will 
not,  however,  have  a  runner  in 
the  rich  Whitbread  Gold  Cup  as 
Galway  Blaze  has  been  put  away 
for  the  season.

No  one  m  Rugby  i  will 
taw  been  surprised  at  Alex 
Murphy's  derision  to  ffcM  a 
betow-sfrenglh  St  Hetens  squad 
at  Wigan  foraorrow,  nor  at  his 
totally  mrepentont  attitude.  “I 
can  produce  medical  certificates 
for  all  the  injured,  and  I  will  be 
taming  out  my  best  available 
sonad,”  he  said. 

Apri^gies  and  excuses  do  not 
come  easily  from  the  tmenkot 
RBd  always  deliberately 
controTcrsia]  Morphy,  whose 
codey  aggression  began  as  a  boy 
wonder  scrum-half  and  contin- 
Kd  when  he  was  selected  to  go 
on  the  successful  Great  Britain 
tour  of  Australia  in  1958  before 

he  was  18  years  ofaL 

Since  then  Morphy  has  pro¬ 
duced  the  Midas  touch  wherever 
he  has  gone,  with  the  sole 
exception  of  a  brief  sped  at 
Salford,  which  brought  no  re¬ 
wards.  He  has  taken  Warring¬ 
ton,  Leigh  and  now  the  Saints  to 
Wembley,  and  took  Wigan  to  a 
John  Player  Trophy  victory. 

Morphy  has  always  bounced 
back  higher  than  he  has 
dropped.  In  his  brief  times  of 
enforced  idleness  he  has  kept  his 
hand,  voice  and  his  wallet  well 
occupied  with  newspaper  col¬ 
umns  and  BBC  commentaries  of 
acerbic  and  outrageous  com¬ 
ment.  When  the  recent  rugby 
anion  row  over  Wade  Dooley 
erupted,  Murphy  commented 
that  Wade  could  have  a  job  as  a 
bouncer  at  the  St  Helens  social 
dnb. 

His  dressing-room  team  talks 

can  be  lessons  in  the  nse  of 
vitriolic  condemnation  as  Gra¬ 
nada  TV  once  discovered  when 
they  took  the  risk  of  porting 
outside  broadcast  cameras  in  the 
dressing  room  after  Wigan  had 
lost  a  match. 

He  Irik  Wigan  after  a  much- 
publicized  row  with  the  vice- 
chairman  Maurice  Lindsay 
daring  which,  it  was  unofficially 
alleged,  a  telephone  receiver 
bounced  off  Murphy's  head  as 
he  left  behind  a  pithy  parting 
shot.

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Why  squash  rackets  will  find  it  difficult  to  succeed  as  a  television  sport 

Out  of  the  heart  of  darkness

Squash  is  a  manor  for  consent¬ 
ing  adults,  a  thing  to  be 
performed  in  secrecy  behind 
the  dosed  door  of  a  hired 
room.  But  immense  amounts 
of  thought,  research  and 
money  have  worked  a  curio  os 
kind  of  miracle.  Squash  has 
been  turned  inside  out:  these 
too,  too  solid  walls  have 
melted  and  the  dark  ball 
become  visible. 

In  a  way,  it  is  missing  the 
point  to  wonder_  whether 
squash  makes  an  interesting 
public  spectacle  or  not-  The 
remarkable  thing  is  that  it 
makes  a  public  spectade  at  alL 
If  ever  there  was  a  sport 
designed  as  a  private  duel,  it  Is 
squash.  But  with  dedication 
worthy  of  a  better  cause,  it  has 
managed  to  turn  its  innards 
outwards,  rather  like 
Prometheus. 

The  walls  that  look  so  solid 
for  the  players  have  become, 
for  the  spectators,  darkness 
risible:  transparent  walls  of 
glass.  These  are  the  only 
athletes  in  the  world  that  strut 
their  stuff  in  a  goldfish  tank. 
And  there  have  been  plenty  of 
people  there  to  see  them:  the 
Hi-Tec  British  Open  has 
brought  15,000  people  to  the 
Wembley  Conference  Centre 
in  the  past  week  or  so. 

There  they  were,  cheering 
for  the  gallant  losing  Brit. 
Lucy  So  utter,  and  if  a  sport 
has  a  gallant  losing  Brit  in  the 
final,  it  must  surely  be  heading 
for  the  status  of  a  serious 
spectator  sport.  But,  1  mast 
admit,  that  some  of  the  force  of 
the  occasion  was  lost  to  me, 
because  I  was  unable  to  see  the 
ball  for  about  60  per  cent  of  the 
time.  When  the  men  played 
their  final,  it  was  more  like  70 
per  cent,  since  the  ball  was 
travelling  faster. 

So  I  set  aside  reality  for  a 
while,  and  went  to  watch  the 
sport  on  television.  It  was  a 
stunning  example  of  technol¬ 
ogy  requited.  The  glass  wails 
seem  as  solid  to  the  camera  as 
they  do  to  the  players,  and, 
yes.  the  ball  is  dearly  visible. 
This  is  nothing  less  than  a 
triumph:  the  reflective  squash 
ball  that  catches  the  camera's 
eye  now  really  does  work. 
They  cost  just  under  £200 
each.

A 
further  indication  is  a  hot- 
tempered  row  between  the 
sponsor  and  television:  sport¬ 
ing  sponsors  remind  me  of  that 
Benny  Hill  character  who  is 
always  sneaking  and  sidling 
into  shot:  MHeIIo  everybody! 
It's  me  again!" 

No  sponsor  will  ever  be  truly 
content  until  his  brand  name  is 
written  in  letters  of  fire  across 
the  screen  throughout  every 
second  of  action.  I  get  cross 
every  time  I  am  asked  to 
applaud  "onr  generous 
sponsors".  Sponsors  are  not 
generous:  they  are  there  as  a 
matter  or  business.  You  might 
just  as  well  applaud  the  super¬ 
market  for  its  generosity  in 
selling  eggs.  Sponsors  are  out 
for  what  they  can  get,  and  they 
always  want  a  little  bit  more. 

Televised  sport  makes  spon¬ 
sors  lick  their  lips:  it  grows 
and  it  grows,  and  it  searches 
forever  for  a  new  game.  Ever 
since  snooker  took  off  like  a 
rocket,  every  minor  sport  has 
fancied  its  chances  of  doing 
the  same,  and  every  sponsor 
has  dreams  Of  hanging  onto 
the  coat  tails  of  the  next  flier. 


Darts,  American  Football  — 
will  squash  be  next? 

I  doubt  it.  It  is  fascinating  to 
see  the  speed  and  power  of 
these  athletes,  naturally. 
Squash  is  dearly  a  game  abont 
psychological  domination:  the 
endless  victories  of  Jahangir 
Khan  and,  to  a  lesser  extent, 
Susan  Devoy,  seem  to  dem¬ 
onstrate  that,  and  television 
cameras  are  good  at  picking  np 
the  moments  when  the  psycho¬ 
logical  balance  shifts.  That  is 
why  snooker,  and  even  darts, 
work  well  on  televirion. 

Bnt  the  essential  privacy  of 
squash  is  against  its  real 
success  as  a  television  sport. 
The  problem  is  that  players  do 
not  stand  opposed:  they  face 
the  same  way,  ami  somehow 
this  is  desperately 
unsatisfying. 

Squash  is  demonically 
clever,  and  the  way  it  has  been 
opened  up  to  public  and  tele¬ 
vision  is  ingenious  beyond 
belief.  Bnt  squash  lacks  gran¬ 
deur  it  is  still  a  sport  of 
shuffling  about  behind  a 
dosed  door,  and,  as  one's 
admiration  quickens  at  the 
skill  of  the  players,  so  one 
longs  for  the  far  more  satisfy¬ 
ing  public  duds  and  high 
drama  of  tennis.  Squash  a 
megasport?  You  cannot  be 
wholly  serious!

CRICKET:  ESSEX  LOOK  BETTERTHAN  EVER 

Greig  back  in  England 
to  revitalize  Surrey 


The  birth  of  Ian  Girig’s  son  in 
Jamuny  may  turn  out  to  be  the 
best  thing  to  happen  to  Surrey  in 
many  a  day.  it  gave  Geoff 
Arnold,  Greig's  old  friend  and 
now  the  county  coach,  the  ideal 
excuse  to  offer  congratulations 
and  then  broach  the  delicate 
subject  of  a  comeback. 

Greig  emigrated  to  Australia 
when  Sussex  sacked  him  in 
1985.  He  had  been  running  an 
indoor  cricket  school  and  any 
ideas  of  breaking  his  retirement 
were  mere  passing  fancies  until 
his  former  colleague  disrupted 
his  ordered  world  with  a  phone 
call  to  Brisbane. 

Ever  since  Pax  Pocock  con¬ 
firmed  his  retirement,  the  Sur¬ 
rey  captaincy  has  been  a  subject 
for  intense  speculation.  Many 
names  were  put  forward,  but  it 
was  long  odds  against  anyone 
suggesting  the  all-rounder,  aged 
31,  who  Sussex  had  dismissed 
on  grounds  of  the  player’s  lack 
of  fitness  and  the  dub  s  lack  of 
funds. 

He  was  not.  however,  an 
illogical  choice.  Given  the  back¬ 
ground  of  bickering  in  a  divided 
dressing  room,  a  strong-willed 
outsider  of  flair  and  imagination 
was  ideal  for  the  job.  Greig  fitted 
the  bill  and  Arnold,  knew  iL 

“I  hesitated  when  Geoff  put  it 
to  me,”  admits  Greig.  “But  that 
was  more  through  surprise  than 
any  serious  doubts.  By  the  end 
of  the  call  I  knew  it  was  what  1 
wanted  to  do." 

Although  Surrey’s  staff  is 
heavy  with  senior  players,  and 
at  least  two  had  designs  on  the 
leadership,  Greig  has  en¬ 
countered  no  adverse  reaction. 
“I  keep  hearing  about  the  at¬ 
mosphere  in  the  team,  but  I  can 
only  speak  as  1  find  and  the 
players  are  all  very  happy  and 
ambitious.  What  is  important  is 
that  we  don't  split  up  into  little 
cliques  when  things  go  wrong; 
That  is  a  recipe  for  disaster.  1 
want  things  in  the  open  and  if  I 
have  something  to  say  I  will  say 
it  to  a  player’s  face.” 

Greig's  forthrightness  will  be 
appreciated,  for  there  is  no 
doubling  Surrey's  immense 
potential,  if  only  it  can  be 
properly  orchestrated.  They  fin¬ 
ished  third  last  year,  but  their 
cricket  was  a  crazy  mix  of  the 
millionaire  and  the  destitute. 
With  greater  consistency,  they 
have  a  genuine  title  chance. 

David  Smith's  homecoming, 
after  three  successful  years  at 
Worcester,  is  a  bonus.  Monty 
Lynch,  Trevor  Jesty  and  Smith 
give  Surrey  an  enviable  middle 
order  and  wicketkeeper  Jack 
Richards,  who  made  a  Test 
century  in  the  winter,  will 
probably  not  bat  above  No.  7. 

Also  the  rota  system  between 
Sylvester  Clarke  and  Tony  Gray 
theoretically  gives  Surrey  a  fresh 
West  Indian  fast  bowler  for  each 
game.  David  Thomas  is  fit  again 
to  supply  the  left-arm  variety 
and  much  will  be  expected  of  the 
emerging  youngsters,  Martin 
Bicknell  and  Keith  Mediycott. 

By  contrast,  prospects  in  Sus¬ 
sex  rely  rather  more  on  spirited

Police  later  spoke  to  the 
player,  who  coold  now  face  a 
charge  of  unruly  behaviour, 
while  the  FA  may  also  take 
action  after  receiving  the 
referee's  report. 

McMeuemy's  decision  ends 
an  unhappy  stay  at  Roker 
Park  for  Curran,  who  has 
played  for  13  dubs  in  a 
colourful  career.  He  has  not 
held  a  regular  place  in  the  side 
since  arriving  in  November 
and,  recently,  has  been  travel¬ 
ling  regularly  to  Yorkshire 
where  bis  father  is  seriously 
ilL 

McMenemy  said  yesterday: 
“His  contract  has  been  can¬ 
celled  because  of  his  gestures 
to  the  crowd,  which  were 
tmforgiveable  for  a  pro¬ 
fessional.  He  has  to  live  with 
the  criticism  as  well  as  the 
praise  from  the  terraces. 

“I  admit  there  are  mitigat¬ 
ing  circumstances  and  be  Is 
under  pressure,  but  there  is 
absolutely  no  excuse  for  abas¬ 
ing  our  supporters  who  have 
paid  good  money  to  come  and 
watch."

£15m  appeal  to  save  Chelsea

Before  two  Government  min¬ 
sters.  Dick  Tracey  and  David 
Mellor.  and  backed  by  Sebas¬ 
tian  Coe  and  Sir  Richard 
Attenborough,  ardent  Chelsea 
supporters,  Ken  Bates,  the 
chairman,  yesterday  unveiled 
a  £15  million  package  aimed 
at  keeping  Stamford  Bridge 
from  the  property  developers 
and  turning  it  instead  into  a 
community-based  stadium  of 
the  21st  century. 

But  there  is  a  huge  catch  — 
much  of  the  money  for  the 
project  must  come  out  of  the 
supporters'  pockets.  Based  on 
current  support,  that  could 
mean  about  £1,000  per  sup¬ 
porter.  The  twin  towers  of  this 
mammoth  fund-raising  effort 


over  the  next  two  years  will  be 
the  Chelsea  Community  Trust 
and  the  dub's  own  Save  the 
Bridge  appeal. 

“It's  always  said  that  charity 
begins  at  home;  well,  now  is 
the  time  for  tbe  thousands  of 
Chelsea  supporters  all  over  the 
country  to  prove  that  they 
want  Chelsea  to  stay  at  Stam¬ 
ford  Bridge."  Bates  said  in 
announdng  the  charity  trust. 
“The  Lord  helps  those  who 
help  themselves." 

But  David  Bulstode,  the 
chairman  of  Mailer  Estates, 
the  owners,  although  confirm¬ 
ing  he  would  be  willing  to  sell 
to  Chelsea,  believes  the  club 
will  need  to  raise  considerably 
more  than  £15  million.  “The 
ground  was  valued  at  £17% 


million  last  year  and  prices 
have  risen  considerably 
since,"  he  said.  “Anyway.  I 
doubt  if  Chelsea  can  raise 
even  this  sum  this  way." 

The  aim  of  the  trust  is  to 
purchase  the  freehold  of  the 
1 1-acre  site,  which  will  then  be 
leased  back  to  the  dub  for  125 
years  and  to  build  a  commu¬ 
nity  recreation  centre,  with  a 
1 60-room  hotel  on  top  of  it.  at 
the  south  end  of  the  ground 
behind  the  Shed. 

Bates  and  Sir  Richard 
Attenborough,  the  Commu¬ 
nity  Trust's  patron,  between 
them  share  25  per  cent  in  SB 
Properties,  the  subsidiary  of 
Mailer.  That  share  of  the  sale 
will  go  towards  the  trust  fund.

raised  by  selling  off  five  acres 
for  property  development, 
which  leaves  an  estimated 
quarter  cost  of  the  purchase 
coming  from  private  dona¬ 
tions  and  fund-raising.

an  acre,  cheap  by  current

Bracewell  is  ready 
to  resume  career 


Fears  that  Paul  Bracewell.  the 
Everton  midfield  player,  may 
have  been  forced  to  quit  the 
game  through  injury  were 
allayed  yesterday.  The  Eng¬ 
land  international  received  an 
encouraging  diagnosis  on  his 
badly  damaged  ankle  from  a 
leading  specialist  and  is  ready 
to  pick  up  the  threads  of  a 
career  which  has  been  shro¬ 
uded  in  doubt  for  15  months. 

Bracewell,  a  key  figure  in 
the  resurrection  of  the  Mers¬ 
eyside  club  over  the  past  three 
years,  has  undergone  surgery 
on  four  occasions  since  being 
injured  on  New  Year's  Day, 
1 986.  He  has  suffered  numer¬ 
ous  setbacks  and  breakdowns 
in  training  and  confessed  be 
had  been  harbouring  thoughts 
of  a  premature  retirement. 

But  yesterday’s  verdict  will 
come  as  sweet  relief  for  a 
player  who  has  not  made  a 
senior  appearance  since  last 
season’s  FA  Cup  final  and 
who  was  included  in 
England's  shadow  squad  be¬ 
fore  the  Worid  Cup  finals  in 
Mexico. 

“Paul  has  had  the  plaster 
removed  from  his  ankle  and 
will  not  be  putting  any  weight 
on  it  for  quite  a  while.  He  wQl 
be  caking  things  very  easy  to 
try  and  insure  that  there  is  a 
complete  recovery,"  Howard 
Kendall,  the  Everton  man¬ 
ager.  said. 

Howard  Wilkinson,  the 
Sheffield  Wednesday  man¬ 
ager,  has  set  his  team  a  target 
of  50  points  for  survival  in  the 


first  di  vision  and.  if  they  are  to 
achieve  it,  three  of  their  last 
seven  matches  will  have  to  be 
won. 

Wednesday's  plight  is  all  the 
more  serious  since  they  were

For  what  it  is  worth,  he  is 
reported  to  be  playing  at 
Edinburgh  simply  because,  as 
a  preparation  for  Wimbledon, 
he  prefers  it  to  the  hackneyed 
routine  of  a  week-long  grand 
prix  tournament.  Doubtless 
McEnroe  and  Lendl  are  also 
hoping  that,  during  the  ap¬ 
proach  to  Wimbledon  the 
environment  of  Edinburgh 
will  be  less  of  a  strain  on  the 
nerves  than  the  widely 
publicised  Queen's  Club 
tournament. 

They  may  reasonably  be 
expected  to  reach  the  singles

Happy  balance 
can  be  struck

Squash  is  unfortunate  in 
television  terms  because  the 
master  shot  over  the  back  wall 
is  also  tiie  established  view  of 
the  game,  encompassing  the 
entire  playing  area  and  indad- 
i/ig  the  traditional  sponsors' 
promotional  slot  on  tbe  19-inch 
iin*  at  die  bottom  of  the  front 
walL  the  only  portion  of  a 
squash  court  which  is  not  part 
of  the  playing  area.  Virtually 
every  squash  court  in  the 
worid  carries  some  sort  of 
promotional  material  on  the 
tin. 

All  around  the  globe  pro¬ 
fessional  sqnasb  is  now  played 
on  transparent  courts  which 
cost  upwards  of  £75,000  each 
and  were  developed  at  consid¬ 
erable  cost  by  plastics  and 
glass  manufacturers  specifi¬ 
cally  in  pursuit  of  television 
coverage. 

Philips  himself  believes  that 
viewers  should  be  protected 
from  blatant  commercial  expo¬ 
sure  but  accepts  that  a  balance 
can  be  struck  to  ensure  that 
sport  attracts  the  commercial 
sponsorship  it  now  needs  to 
survive.  “The  BBC  guidelines 
are  drawn  in  that  context,"  he 
says. 


Backing  sponsors 
into  a  corner 


There  is.  however,  a  re¬ 
ceived  wisdom  abroad  in  the 
higher  management  levels  of 
British  television  which  states 
that  squash  can  never  be 
successfully  televised.  Philips 
and  other  BBC  enthusiasts 
have  long  argued  against  this, 
sometimes  it  is  said  at  some 
risk  to  their  own  positions. 

“We  spent  boors  on  tbe  new 
permanent  transparent  court 
at  Cannons  Club  in  London 
with  Dunlop's  reflective  tall 
people  to  perfect  our  lighting 
technique  for  the  British 
Open,"  says  Philips.  “I  am 
satisfied  the  results  will  show 
on  Sunday  and  Monday  that 
we  have  finally  beaten  the 
problem  of  ball  visibility." 

_  Dan! op's  squash  marking 
director.  Gordon  Baird,  says 
some  small  but  significant 
changes  were  made  to  tbe 
reflective  hall  as  a  result  of  the 
Cannons  Club  experiments, 
“The  changes  helped  tbe  BBC 
to  light  the  ball  and,  in¬ 
cidentally,  improved  its  play- 
uig_  characteristics  a  little," 
Baird  says.  “It  was  a  very 
useful  co-operation  of  tech¬ 
nical  people.  The  same  ball  Is 
officially  adopted  for  the  next 
world  championships  In 
London  Jo  November,  which 
the  BBC  is  also  televising. 

“It  does  seem  inexplicable, 
after  months  of  such  close  co- 
operation  between  so  many 
different  people' and  organiza¬ 
tions,  that  a  major  sponsor  is 
backed  into  an  impossible 
position  because  he  cannot  be 
even  a  small  part  of  the 
success  he  is  paying  for.”
